RERORD: OFS THE oSELEC TMEN. 


The Selectmen respectfully submit their report for the year 
ending February 28, 1893. 


HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES. 


The proper construction and care of our public streets is a 
matter that calls for more special knowledge and experience 
than an ordinary board of selectmen can be supposed to possess, 
and requires special qualifications and a throrough under- 
standing of the methods and principles adopted by the best 
authorities upon the science of modern road building. 

In the early part of the season the work of widening Main 
street was commenced at the Medford line. It was necessary 
to remove a large amount of earth from the ledge, and the 
latter was found to be more extensive than had been supposed 
at first. 

Before very much progress had been made it was found that 
further assistance from a civil engineer would be needed, and 
Mr. Hartshorn of Woburn was secured. He took the levels 
from the ledge to the square at Symmes Corner, and drew a 
grade line for the same distance. This line was adopted by the 
Board, and was followed by the North Woburn Street Railroad 
Co., in the relocation of their track. 
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The ledge has been blasted out, and after it has been cleared 
up, and the road and walls brought to the correct grade, that 
section of the town will be greatly improved. 


DIX STREET. 


This street was laid out and widened last year, the award 
for land damage being left unsettled. This year we have 
settled with Mr. T. P. Tenney by paying him the $350 
awarded him. 


LAND IN FRONT OF LYCEUM HALL. 


The taking of this piece of land was referred to the Select- 
men, with instructions to take for street purposes, provided 
satisfactory adjustment of land damages could be made. 

The Board took this matter under advisement, and could 
not see any particular advantaye it would be to the town to 
own the land, as it lies outside the line of Main street, which 
is a county road, and it was doubtful if it-could be closed up, 
having laid open for over twenty years. This, with other 
questions that have been brought out in connection with the 
game, such (as the owners’ claim) previous arrangement with 
the Selectmen that the bound posts be sunk, into the ground, 
and that it should not affect the owners’ rights; also, that 
the posts were removed by request of the Selectmen, they 
then occupying the bulidipe , have caused a halt in the pro- 


ceedings. 
In ive matter of settlement with the land-owners along the 


line of Main street, we looked over quite a number of estates 
early in the season, and had some talk with the owners, and 
were about making propositions for settlement (and had settled 
one case), when our right to take any steps towards settling 
until some move was made against the town through the 
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courts for increased damage, was questioned; pending the 
settlement of this question, nothing more was done. Since 
then some twenty-two parties have filed their intention to 
try their cases, and we are now taking steps to see what 
arrangement can be made in the way of settlement. 


In the cases of Mrs. Joy and Mrs. Rice, the board con- 
cluded it would be cheaper for the town to waive the excep- 
tions taken and pay the award, than go to further expense 
in the courts, and have settled by paying the amount of 
judgment against the town with interest. We have also 
settled the Kendall claim without trial, the whole amounting 
to $1,514.50. We shall need an appropriation of about 
$1,014.50, which, with $500 due from the county, will balance 
the account. 

The Swanton street bridge case has been settled, as will be 
noticed in another part of the report. 


The following petitions have been received for the lay-out 
of streets : — 


From Patrick Nelson and others for street from Swanton 
street to Sand Hill. 


From John Moore and others for street from Pond to 
Wildwood street. 


From S$. W. Twombly and others for street from Wildwood 
street, called Lawrence street, running west. 


From S. W. Twombly and others for street from Lawrence 
street to Wildwood street, running north. 


From John Bowler and others for the lay-out of Sham- 
rock street as a town way. 


From J. W. Hemingway and others for the lay-out of 
Winchester Park street as a town way. 


There has been no time when the Board could view these 
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streets, on account of the snow, and no action has been 
taken on the petitions. 


TOWN HALL BUILDING. 


This building and the grounds around it, are kept in order by 
our veteran Janitor, Mr. Royal S. Carr, who is faithful to the 
last degree, keeping everything neatand clean. Few repairs 
are needed, but we would recommend the painting of the wood- 
work outside. The insurance on the building has been renewed 
for five years, from Feb. 28th, and an appropriation of $450 will 
be asked for in addition to appropriation for running expenses. 


STREET LIGHTS. 


At the expiration of former contract, July 1, 1892, a new 
contract, for one year, was made with the Woburn Electric 
Light Co., by which the town secures eighteen arc and one 
hundred and thirty-six incandescent lights during two hun- 
dred and forty nights of the year at an expense of three hun- 
dred dollars per month. These lights are run from ‘ early 
dusk’* until 12.30,in accordance with what is termed the 
‘* moon schedule.” 

As there are many nights during the year when the moon 
fails to meet “ expectations,” it seems wise, on such nights, to 
furnish artificial light for the streets. To provide this and to 
meet the demands for new lights, an increased appropriation 
is asked. 


The New England Telephone Co. petitioned for right to eon- 
struct a Metallic Circuit through Church and other streets of the 
town, with Central Office in White’s Block, corner of Church 
and Main streets. There was some opposition to this petition 
manifested, and the Board gave two hearings which were well 
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attended, and the necessity of the telephone discussed. Those 
taking part being about equally divided, the opposition being 
principally on account of placing poles in the streets. The 
Board believing it a necessity and convenience to the public, 
voted that the petition be granted. 


THE STONE CRUSHER. 


The Board, as instructed by the town at the last annual 
meeting, have considered the question of the removal of the 
crusher to the ledge, and after an examination of the pro- 
posed location have voted that the removal would not 
be advisable. Members of the Board have also examined 
several other ledges on both sides of the town, and find that 
the only ledge that would seem to be worthy of consideration 
is the one located on Cambridge street at the west end of 
Pond street. 


This stone is of good quality for road metal, though at 
some distance from the centre of the town, and the lot of 
land on which the ledge is located can, it is understood, be 
obtained at a reasonable cost. 


The crusher plant has been removed to another part of the 
stable yard for the benefit of the Fire Department. The 
Committee in charge of the work of making alterations in the 
engine house desired the room occupied by the crusher, as it 
was thought that by this change a much more convenient 
arrangement could be made, and several hundred dollars 
would be saved to the town. 


In consideration of these facts the Board gave the Commit- 
tee permission to remove the plant, provided they left the 
whole in good working order, and that the cost of the work | 
should be charged to their own appropriation. 
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GUIDEBOARDS AND STREET SIGNS. 

Considerable attention has been given during the past year 
to improving the condition of our streets in the matter of 
signs and guideboards. New ones have been made and put up 
to the number of sixty-one, and some of the best of the old ones 
have been repaired. The poststhat were formerly used for ker- 
osene lamps were used as far as they would go, and thirty new 
ones, slightly smaller, have been added. The cost of a new 
post and a sign lettered on both sides, as has been done in the 
majority of cases, ironed and put up, is about $3.50. A few 
more signs should be put up the coming year on streets that 
are being graded, and in cases where streets are short and now 
have a sign at one end only, it may be thought best to place 


one at the other end also. 
POLICE. 


Our Police force remains the same as last year, viz.: A 
Chief who does day duty, two patrolmen for night duty, also 
the janitor of the Town Hall building, who is on cal] whenever 
the Chief is attending court or is absent from town for any 
other purpose. On account of this Police service, two hun- 
dred dollars of his salary is charged to the Police appro- 
priation. : 

Further information in relation to details of the work done by 
the Department, may be found under the report of the Chief. 
EXPIRATION OF TERMS OF OFFICE. 

The term of office of Mr. James Russell expires this year, and it 
it will benecessary to elect his successor fora term of threeyears. 

Mr. Charles W. Shattuck has resigned his position upon the 
Board, and it will also be necessary to elect a successor for 
the unexpired year of his term of oflice.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen :— 


GENTLEMEN :— I herewith submit report of work done upon 
streets, gutters and sidewalks of the town for the current year. 


First weekin March : snow, cleaning sidewalks and opening 
cutters : second week : three days on snow, three days filling 
ruts with stone ; third week: getting out stone from town lot ; 
last of week: snow storm; fourth week: getting out stone, and 
crushing, to use on Church street. 

In April : spread 24 loads stone on Wildwood street ; 136 loads 
onChurch street near H. Miller’s ; covered with 20 loads gravel ; 
repaired Wildwood to Cambridge street ; levelled ruts and rolled 
Cambridge street to Woburn line; cleaned out gutters in 
most streets ; filled ruts, Main street to Woburn line, with 70 
loads broken stone; smoothed up side-hill streets; repaired 
Highland avenue, Forest and Cross streets; built sidewalk, 
Webster street; built Westley street, from Washington to 
Nelson street ; used 175 loads gravel from town lot; built Rich- 
ardson street, running west from Main; used 150 loads gravel. 


First week in May: began to widen Main street ; uncovered 
Russell ledge ; set back and began to build Marshall Symmes’ 
wall; hauled 30 loads stone to crusher; filled 80 loads gravel 
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back of wall. Spent $121, $27 of which was for building wall. 
Second week: moved 190 loads gravel; 60 loads stone to 
crusher ; uncovered ledge and bared out stone. Spent $150, 
$44 of which was for building wall. Third week: moved 400 
loads gravel to grade street and fill back of wall; teamed 40 
loads stone to crusher; 20 loads to build and back up wall. 
Spent $129.75, $49 of which was on wall. Fourth week: be- 
gan to run steam drill ; moved 525 loads gravel ; 60 loads of stone 
to crusher and back up wall. Spent $184.91, $42 of which 
was for wall and $54.82 for drilling. 


First week in June: blasted out a good quantity of stone ; 
teamed off 165 loads stone, 415 loads gravel for filling; con- 
tinued on Marshall Symmes’ wall, also drilling. Spent$193.85, 
$47.26 of which was for building wall and $57.12 for drilling 
and blasting. Second week : moved 725 loads gravel and loam 
to grade street and fill out around wall; 80 loads stone to crush, 
top out, and back up wall. Spent $274.67, $53 of which was 
for wall and $40 for drilling and blasting. Third week : moved 
475 loads gravel; 90 loads stone to crusher; 10 loads to put in 

yall. Spent $193.35, $40 of which was for raising up and 

placing large stones on Marshall Symmes’ wall to insert iron 
rods tor railing. Also spent $25 in laying wall against Russell 
estate. Fourth week: left Main street two days to do work on 
other streets, clean out catch-basins, etc. ; returned to Main 
street; moved 315 loads loam and gravel and 49 loads stone. 
Spent $120, $52.56 of which was for relaying Russell wall. 


First week in July: moved 687 loads loam and gravel; 95 
loads stone to crush, and to raise and back up Russell wall. 
Spent $212.13, $53.50 of which was to move and build Russell 
wall. Second week: moved 463 loads loam and gravel; 102 
loads stone. Spent $210, $40 of which was to move and build 
Russell wall, and $26.25 for drilling. Third week : moved 330 
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loads gravel; 40 loads stone and uncovered more of ledge. 
Spent $201.25, $38 of which was for extension of Marshall 
Symmes’ wall on the south to Russell land, and $37.25 for drill- 
ing and blasting. Fourth week: built sidewalk against Marshall 
Symmes’ wall; crushed stone two days, —190 loads—picked 
up stones in street; Horse railroad began to alter grade and 
straighten track; Street Department to fill rise at Symmes’ 
corner with stone and gravel. Spent $108.47 on the street. 


First week in August: continued filling at Symmes’ corner ; 
used 354 loads stone from ledge; 98 loads gravel; also filled 
hollow opposite Russell house with 50 loads stone and 40 of 
gravel. Spent at both places $153.88. Second week: con- 
tinued filling at Symmes’ corner; also cutting down and filling 
up to Horse R. R. grade; used 190 loads stone from ledge ; 
205 loads gravel and 105 of crushed stones. Spent $172.10. 
Third week: graded to cut and rise of Horse R. R. with 845 
loads gravel; 105 loads stone from ledge and 30 from crusher. 
Spent $177.79, $7.87 of which was for drilling. Fourth week: 
crushed stone two and half days—235 loads— moved 120 loads 
stone from ledge to grade up bed of railroad track moved, 
and 100 loads gravel to cover same ; also used 55 loads stone 
and gravel to widen out Main, south of Sanborn street. Spent 
$215.12, $70.62 of which was for drilling. 


First week in September: teamed 264 loads ledge stone to 
grade up at Symmes’ corner, left-hand side of track; also 40 
loads gravel and 36 of crushed stone. Spent $169.63, $37 of 
which was for drilling. 


Second week : partially regraded and levelled up street from 
ledge to corner, to conform to new grade of horse railroad 
track; building sidewalk near Russell’s, and filling in near 
Hose House. Spent $141.50. 
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Third week: extended Marshall Symmes’ wall north to pine 
tree, and raised wall higher, at cost of $40; have moved out 
and rebuilt 1,084 feet of wall, running measure, from 3 to 5 
feet high, from 2 to 3 feet thick; total cost of same $380.26. 
Up to first of September spent for drilling and_ blasting 
$330.93, as above specified. From first of September to fifth 
of November spent, additional to above, in drilling and blast- 


ing, $494.67; total, $825.60 
Spent for dynamite, fuse, caps, and repair of drills, 184.00 
Total, $1,009.60 


Cost of moving and rebuilding Russell wall, both 
sides of Main street, 1,374 feet, running measure, 
from 3 to 4 feet high, 2 to 3 feet thick, up to 


middle of July spent, $171.06 
Up to November 19, when completed, spent, 157.83 
Toi rs $328.89 


Last of September: cleaned up most of streets and gutters 
in town; went over Main street to Woburn line; filled low 
places and ruts with 80 loads broken stone; regraded Mt. 
Pleasant street and Hillside avenue with 210 loads of gravel 
and stone. 


In October: worked 8 days in Hill district, repairing the 
streets and cutting bushes; 3 days on Arlington street; 

also Cambridge street, from Dwight’s hill to Everett street ; 
~ worked on Washington, Cross, and Forest streets; repaired 
Main street, from Woburn line to Canal street, with 410 loads 
gravel, given and taken from Hovey estate; worked 4 days 
on Russell ledge; cut down and regraded Winchester place ; 
removed 77 loads gravel, spread on Main street. 


In November: worked 5 days on Russell ledge; moved 110 
loads gravel to fill hollow near Frederick Symmes; cleaned 
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up Church street and gutters; worked on Dix street and_ built 
sidewalk; cleared up Madison avenue, Prospect street, Mystic 
avenue, Eaton, Webster, Winthrop, Walnut, and Mason streets ; 
raked up and burned leaves over town; cleaned up Grove, 
Bacon, Central, Norwood, and Church streets ; cleaned out all 
catch-basins ; spread 35 loads broken stone on Main street, 
near junction of Symmes and Russell estates; covered culvert 
relaid on Cross street; moved wall; built sidewalk and _ re- 
graded street. 


In December: broke out snow in all sidewalks; worked 3 
days on stone crusher; spread 40 loads stone from foot to top 
of Black Horse Hill; raised gutters on Main, opposite Sanborn 
street, with 28 loads stone from ledge ; teamed 168 loads from 
ledge to crusher; cleared off ice from sidewalks, and sanded 
same ; some repairs on various streets. 


In January, 1893: cleaned snow off sidewalks; opened 
gutters and inlets; broke out streets in Hill district. Jan. 9: 
drifting snowstorm; sidewalks cleaned twice, and gutters 
opened; sanded sidewalks three times; ice most of the time. 


In February: crushed stone 2 days; gutters and inlets froze 
up and filled with snow and ice; all opened; sidewalks again 
sanded; later, great rain; gutters full; another snowstorm ; 
sidewalks cleaned and gutters opened; Feb. 18: another 
heavy snowstorm, blowing and drifting; streets broke out and 
sidewalks cleaned; Feb. 22: another heavy storm; snow 20 
inches deep; drifting constantly ; streets and sidewalks broke 
out every day; Hill district all snowed in; now opened. 


During the year 495 feet of gutters have been paved on 
Washington, Swanton, Wildwood, Dix, and Hillside avenue. 


The entire cost, as presented in this report, of widening 
Main street, from Medford line to Symmes‘ corner, has been 
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$3,873.07, to which should be added about $100 for expense 
incident to the same. Probably from 1,500 to 2,000 loads of 
stone are now present at the ledge, available for future use. 
The grade of the street is nearly right, and can be perfected 
at little expense when it is covered with broken stone. The 
Symmes wall has stones placed every 9 feet, large enough to 
insert iron rods for a railing. 

To say the work was a long and heavy one is apparent to 
all; many thousand loads of stone, loam, and gravel to move, 
2,458 running feet of face wall to build involves time and 
money, and this done by men who had to do the work in a 
very hot season.

The past year had been one of exceptional activity and 
many labors on the part of the Board of Health. 

Regular monthly meetings of the Board have been held 
throughout the year, and there have been at least fifteen spe- 
cial meetings or visitations to inspect and act upon alleged 
nuisances, excavating apparatus, garbage disposal, etc. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


During the year there has been an unusual number of con- 
tagious diseases, as will readily be seen by an inspection of 
the following tables. While the number of cases is large, we 
are pleased to state that they have for the most part been of a 
mild type. Table No. 2 (showing the yearly comparison of 
contagious diseases) is not entirely satisfactory, owing to the 
fact that at present a more strict compliance with the law (re- 
quiring the notices of all contagious diseases to be sent to the 
Board of Health) is enforced, than in preceding years; again, 
the population is now increasing more rapidly than before. 

The cases of scarlet fever during this year, while not con- 
fined to any one locality, have been more prevalent in the 
Gifford School District than in any other one district. - It is 
the opinion of the Board that the epidemic in March and 
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April was at least partially due to the carelessness in parents of 
infected children in allowing their children to attend the pub- 
lic schools and to mingle with other children before obtaining 
a certificate fiom the attending physician or the Board of 
Health. 

At the time of writing this report a striking example of the 
spread of contagious disease through a school district is 
afforded by the epidemic of measles prevailing among the 
Wyman School scholars, 25 of whom are now reported as 
affected through the careless attendance of some child. 

We would respectfully call the attention of the citizens to 
those public statutes which require every physician and house- 
holder to immediately notify the Board of Health of the 
existence of any of the dangerous diseases, and to the im- 
portance of thorough disinfection of the premises. We ear- 
nestly request the citizens to assist in these matters and to re- 
port to the Board any violation of the appended regulations 
that come under their notice.

From a perusal of the above tables it will be Zymotic Dis- 
readily seen that the number of cases of Zymotic . 
diseases is much too large. 

We firmly believe that with a good sewerage sys- Sewerage Sys- 
tem the number of these preventable diseases will i; 
be very much reduced ; and we cannot too strongly 
recommend the building of a thorough system of 
sewers when the Metropolitan Sewer is so far com- 
pleted as to insure an outlet to our system. 

It is expected that the Metropolitan Sewer will Metropolitan 
be complete from its outlet to Winchester in 1894, 
and by another year it is hoped that Winchester 
will build its local system. 

The unusual prevalence of Typhoid Fever during typhoia Fever. 
the past year in some of our neighboring towns and 
cities has arrested our attention, but our town has 
fortunately escaped the malady. 

In consequence of the intimate connection of this 
disease with a sewage polluted water supply, this poputea water, 
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Board has felt that every precaution should be 
taken by our Water Board to preserve the purity 
of our water supply. Several letters have been ad- 
dressed to that Board relative to this matter, and 
Vigilance. we hope that that Board will exercise all vigilance, 
and deal with the subject in its report to the town. 
The action of the town concerning the acquiring 
of the land adjoining the Aberjona River, between 
Bacon and Walnut streets, is commended by this 
Board. We trust that the City of Boston will see 
the necessity for immediate co-operation in this mat-

ae Water Supply, which is sure to follow if the present 

state of affairs is allowed to continue and to increase 
indefinitely. 

The narrow escape this country had last year from 

Cholera. that dreaded scourge, cholera, was only accomplished 


by the vigilance of the quarantine officers. Cholera 
has again broken out across the water, at Hamburg, 
and it is feared that this country will again be in 

great danger from this great disease. 
Keep Clean. The only safeguard for us is to ‘+ keep clean” — 
see that our water, air and food are not polluted, 
and we have the best safeguards obtainable. It 
should not be necessary, in fact, it will be im- 
possible for this Board to see that every ‘* back 
Decomposing yard” in town is kept clear of all decomposing 
ee matter, and we trust that every citizen of the town 
Cleaningup- will so interest himself in this ‘* cleaning up” that 
we shall have one of the cleanest towns in this Com- 

monwealth.

The Board of Health issues the following circular of recommendations, 
with the hope that those who are not familiar with the proper means to be 
used in cases of Scarlet Fever to prevent the spread of the disease, may be 
benefited thereby. 

This disease is like Small-pox and Measles in its power to spread from 
person to person by contagion or infection. | 

It may be contracted directly from the person who is ill with the disease, 
or it may be taken from the room, clothing or anything that has been used 
by or about the sick person, and which has not been thoroughly disinfected. 

It attacks persons of all ages and at all seasons of the year. 

It manifests itself in from two days to two weeks after exposure to the 
disease, and, as arule, occurs but once in the same person.. 

When a case of Scarlet Fever occurs, put the patient in an upper room, 
apart from the other inmates of the house, and allow no person to enter 
such room, except the nurse and physician. Have the sick chamber properly 
warmed, exposed to the sunlight, well aired and relieved of all unnecessary 
furniture and other articles which cannot be cleansed without injury. 

All clothing removed from the patient, or bed, should be at once placed 
in boiling water, or in a tub of disinfecting fluid,—1 drachm Bichloride of 
Mercury to a gallon of water ina wooden pail. Water closets and privies in 
the house should be disinfected frequently with a solution of Chloride of 
Lime, one-half pound to a gallon of water. Every kind of filth in or about 
the house should be removed and disinfectants freely used. 

Children in the family should not attend school, or mingle with other 
children until the patient has wholly recovered, and allinfected articles have 
been disinfected. ’ 7

On the recovery or death of the patient, the room and all articles in it 
should be at once subjected to the most thorough disinfection, and then ex- 
posed to free currents of air. 

Anything that can be boiled without injury may be so treated. The walls 
and ceilings should be dry rubbed or lime washed, and the floors washed with 
water containing one-half pound of Chloride of Lime to the gallon. When 
death occurs the body should be immediately wrapped in a sheet saturated 
with a solution of Bichloride of Mercury (one drachm to a gallon of water 
in a wooden vessel), placed in a tight coffin, and the coffin tightly and jinally 
closed. 

No public funeral should ever take place at the house where the patient 
died, until the coffin has been tightly sealed and the most thorough disin- 
fection has taken place. 

Nurses ought to be particularly careful to remove all infection from them- 
selves and their clothing before leaving the house.

SrecTIon 1. When a householder knows that a person within his family 
is sick of small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, or any other disease dangerous 
to the public health, he shall immediately give notice thereof to the select- 
men or board of health of the town in which he dwells, and upon the death, 
recovery or removal of such person, the room occupied and the articles used 
by him shall be disinfected by such householder ina manner approved by 
the board of health. Any person neglecting or refusing to comply with 
either of the above provisions shall forfeit a sum not exceeding one hundred 
dollars. 


a ae 9. Attend tothe collection of garbage. This is 
the third year in which the town has attended to 
the collection of the swill, and while the method 
employed is doubtless far superior to the old pro- 
miscuous collection by irresponsible parties, yet we 
feel that the town should demand an improved ser- 
vice. In order to accomplish this desired improve- 
ment more frequent collections will be necessary 
and, regular collections insured. We have done 
the best we could with the appropriation at 
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our disposal, and in order to improve this 
important branch we shall ask for an increased 
appropriation for the ensuing year. The Board 
request an appropriation of $800. The disposal Disposal of 
of the swill is getting to be a serious consideration. 
Thus far the collector has been able to sell to the 
farmers the amount he collects (about 75 cords), 
but as the piggeries are dispensed with, either 
voluntarily or on account of their proving a nui- 
sance, the sale for the swill is much curtailed and the 
storing of the swill, awaiting a customer, becomes 
necessary. 

This storage is, on account of the fermentation fermentation 
and the consequent foul odors therefrom, liable to Odea 
be a source of complaint. 

This inability to speedily dispose of the swill is 

being felt by many of our neighboring towns, and Ougectene te 
various expedients to obviate the difficulty are gino °P° 
adopted—to all of which there are objections, either 
on account of expense or a transferred nuisance. 
For instance, Boston dumps its surplus swill into 
deep water outside the harbor. This method is 
expensive and the matter liable to be brought back 
by an incoming tide. 

Watertown has, until this year, been able to 
maintain a piggery at its Poor Farm in order to use Peedi 
up the swill collected in the town, but this method _ sulting there- 
is about to be abolished on account of the nuisance 
resulting therefrom. 

Newton, we are informed, has been obliged to Burying Swill. 
bury about 25% of its collection of swill. 

Lowell has erected a furnace for the cremation Of Cremation of

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Sa ee This latter method of burning the swill we believe 
is the only satisfactory solution of this vexed prob- 
lem, which must sooner or later be met. 

Expense. The objection to this method is the expense, not 
only for the erection of the furnace and the main- 
tenance (labor, fuel, repairs, etc.) of the same, 
but the loss of the income derived from the sale of 
the swill. 

pier tue Of course, with a cremation furnace, infected 

ture,etc. clothing, furniture, etc., could readily be destroyed. 
Possibly, several of the adjacent towns or cities 
might unite and build a common furnace, but the 
additional teaming required might offset any benefit 
to be thus derived. 

ee aS We trust, - however, that for a time our garbage 
can be more economically disposed of, without 
proving a nuisance. 

Costaent Several of the above mentioned places are expected 

Miicency. to erect furnaces, and we can then more readily 
ascertain their cost and efficiency. 
In the last annual report attention was called to 

Sanitary Con- the condition of the dumping places for ashes. 
Owing to the constant inspection and the removal 
of garbage deposited at these dumps, we believe 
that the sanitary condition of these places has been 
much improved. 


That these dumps are unsightly is much regretted, and the 
waste paper and like matter which is allowed to be blown 
from these dumps renders the appearance of many locali- 
ties very untidy. 

Some supervision of these places should be provided, but 
as this is hardly a nuisance which would properly come under 
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the head of this department (unless the Town demands that 
the ashes be collected by this Board), we would advise that 
the «* Committee on Public Plots” be given full charge of the 
matter. 

A detailed statement of the expenses of this department 
will be seen in the Auditor’s Report. 


FOLLOWING IS A COPY OF THE REGULATIONS OF THE BOARD : — 


Extract from Public Statutes, Sec. 18, Chap. 80. 


‘¢ The Board of Health of a town shall make such regulations as it judges 
necessary: for the public health and safety, respecting nuisances, sources of 
filth and causes of sickness, within its town, or on board of vessels within 
the harbor of such town, and respecting articles which are capable of con- 
veying infection or contagion, or of creating sickness, brought into or con- 
veyed from its town, or into or from any vessel. Whoever violates any such 
regulation shall forfeit a sum not exceeding one hundred dollars.” 


REGULATIONS 
BOARD sor HEALTH 


TOWN OF WINCHESTER. 


ADOPTED JUNE 29, 1892. 


ReG. 1.— The occupant of any dwelling house in the town shall keep the 
same and the yard belonging thereto free from all filth and substances liable 
to produce odors or atmospheric conditions which endanger health or are of- 
fensive to neighbors. 


REG. 2.— No person shall occupy, or permit others to occupy, any build- 
ing owned by him, as a dwelling, tenement or lodging house, unless such 
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building is provided with a suitable water-tight privy vault, or with a water 
closet, nor unless every water closet or like fixture is connected with a cess- 
pool or sewer by a water-tight soil pipe and underground drain of sufficient 
size to carry off the contents thereof. 


REG. 3.— No owner or occupant of any tenement or building shall permit 
any sewage, garbage, contents or drainage of a privy vault or cesspool, or 
sink drain, or other filth, to empty, or enter, into any street or drain of the: 
town, or any brook, stream, or pond of water. 


REG. 4.—The owner and the occupant of premises in which is any private’ 
sewer, drain, privy vault or cesspool, shall individually and separately see 
that the same is kept in thorough repair, every privy vault emptied and 
cleansed at least once each year and at such other times as may be necessary 
to prevent its being offensive, and every vault and cesspool emptied when- 
ever at other times required by the Board of Health or its agent. 


REG. 5.— Every cesspool, the use of which has been discontinued, shall 
be emptied and cleansed, and then filled up with clean gravel, sand or earth. 


REG. 6.— Every pipe connecting a water closet with the soil pipe shall. 
be effectively trapped close to the connection with the water closet. 


REG. 7.— The waste pipe from every sink in every tenement house con- 
structed for occupancy by more than four families, shall be trapped close to: 
the sink; and the waste pipes from sinks in all other buildings shall be 
trapped, upon notice from the Board of Health. 


Rec. 8.— All swill and house offal, both animal and vegetable, must be 
put in tightly covered vessels, and be kept in some convenient place, to be 
taken away by the authorized collectors. No ashes or other refuse matter 
shall be mingled therewith. 


REG. 9.— No person shall, without a permit from the Board of Health, 
collect, remove or carry through any street, alley, or public place in the 
town, any swill or offal from any dwelling house or other building. The 
permit may be revoked at any time by said Board. 


REG. 10.— No person shall cast any vegetable, or dead animal substance, 
or dead fowl, into any street, alley, public place, reservoir, pond, river, or 
water within the town; nor cause any animal to be drowned in any of said 
waters. Such refuse must be burned or suitably buried. 


REG. 11.—No person shall engage in the business of removing night- 
soil, or the contents of vaults and privies, without a license from the Board 
of Health, nor in any manner except by the use of some odorless. apparatus 
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-to be approved by said Board. The license shall be subject to revocation at 
_any time. 


REG. 12.— All children must be vaccinated before attending public 
schools in this town. 


REG. 13.— When a physician is called to attend upon a person sick with 
small-pox, diphtheria, typhoid fever, scarlet fever, measles, or other con- 
tagious diseases, dangerous to the public health, said physician shall 
immediately give notice to the Board of Health, said notice to contain the 
name of person sick, name of the disease, name of street, and number at 
which such person resides. 


REG. 14. —At the discretion of the Board of Health, flags or cards may 
be displayed in a conspicuous place on any house in which there is a case of 
small-box, diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles or other disease, which in the 
opinion of the Board of Health may endanger the public health, and no 
person shall remove or in any way meddle with such flag or card, without 
permission from the Board of Health. 


REG. 15.— Each member of the Board of Health shall be a health 
Officer.

The Commissioners have assented to a conveyance made by 
John C. Mason to Louisa Richardson of a portion of lot 417 ;

At a meeting of the Cemetery Commissioners held April 
16th, 1892, it was voted: . 


‘That deposits hereafter made for the permanent care of 
lots in the Cemetery shall not be less than one hundred and 
fifty ($150) dollars for each lot, unless by vote of the board.” 


The deposit of funds for the permanent care of lots is well 
sanctioned by the recent Act of the Legislature relating to 
our cemetery, and such deposits are respectfully solicited by 
the Commissioners. 


The population of the town is increasing rapidly, and very 
few lots in the old part remain for sale. Ata meeting of the 
board held last September, it was voted to improve a portion 
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_of the new part of the cemetery to meet the increasing de- 
mand for new lots. 


For ready reference we add a vote of a former year, together 
with the rules and regulations relating to the management of 
the Cemetery. 


At a meeting of the Cemetery Commissioners, held Decem- 
ber 26, 1891, it was 


Vorep, That hereafter neither lots nor single graves be sold 
to non-residents of the town, or for the burial of the bodies of 
non-residents, unless the non-residents desiring to purchase 
lots or burial privileges, or the descendants, have at some time 
been bona fide citizens of the town, or are lineal kindred of 
citizens of the town owning or burying in the cemetery, except 
upon the unanimous vote of the Commissioners on any _par- 
ticular application. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE MANAGEMENT OF 
WILDWOOD CEMETERY IN WINCHESTER. 


1. No body shall be brought into, or taken from the 
-Cemetery without a permit from the Commissioners. 


Dis ead} interménts and disinterments of bodies shall be 
under the direction of the Commissioners. 


3. The use of the Receiving Tomb shall be under such 
-restrictions, not inconsistent with the laws of the Common- 
wealth, as the Commissioners may from time to time prescribe. 


4. All visitors shall conduct themselves in such an orderly 
manner as is becoming the resting place of the dead. No 
parties carrying refreshments and no discharge of fire-arms 
Shall be allowed in or upon the Cemetery land. 
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5. No horse, with or without a vehicle, shall be driven 
faster than a walk, and no horse shall be left within the 
Cemetery limits without a keeper. 


6. No dogs shall be allowed within the Cemetery en- 
closure. | 


7. All persons are forbidden to write upon or otherwise 
deface or injure any fence, monument or other structure in the 
Cemetery, or to gather any flower, or to injure any tree, 
plant or shrub therein. 


8. All visitors are forbidden to walk unnecessarily on the 
grass. 


We recommend an appropriation of $1,200 for the care and 
-maintenance of the Cemetery for the ensuing year.

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TWENTIETH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


WINCHESTER WATER BOARD. 


FEBRUARY 28, 1893. 
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REPORT OF WATER BOARD. 


WINCHESTER, FEBRUARY 28, 1893. 


At the close of the Annual Meeting of last year, the work before 
the Water Board was as follows, viz. : — 


To finish the dam and build a roadway between the upper and 
lower basins of the South Reservoir. 


To complete the waste way at the South dam; build a bridge 
across it, and provide.a working road and driveway ; to complete the 
equipment of the gate house. 


To provide a right of way for a pipe to bring water from the new 
reservoirs to the town way. 


To repair the slope paving at the North Reservoir. 


To pipe for water distribution the properties known as the Wedge- 
mére Land Company and the Suburban Land Company. 


All these things have been accomplished, excepting the repairs at 
the North Reservoir. That work could not be done, because both 
superintendents had their time fully employed otherwise. 


The amount of money at our disposal was $25,473.56, $14,000 of 
which was raised by an issue of bonds. 


After the work prescribed should have been done, we were author- 
ized to devote any surplus to laying a new main pipe from the South 
Reservoir. 


There is $10,764.48 unexpended, which can be devoted to this pur-- 
pose, or part of it used to prosecute such new work in distribution as 
may be called for. “4 


Another piece of work projected, and for which the remains of our 
appropriation might have been drawn upon prior to building the new 
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main, was the diversion of the brook from Dyke’s meadow, which 
involved the building of a new street at an expense of about $3,500. 


At a Town Meeting held in August, the town decided that it would 
not have the brook diverted. The Board has not changed its opinion 
that the proper thing to do is to divert the brook, seeing that we have 
the new reservoirs as an offset to the decrease of supply of water 
provided by Dyke’s brook. 


The brook and meadow being outside the town bounds, our Local 
Board of Health has no jurisdiction. 


A written report is needless, in our opinion, concerning the comple- 
tion of the middle dam and roadway, the overflow and bridge, the 
gate house, and the street pipe laid during the past season. 


A visit to the reservoir, and inspection of the work, is what is de- 
sired of the citizens by the Board. 


There is a good foot path around the new basins, and a cart path 
also, excepting in two places, nearly opposite in an east and west line 
from the old Silver Mine to land of Oliver L. Wellington. ‘These 
two places we hope to cross by a cart path at no distant day. 


The shores of the reservoir are cleared well above high water 
mark. It is the intent of the Board to keep one man at work through 
the season of open water, that the shores may be brought into grass 
land, and all material removed that floats on the surface of the water 
and is incidental to establishment of new basins. 


INo expenditure has been spared that would fail to make any of 
these works of an enduring character and put them beyond necessity 
of repairs. 


The Superintendent’s report will show the quantity of new dis- 
tributing pipe that has been laid, and the Registrar’s report shows the 
‘income from water. 


No account of stock on hand is published, because our purchases 
and renewals are in small quantities, excepting in iron and cement, 
and it is not difficult to keep in mind the equipment of the water shop 
and stable. 
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We can vouch for the honesty of all collections, and personal atten- 
tion by the Board is given to purchases. 


In the opinion of the Board the owner of every barn or stable should 
pay a water tax for the animals therein, when the public water supply 
is available and there is no private source of supply. The Board re- 
commends that the town By-Laws be so amended as to cover cases 
of this character. 


The highway department has had use of our steam drill without 
charge therefor. 


At the special Town Meeting held in August, the matter of a route 
for a main pipe for bringing out to town the South Reservoir water, 
had some attention. 


A way for the pipe has been purchased through iand of General 
Lawrence, of Medford, and a roadway and pipe route, from the west 
end of the dam out to Main street, has been agreed upon and pur- 
chased. Deeds from two owners yet are lacking, but they will be 
given in due time. 


Anticipating the want of the town, legislation was procured, en- 
abling the borrowing of money for the laying of the new main. 
The work before the Board this year is: First, renewal of the Swan- 


ton street pipe, and extension of it into the premises represented to 
the Board as about to be occupied by a manufacturing company. 
Second, renewal and enlargment of the Cross street pipe, so that in 
event of accident to the main pipe on Washington street, between Cross 
street and Swanton street, the town may not be cut off from water 
supply. An eight-inch new pipe from Washington street to the rail- 
road bridge, or a little way beyond it, -on Cross street, would be a 
measure of great safety. ‘Third, the extension of service through the 
property of the Wedgemere Company. Fourth, the possible develop- 
ment of the territory at the easterly end of Highland avenue may call 
for water service. 


Intimations have been given to the Board of other calls to be made 
for water supply. All the work mentioned will begin to yield an in 
come as soon as completed, excepting the Cross street line. 
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There is no necessity for an appropriation for water department. 
All the income from water can be devoted to town wants in other 
departments. 


The unexpended balance will do all the work of distribution herein 
described. 


The town lines ought to be extended sufficiently to enable the 
town to control the reservoirs and their water-shed. It may be that 
the State, by the proposed Metropolitan Parks project, will require the 
wild lands in that vicinity, in which case such a movement on the 
part of the town will be unnecessary.

You were informed of all work as it has gone along through the 
year, and I have only to report on the manner in which the work, as 
laid out by you, has been done. 


There has been a large demand for new mains, which have been 
laid as directed by you. 


The first demand was from S. C. Small, for an eight-inch pipe from 
Loring avenue to connect with four-inch pipe at East street, 1,500 
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feet, for immediate use. Also a six-inch main from Cross street to 
Swanton street, through Loring avenue. The work was done as soon 
as the pipe could be made and was ready for use.

The Police force at the present time consists of a Chief of 
Police, who attends to the Court cases, is the day officer, also 
Health officer and Inspector of Provisions and Animals ; and two 
night officers, beside one officer at the Town Hall who receives 
part pay from this department. More men are needed, as our 
town is growing very fast and more calls are made upon us 
each year; we cannot give proper police protection to the resi- 
dential portion of the town. 


Work has commenced on the Metropolition sewer at the south 
end of the town and will be shortly at the Highlands. The 
cities and towns below us have had trouble with the laborers 
working upon it, and [see no reason why we should escape. 


The officers are a great protection against fire ; they have dis- 
covered fire in two places within a short time, where if well started 
a large amount of property would have been in danger. 


The fact that there have been more arrests than usual this 
year is accounted for by the easy way of escape after arrests 
under the so-called ‘‘Drunk law,” and the more than average 
number taken from the trains, there being but one other station 
between here and Boston where an officer is at the depot. 


Under the present law, when a person is arrested for drunken- 
ness, if it is the ‘‘ first offence” he can be released by the lock- 
up keeper, or if taken to Court he tells a good story, and his 
case is placed on file. The Judge either has to do that, or 
send him to the House of Correction; no fines can be imposed. 
In many cases the town has been to the expense of a carriage 
to get him to the Station House, his car*fare paid to Court, his 
case placed on file, and the town out the expense. 
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We have used thirty-eight liquor search warrants, and five 
parties have been brought into Court for violation of the liquor 
law. One place that has troubled us for years, we have suc- 
ceeded in closing, and the parties moved out. All other 
suspected places are closely watched, and nearly evidence 
enough obtained to warrant bringing some of them to Court.

COMMITTEE ON SEWERS. 


In order that the reason for the appointment of the Com- 
mittee on Sewers may be thoroughly understood, the follow- 
ing explanation is hereby submitted :— 


The question of a proper disposal for the sewage of the 
towns and cities in the so-called “ Mystic Valley,” has, together 
with other portions of the “ Metropolitan District,” been under 
consideration for many years. 

The local Boards of Health have annually urged upon their 
several towns and cities the necessity for some action to 
remedy the growing evil arising from the lack of proper ‘sew- 
age facilities, and to prevent the pollution of certain water 
supplies. | 

About twenty years ago the city of Boston, in order to 
protect its Mystic Water Supply from sewage contamination, 
endeavored to interest the towns of Woburn and Winchester 
in the building of a large main sewer sufficient to receive the 
entire sewage wastes from said towns and to discharge the 
same into tide water. 

But, on account of the refusal of the towns to unite with the 
city of Boston in this matter, the scheme for a large trunk 
sewer was abandoned, and a smaller sewer was designed and 
constructed, of sufficient size only to intercept the impurities 
which were at that time (1874) being discharged into Mystic 
Pond from the towns of Woburn and Winchester and from 
certain tanneries and other manufactories. 
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In 1884 the «* Massachusetts Drainage Commission” was 
appointed by the General Court ‘* to consider and report a sys- 
tem of drainage for the relief of Mystic” and other valleys. 

Again, in 1887, the Massachusetts State Board of Health 
was ‘‘ authorized and directed to consider and report a general 
system of drainage for the relief of the valley of the Mystic 
River,” ete. ; 

Concerning the portion of the main sewer to be used for 
Winchester, Woburn and Stoneham, both of these state com- 
missions reported in favor of utilizing the old City of Boston 
sewer (called the «* Mystic Valley Sewer”) as above described, 
and to incorporate it as the main sewer to receive the entire 
sewage wastes from those places. 

The town of Winchester will have to pay its portion to- 
wards the cost of the Metropolitan main sewer on the same 
basis as the other towns which are to receive the benefits of a 
new sewer designed to adequately serve the requirements of 
those places. To many of the citizens of Winchester it 
appeared to be manifestly unfair to thus attempt to use a sewer 
which was believed to be not only out of proportion to the 
rest of the Metropolitan system, but totally inadequate to 
serve even the present needs of the City of Woburn and the 
towns of Stoneham and Winchester. 

At a special town meeting held in June, 1892, Judge James 
H. Tyler moved the appointment of this committee, which 
was, by vote of the town, instructed as follows, viz.: ‘*To 
investigate and ascertain whether the proposed plan of con- 
structing the Metropolitan Sewer in this town will secure 
effective and proper drainage for the town, and if in the judg- 
ment of the Committee it will not secure such drainage, then 
to make an effort to obtain the necessary modification of the 
plan; and failing in that, report at once to the town.” 

The following report shows somewhat in detail the findings 
of that committee : —

ument 94, 1874, p. 5) in his report that the wording 
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of his orders be considered only broad enough to 
cover the purpose of taking away the impure waters 
which were at that time (1874) eighteen years ago, 
discharging into Mystic Lake; and he further states 
in his report, that he had not considered the matter 
of the general sewerage of Woburn and Winchester. 

To do this, he recommended a sewer 27 inches in 
diameter, which is the average diameter of the sewer 
as built. 

The President of the Mystic Water Board at that 
time also stated in hisreport (see p. 4, City Document 
94,1874) that ifa general system of sewerage for 
the towns was to be adopted, it would be requisite to 
do the work on a much larger scale. 

3. Weare informed by the engineer in charge of 
the Mystic Valley Sewer, that the sewer now runs © fever nowor- 
about 1-2 full, that there is very little house sewer- fart” 
age, but that the tanneries of Woburn furnish almost 
the entire amount. 

4. Furthermore, it is a fact, that on certain 
occasions the present sewer has received more water

It would appear certain that the house sewage of 
Woburn, Stoneham and Winchester would require 
much more capacity than the remaining half of a 27 
inch sewer, having a grade of 1 in 1,300, or even of 1 
in 1,000, and that no margin of safety would be 
had. 

5. Is the capacity of the Mystic Valley sewer in 
proportion to the rest of the system, or if there was

The largely 
increased size of the new sewer, where it joins the 
old, would indicate to the contrary. 

6. Granting the last paragraph, is it fair and 
just that this town, which is expected to contribute 
to the cost on the same basis as the other towns, 
should be served by an old sewer, less perfectly 
constructed and of but about one-half capacity 
called for by the same basis on which other portions 
of the system were designed? 

7. We would respectfully submit that in estima- 
ting the probable amount of sewage to be produced 
by a certain community, and the necessary size of 
the sewers to properly sewer said community, any 
peculiarity of its industries which would materially 
affect the amount of sewage produced by that com- 
munity, should be carefully considered. 

Now, in the case in question, the fact of the large 
tanning industry of Woburn and Winchester, 
where immense quantities of sewage are periodically 
discharged, and where the workmen remain in said 
communities throughout the working hours of the 
day as in Woburn, appears not to have had 
sufficient weight-in the State Board of Health 
Report already quoted, and on which we under- 
stand the present design to be based, for the same 
amount of sewage, per capita, is given as for the 
towns of Arlington, Belmont, Watertown, etce., 
which have very few industries which would of 
themselves deliver a specially large amount of 
sewage, and where a large portion of the people are 
absent during the working hours of the day. 
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8. In estimating the probable amount of sew- 
age the tanneries would deliver into the Mystic Page pre 
Valley Sewer, in 1874, it was estimated that 500 St ee 
gallons of water were required to tan one hide, of 
which amount 400 gallons passed off as sewage, 
and that in 1874 (nearly 20 years ago) the tan- 
-neries alone delivered as sewage about 800,000 gal- 
lons per day of ten (10) hours. 
This Committee has made diligent inquiry upon 
this matter and finds that experienced tanners con- 
cur in the estimate of 500 gallons per hideas still “tanning 
correct under processes now in use, but we find that 
although the number of tanneries remains about the 
same, there has been an increase of from 50 to 75 
per cent. in the number of hides tanned.

It is understood that the capacity of the sewers 
designed for the Metropolitan System of sewerage 
was based upon an estimated population of the vari- Estimated 
ous places in 1930, and that the basis for these pongo 
estimates were founded upon the census of 1885. 
The new census of 1890 producing marked differ- 
ences from the conclusions arrived at by the census 
of 1885, it is understood that the capacities of the 
sewers were increased, —now it is the belief and 
claim of this Committee that while the census of 
1890 may not show much marked change in the rate 
of increase in population of Winchester, or even up 
to the present date, yet we are just at the dawn of 
the most rapid growth known in the history of the 


town. 
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The radius of rapid surburban growth is just 
about reaching us. Three energetic land develop- 
ment syndicates have been formed within the past 
year, attention is being directed to the town as 
never before, and we feel confident that the next 
census of Winchester will show a very marked rate 
of increase. If these reasonable expectations are 
realized the old Mystic Valley Sewer, which appears 
too small even for the present population, would 
surely be inadequate for a largely increased popula- 
tion. 

To further illustrate the rapid increase when the 
radius of suburban growth reaches a suburb, take 
for example : — 

Everett, originally estimated when first planning 
the Metropolitan Sewerage System, to have in 1930, 
16,700, now raised to 29,000. 

Malden, originally estimated to have in 1930, 
37,000, now raised to 52,000. 

Melrose, originally estimated to have in 1930, 
13,500, now raised to 20,000. 

Medford, originally estimated to have in 1930, 
18,900, now raised to 22,000. 

10. On account of the peculiarity of the sewage 
discharged from the tanneries, it has thus far been 
found impossible to prevent large accumulations of

the sewage and we would respectfully submit that 
some excess Of size or margin of safety should be 
provided to compensate for this, for although we 
doubt not that more stringent inspection may reduce 
this sludge, the fact that so much now enters in the 
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face of stringent rules to the contrary, shows the 
difficulty and perhaps impossibility of its total 
exclusion. 

11. Itis of the utmost importance that the main 
trunk sewer through Winchester be large enough 
to readily carry off all sewage that can possibly be 
delivered to it at all times, and in this respect this 
trunk sewer differs from most sewers of the Metro- 
politan System; for while on the entire Charles «overtows” not 
River System and for the most of the Mystic System seins oe 
below Winchester, regulators and overflows (to 
some convenient water course) are permissible, yet 
the only possible overflow to the Winchester System 
or Metropolitan trunk line in Winchester would be 
into the water supply of the City of Boston which, 
of course, would not be permitted. 

This menace to the public health demands that 
the sewer be generous, instead of pinched in size. 

12. We are informed that in cities adopting the 
separate system of sewerage it is only by the most 
rigid supervision and control that roof water and 
other drainage can be fully excluded, and that in 
certain communities overloading of the sewers has 
occurred from such intrusions; we do not under- 
stand that your commission has the power to exer- 
cise sapervision over these matters; situated as 
Winchester is, at the bottom of the hill, so to speak, 
we fear grave danger due surplus water entering 
from Woburn and Stoneham, if the trunk sewer be 
too small. 

If the trunk sewer is not large enough to carry all 
that may be delivered to it and no relief overflows 
can, for the reason just stated, exist, until a point

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about two miles below the town Is reached, the cellars: 
on our low lands may be flooded, and for all damages 
thus ensuing we would submit that the Metropoli- 
tan Sewerage Commission or the State through it, 
must beheld liable. 

13. The Winchester Water Supply is a gravity 
system and of an abundant quantity, now costing no. 
more whether 50 or 150 gallons per inhabitant per 
day is used. Thus, notwithstanding the large draft. 
by the tanneries and by several water motors, there 
is hardly a water meter installed, and so far as we can 
learn no general use of self-closing faucets, no close 
inspection and almost no restrictions whatever 
against the free use and even waste of water, all of 
which goes to show that the design for a sewerage 
system should be correspondingly ample. 

We would submit that since the original estimates, 
eround-water has come to be recognized as a more 
serious factor in determining the size of such sewers, 


that the upper portion of this Mystic Valley Sewer

is specially liable to receive an excess of ground- 
water, and that the Board has no sufficient safeguard 
against an excess of ground-water entering the 
sewers of Stoneham and Woburn, all of which are 
just grounds for making sewer generous, rather than 
menace the health of Winchester by a possibility of 
flooding its cellars. 

We would submit that all the foregoing shows con- 
clusively, Ist., that the estimate of 30 cubic feet per 
inhabitant per day, while perhaps safe as an annual

for the maximum of the fluctuating delivery, as, 
for instance, Monday torenoons, when laundries 
and tanneries are delivering their excess, and 
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2, that even by the above inadequate (as we be- 
lieve) basis for estimates, the old Mystic Valley 
Sewer is too small for safe and prudent use. 

1. Concerning the elevation of the present sewer, 
we believe that a brief inspection on the premises 
will convince the commission that the sewer is at too 
high an elevation to properly sewer certain large 
districts in Winchester, and that a proper trunk 
sewer, designed at the present day with the needs of 
Winchester in view, would be placed down at the 
natural drainage level of the valley and for a con- 
siderable distance, four feet or more lower than the 
old: Mystic Valley Sewer. 

2. To utilize certain large tracks of land in Win- 
chester, it is fair to expect that the elevations of the 
lowest cellars will, as heretofore, be permitted to be 
constructed at or near the elevation of the ground- 
water and, in order to properly sewer plumbing 
fixtures (such as laundry trays, sinks and water 
closets), the crown of the sewer should be not 
higher than about said water level. 

It is found upon investigation that for the most 
part near the centre of the town, south of the depot, 
the elevation of the water in the river is at about 17. 
Some cellars are at about 16. 

The invert or hottom of the sewer is at about 20. 

There are many houses near the centre of the 
town where the elevation of the cellars is below the 
bottom of the sewer, and the surface of the ground 
itself about several of these houses is lower than the 
bottom of the sewer. 

3. It is estimated that, if the present sewer is to 
be retained, there will be from 20 to 30 and possibly

4. One locality, in particular, which is now built 
upon and which above all other portions of the town 
needs a sewer, but which cannot be served by the

present condition a menace to the public health. 
This locality is directly adjacent to the trunk sewer, 
yet the bottom of the sewer, as now constructed, is 
higher than the surface of the ground upon which 
these buildings stand. 

We would also call attention of the Commissioners 
to a very large livery stable now draining into Bos- 
ton’s water supply, and which cannot be conveniently 
or properly served by said Mystic Valley Sewer. 

5. In connection with this question of elevation, 
we would respectfully call the attention of the Com- 
“mission to the difficulties found in requiring the 
Waldmeyer tannery, which similarly stood on low 
ground, to enter the Mystic Valley Sewer, and to the

so designed as to admit of such inspection and Daher pee be 
cleaning as is at the present state of engineering art poorest 
considered proper. 
In place of the sewer being built straight between 
manholes, it is in many places upon a curve (re- 
versed curves in some places). Such curves in a 
sewer of these dimensions is not to-day considered 
the best engineering practice, as in case of a stop- 
page a sewer of this size is too small to enter, and 
not being straight, an inspection to locate the stop- 
page or devise the best remedy cannot readily be 
made. 


2. The present sewer is for the most part of 
single brick inthickness. Into it few, ifany, «‘ slants” 
for connections were originally built, and thus single brick 
numerous entrances have been cut at various points al 
and at various times by divers masons, without 
proper supervision, and roughness and obstruction 
and reduced capacity is liable to result. 


It would appear that a trunk sewer of the import- 
ance of this sewer, if used as now proposed and 
liable to be gorged, should be eight (8) inch work, 
or at least four (4) inch work, reinforced by con- 
crete or otherwise. 

It is believed that a more favorable location for More favorable 
an important portion of the. trunk sewer could be 
found than the present, giving greater accessibility. 

As to the legal complications, we have not had Legal complica 
opportunity to canvass this matter fully, and will 
therefore only suggest : — 
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1. By whom must cost of pumping from low- 
lying districts be borne? 

2. We understand that many written and verbal 
permits have heen given by the City of Boston to 
owners of buildings near the centre of Winchester 
for entering the present sewer, and many parties 
have, at a considerable expense, been compelled to 
enter. What rights and privileges will these par- 
ties have as against such system of town sewers as 
Winchester may construct? 


To all the foregoing we would respectfully ask your earnest 
consideration and your answer, that we may transmit it to 
the citizens of Winchester.

Since the above meeting with the Metropolitan Sewerage 
Commission, many meetings between members of town com- 
mittee and the Chief Engineer of the Metropolitan Sewerage 
Commission have been held, and many of the details of our 
requests considered. Early in our considerations it became 
evident that in order to thoroughly study the matter a certain 
amount of ** engineering” (such as ascertaining the elevations 
of many low districts situated at a distance from the line of 
the trunk sewer) was of the utmost importance. At a special 
town meeting an appropriation of $600 for the above purpose 
was granted this committee. 

As being directly upon the results obtained by this Com- 
mittee, we herewith submit copies of two letters, addressed by 
this Committee to the Board of Metropolitan Sewerage Com- 
mission, and the answers received from said Board.

Metropolitan Sewerage Commissioners, 


Gentlemen : — 


The town of Winchester are about to hold their Annual 
Town Meeting, and the committee appointed “to investigate 
the proposed use of the Mystic Valley Sewer,” etc., are asked 
to make their report. You will remember that on June 25, 
1892, this committee had a hearing before your Board, and at 
that time presented a written statement of alleged facts ‘and a 
request for an answer thereto, that we might transmit the same 
to the citizens of Winchester. 

Since that hearing members of this committee have had 
frequent personal interviews with Mr. Carson, your . chief 
engineer, who has stated that your Board was considering 
several methods of relief, by constructing a new sewer to 
replace, or to supplement the old Mystic Valley Sewer; but as 
yet feel that we cannot report to the town that any definite plan 
has been decided upon. 

It would be of much interest and ase to the citizens, and 
assist this Committee in the completion of the plan for our 
local sewerage system, if your Board would favor us with a 
reply to our request of June 25, and, so far as determined 
upon, favor us with the dimensions and elevations of the new 
-sewer within the limits of the town of Winchester.

The sewer which our Board has decided to build in Win- 
chester, to act as a supplement to the Boston Mystic Valley 
Sewer, is expected to receive the sewage from Stoneham, from 
the northeasterly part of Woburn, from East Woburn, and 
from nearly the whole of Winchester. It was thought that 
the Boston Mystic Valley Sewer would receive the sewage 
from Woburn centre, from Cummingsville, and from a small 
district in Winchester, near Pond street, that might enter the 
Cummingsville sewer more conveniently than the new sewer. 

The elevations given in my letter of the 21st inst. ure the 
approximate elevations of the invert of the new sewer. The 
word ‘* branch” indicates that there may perhaps be acon- 
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nection with the Winchester sewers. The invert of the branch 
would be higher than the invert of the new sewer.

From the above correspondence it will be seen that the new 
sewer isto be used principally by Winchester and Stoneham, — 
the old Mystic valley sewer being retained for Woburn. 

The elevation of the new sewer is to be much lower than 
the old one, for while the invert of the old seweris constructed 
about six (6) feet below the surface of the ground between 
Bacon and Lake streets, the invert of the new sewer will be 
built about twelve (12) feet below the surface at those points. 

We would advise that a committee be appointed to complete 
the investigation for the town, and to represent the town in 
matters liable to arise in consequence of the building of the 
Metropolitan Sewer through the town. In September, Mr. Free- 
man, feeling that he had not the time at his disposal to further 
serve on this committee, resigned, since which time the invest- 
igations, etc., have been continued by the other members of 
the committee.

REPORT 


OF 


COMMITTEE ON-ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 


WINCHESTER, March 1, 1893. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Winchester :— 


The Committee to whom was referred the matter of the advisabil- 
‘ity of establishing an Electric Light Plant, as provided in Chapter 370, 
of the Acts of 1891, would respectfully report as follows : — 


Your Committee have considered the question committed to them, 
have visited several existing plants, and have corresponded with the 
authorities of other towns who were either considering the question. 
had arrived at any conclusion, or had established any kind of electric 
lighting, towns which from location, size of plant, amount of service 
rendered, number of inhabitants accommodated, or area lighted, gave 
any similarity upon which to base a comparison. 


In connection with the above matter, your Committee are especially 
indebted to Mr. Lynch, of Danvers, and Mr. Hersey, of Hingham, for 
courtesies shown and much valuable information given them. 


At the outset it was found that many towns and cities had already 
taken action in accordance with the Act of 1891, but that few had 
made sufficient progress to be able to present definite facts and fig- 
ures as a basis for your Committee to decide the question upon the 
experience of others. 


The town of Peabody has a plant which has been in operation 
since October, 1892, and it is the opinion of the Committee in charge 
“that there is no question about the advantage of municipal lighting.” 


The town of Braintree has established a plant which has been in 
successful operation since October 15, 1892. At present only street 
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lighting is furnished, but on January 11, 1893, at a very largely attended 
town meeting, the town voted to increase its plant both for domestic 
and commercial purposes, the vote being carried 223 in favor to 27 
against, and $16,650 was appropriated at that meeting. 


The cities of Woburn, Brockton, Chicopee, Malden, and Spring- 
field have all voted to accept the Act.’ 


The towns of Stoughton, North Attleboro, Wakefield, Needham, 
Melrose, Wellesley, Marblehead, Framingham, Hingham, Plymouth, 
and East Bridgewater, have all voted to accept the Act, and have 
appointed committees to report on the same. 


The town of Danvers has a plant, for its street lighting only, 
which has been in successful operation since 1889. 


It is evident from the information obtained that the subject re- 
solves itself into the consideration of two principal questions. 


First. The advisability of a town establishing a plant and oper- 
ating it, going into business as it were, and assuming the responsi- 
bilities which this necessitates. 


Second. A simple question of expense: whether by so doing a 
town can obtain lights at a less cost than the same can be furnished 
by a private company. 


The first question has been under discussion by municipalities and 
the Legislature for several years. ‘The arguments against such action 
seems to be principally advanced by gas companies and corporations, 
which naturally object to any competition on the part of towns, claim- 
ing that the laws of Massachusetts have been framed to invite, and 
have thus encouraged the investment of private capital in this business, 
and for that reason should not be disturbed. ‘The great risks which 
towns should avoid are held up and magnified; accidents, litigation, 
the question of great improvement in the manufacture of light, and 
the radical and expensive changes such improvements would necessi- 
tate are dilated upon, but the same risks and expenses would of 
necessity be assumed by private corporations, and it is to be presumed 
that consumers would be required to pay for the improvements, and if’ 
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it were profitable for private companies to assume these risks, or make 
the changes required by modern inventions, it is difficult to see why 
it would be less so for towns. 


In face of all these arguments and all the influence which corpora- 
tions were able to bring to prevent legislation, the Legislature of 1891 
passed a law entitled ‘“‘ An Act to enable cities and towns to manufac- 
ture and distribute gas and electricity.” 


It would seem by this that there is at least another side to the case, 
and that a majority of the Legislature decided that municipalities 
should have the right to furnish lght. 


Your Committee believe necessities that are of such public use, as 
light, water, sewerage, roads, etc., should be controlled by municipali- 
ties for the good of the greatest number. It is evident that such 
questions are public questions, and although in the past private compa- 
nies have furnished these necessities, if this town can furnish the same 
service at less cost, it is its duty to undertake it, for the advantage of 
its citizens to induce others to locate here, to help the growth of 
the town. 


The furnishing of light by a private company is generally a monop- 
oly, and it does not seem desirable for a town to be in the hands of a 
company, who, without competition, can practically charge what it 
likes for service rendered. As to the question of private capital 
being invested, the Act passed provides for the purchase of all exist- 
ing plants that may be located in any town, and has thus protected 
private interests. 


If, then, it is advisable for towns to undertake the manufacture of 
light for public and domestic uses, it brings us to the consideration of 
the second question: Whether this town can establish an electric 
plant and manufacture light at a less cost to its citizens than a private 
corporation. 


A town has no difficulty in securing money on its bonds at 4 per 
cent. interest. 
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Private companies are rarely content to accept a dividend of less 
than 6 per cent. on a capital stock frequently much larger than the 
amount actually invested. 


The town of Danvers, in 1890, furnished lights running until mid- 
night, at a cost, for 1200-candle power arc lights, of $45.59 per light. 
In 1891, the cost of running until 1 a. M. was $51.75 for arcs. 


Many towns and cities in the West have been able to furnish their 
light at a cost varying from $25 to $47.50 per light, for 2000-candle 
power, for the same number of hours as furnished Winchester. 


The report of the manager of the plant at Jamestown, N. Y., No- 
vember, 1891, where lights burn a// night and every night, shows the 
cost to have been $57.94 per light per year. 


The town of Braintree furnishes an illustration of the cost of man- 
ufacture of electric light that is easily verified by all. This town 
opened its plant October 15, 1892, and as nearly as can be ascer- 
tained at this time, the cost of operating for three months has been at 
arate of about $55 per year for its arc lights, burning about 7 hours 
each night. 

Braintree has a plant which has given universal satisfaction, and the 
town has already voted to furnish commercial lighting, and appropri- 
ated money for additions to its plant. 


If, then, it is possible for others to operate a plant at a less cost 
than they have been obliged to pay a private company, it would seem 
that Winchester, with a proper plant, might do the same. 


At the present time the Woburn Electric Light Company furnish 
the light for Winchester, both for street and public buildings, and also 
for citizens of the town. 


The town is now paying for its street lighting alone $3,600, being 
$90 per year for arc and $15 for 16-candle power incandescent 
lights. ‘There is also annually paid about $1,000 for lights used by the 
town in its buildings, making a total of $4,600. 


Your Committee are satisfied that a small plant to do oly the work 
of the town could be put in, and money saved, but would not recom- 
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mend that this be done, but feel that a larger plant be installed, in 
order that the town might be enabled to furnish its citizens with lght 
at a price to be within the reach of all. 


It is believed that the income to be derived from the sale of lights 
to the citizens will be a constantly increasing one, with the result of 
constantly reducing the cost of the street lighting to the town. It is 
evident that there will, in the future, be a constantly increasing demand 
on the part of our citizens for more street lights, and with the devel- 
opment of tracts of land in the different portions of the town it must 
be met, and your Committee are of the opinion that if the town con- 
trols the plant, the citizens will take an interest in the matter and the 
number of private takers will be largely increased. 


It is believed that within a few years the town will be able to reduce 
the cost very materially of lighting the streets, and be able to furnish 
light to the citizens for domestic use for much less than what they are 
now paying. 


This opinion is based on the fact that within the last year many new 
houses have been built, and the prospect is that in the next few years 
building will be very brisk, and that all these new houses will be wired 
for and use electric light. Your Committee have looked into the mat- 
ter pretty thoroughly, and feel that the town should own a plant with a 
capacity for 50 arc lights, 1,200-candle power, and 1,000 incandescent 
lights of 16-candle power. 


Your Committee have not felt that it was authorized to go to the 
expense of having elaborate plans and specifications drawn up, but 
did have an electrical engineer go over the town and make an esti- 
mate of the cost of a new street plant and the value of the present 
plant. 


Your Committee then obtained from the Thomson-Houston Elec- 
tric Company, The Westinghouse Electric Company, the Massachusetts 
Electrical Engineering Company, and the National Electric Company 
estimates as to the probable cost of such a plant as the Committee 
thought best adapted for the use of the town. . 


Each company has, of course, its own special machinery and dyna- 
mos, and its own method of installation, and while it was not possible 
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to arrive at definite contract prices, it was shown to the Committee 
that such a plant as was desired, complete in all its details and of first- 
class materials, could be erected in Winchester for the sum of $48,000, 
which will include the site. In this estimate is included a complete 
station, built of brick and iron, with slate roof, engines and boilers, a 
50 arc dynamo of 1,200-candle power, a 1,000 incandescent light dyn- 
amo of 16-candle power, switch board, all piping, connections made 
with the street system of lines, and includes also the entire outside, or 
street wiring. ‘The station will be built large enough to add another 
incandescent dynamo, engine, and boiler, so that in case of an increase 
of lighting capacity there would be no delay in making the addition. 


Everything in the estimates is to be first class in every way, as your 
Committee feel that a plant to be owned by the town should be of the 
very best character and materials. 


Your Committee, taking the experience of other towns and private 
companies, would estimate the annual cost of operating the above plant 
as follows : — 


Interest, at 4 per cent., on $48,000, $1,920.00 
Depreciation, at 5 per cent., on $40,000, 2,000.00 
Clerk, 500.00 
Engineer, 1,200.00 
Assistant Engineer, 600.00 
Fireman, 480.00 
Lineman, 480.00 
Fuel, 1,500.00 
Carbons, waste, etc., 300.00 

Total, $8,980.00 


It is thought that this estimate would run the plant to its full capac- 
ity — 950 arcs and 1,000 incandescent. 


As to receipts, the Committee would take as a basis the amount paid 
last year by the town for its lighting, both for streets and public build- 
ings, namely, $4,700; and, as near as your Committee can determine, 
the amount paid for private lighting at present is $4,500, thus mak- 
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ing the total receipts $9,200, and this amount for about one half of 
the capacity of the proposed plant, thus leaving a surplus of about 25 
arc lights and 500 incandescent lights, the income from the sale of 
which will materially reduce the cost, both to the town and to individual 
takers. 


Your Committee believe the question of electric lighting is one of 
great importance, and that, by the establishment of a town plant, the 
absolute cost to the consumer will be continually reduced, until the 
electric light will be within the means of all. 


If the town should go on as at present, purchasing its light of a 
private company, it will be at a continued increase in expense, on 
account of constant demand for more lights, and the longer the 
question of establishing a municipal plant is put off, the greater the 
cost to the town. | 


It is, therefore, the unanimous opinion of your Committee, that z¢ zs 
advisable for the town to establish an electric light plant, and it is also 
advised that proper action be taken at this, the annual meeting, to 
accept the provisions of the Act, and that, as soon as the law will permit, 
a second town meeting be called to complete the acceptance of the 
Act as required by the statute, and at the second meeting that arrange- 
ments should be made for the installation of a first-class electric light- 
ing plant for the town of Winchester. 


In order to lessen the duties devolving upon a board of selectmen 
from the acceptance of the present electric lighting Act, and after con- 
sulting with the present board, it was deemed advisable to petition the 
Legislature to amend Section 8, Chapter 370, of the Act of 1891, entitled 
“An Act to enable cities and towns to manufacture and distribute gas 
and electricity,’’ by adding at the end of said section the following : — 


“Provided, however, that in case any town voting to exercise the 
authority vested in it by Section 1 of this Act, it may, at a town meet- 
ing called for that purpose, choose a Board of Commissioners from its 
citizens, to consist of three members, one to be chosen for one year, 
one for two years, and one for three years, and thereafter one annually 
for a term of three years, who shall have full powers to obtain, by 
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purchase or otherwise, a gas or electric light plant, or both, for said 
town. Said Board of Commissioners to exercise all the powers and 
be subject to all the duties granted and imposed by this Act upon the 
selectmen, and who may in the appointment of the officer authorized 
by this section, reserve to themselves, and exercise any of the powers 
or duties conferred upon such officer by this section.” 


Your Committee appeared before the proper legislative committee, 
presented the amendment, and feel confident that it will be enacted.

The Act passed by the Legislature of 1891 is as follows :— 
[Cuap. 370. ] 


AN ACT TO ENABLE CITIES AND TOWNS TO MANUFACTURE AND DIS- 
TRIBUTE GAS AND ELECTRICITY. 


Be tt enacted, etc., as follows : — 


SEcTION 1. Any city or town may, under the limitations of this 
Act, construct, purchase, lease or establish, and maintain within its 
limits one or more plants for the manufacture or distribution of gas 
or electricity for furnishing hght for municipal use, and for the use 
of such of its inhabitants as may require and pay for the same as here- 
in provided. Such plants may include suitable land, structures, ease- 
ments, water privileges, stations, gasometers, boilers, engines, dyna- 
mos, tools, machinery, pipes, conduits, poles, conductors, burners, 
lamps, and other apparatus and appliances for making, generating, 
distributing and using gas or electricity for lighting purposes. 


SECTION 2. No city shall exercise the authority conferred in _sec- 
tion 1 until a vote that it is expedient to exercise such authority shall have 
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passed each branch of its city council by a two-thirds vote and_ re- 
ceived the approval of the mayor in each of two consecutive munic- 
ipal years, and thereafter have been ratified by a majority of the voters 
present and voting thereon at an annual municipal election. When 
such a vote has failed to secure such ratification no similar vote 
shall be submitted for ratification until after the expiration of five 
years thereafter. 


SECTION 8. No town shall exercise the authority conferred in sec- 
tion 1 until after a vote that it is expedient to exercise such au- 
thority shall have been passed by a vote of not less than two-thirds of the 
voters present and voting at each of two legal town meetings duly 
called for the purpose, of which meetings the second shall be held at 
an interval of not less than two, nor more than thirteen months after 
the first. At such meetings such vote shall be taken by written or 
printed ballot and by the use of the check list. When such a vote has 
failed of passage, as hereinbefore provided, at the second of said 
meetings, no similar vote shall be passed until after the expiration of 
two years thereafter. 


SECTION 4. Any city or town establishing or purchasing a plant 
within its limits, as provided in this Act, or reconstructing, extending 
or enlarging the same, as provided in section 5, may pay for the 
same by the issue of bonds, payable in a term not exceeding thirty 
years, and bearing interest ata rate not exceeding five per cent., 
which shall not be disposed of for less than par and accrued interest, 
and the indebtedness thereby created shall not be included in the 
limit of indebtedness of such city or town provided by law; but such 
bonds shall not be issued until a vote authorizing the same has been 
passed by the vote required by section 7 of chapter 29 of the 
Public Statutes, and the whole amount of bonds so issued by a 
city or town, and outstanding, shall not exceed at their par value the 
amount of five per cent. of the total valuation of estates therein in 
the case of a town, or two and one half per cent. of such valuation in 
the case of a city, according to the last preceding State valuation. 
The interest on such bonds and a sinking fund to meet the same at 
maturity shall be provided for as required by section 9 of said 
chapter 29. No indebtedness shall be incurred by any city 
or town in connection with such plant except as aforesaid, and 
excepting furthur that money may be borrowed under the provisions of 
section 6 of said chapter 29 as amended, to pay the operating ex- 
penses thereof. All receipts from the sale of gas or electricity shall 
be paid over to the treasurer of such city or town. The gross ex- 
penses of running such plant and conducting such business of sup- 
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plying gas or electric light, including interest on such bonds and re- 
quirements of the sinking fund as aforesaid, shall be included in the 
appropriations made annually or from time to time by such city or 
town, and shall be paid out of the treasury thereof. | 


SEcTION 5. Any city or town owning a plant for the manufacture 
or distribution of gas or electricity may reconstruct, extend or enlarge 
the same, but no such reconstruction, extension or enlargement, be- 
yond the necessary and ordinary maintenance, repair and replacement 
thereof, except such increased appliances for the distribution of gas 
and electricity as may be necessary to furnish the same to new takers, 
shall be undertaken or made except by the vote provided by section 
4 in case of the issue of bonds. 


SECTION 6. Any city or town obtaining a plant may provide by 
ordinance, if a city, or by by-laws if a town, for the equitable assessment 
upon the owner or occupant of any premises of any part or the whole 
of the cost of laying and maintaining upon such premises, pipes, con- 
duits, conductors or other appliances for the distribution of gas or 
electricity to the occupants thereof. Payment of such assessments 
shall not be obligatory, but shall be made a condition precedent to the 
supply of gas or electricity to the occupants of such premises, and 
may be exacted before providing any such appliances for such dis- 
tribution. 


SECTION 7. Any city or town having obtained a plant for the 
purpose, as provided in this Act, may manufacture, generate, and 
distribute gas or electricity for furnishing light for municipal use or 
for the use of its inhabitants, under such regulations as it may 
establish. No city or town shall be compelled to furnish gas or 
electricity to any person or corporation except upon order of the 
gas and electric light commissioners and after payment of any 
assessment provided for in section 6. Any person or corporation 
aggrieved by the refusal of any city or town supplying gas or electricity 
under the authority of this Act to furnish the same may appeal to such 
commissioners, setting forth in such appeal what is required of the 
city or town, in such detail as the commissioners may require. 


SecTION 8. Whenever any city or town shall obtain a plant as 
provided in ‘section 1, the operation, control, management, and 
repair thereof, the manufacture, generation, and distribution of gas 
and electricity thereby, including the purchase of supplies, the 
hiring and discharge of employees, and all business relating to such 
manufacture, generation, and distribution, to the methods, amounts, 
times, prices, and quality of the supply to each person and corpora- 
tion, the collection of bills, the keeping of accounts, and custody of 
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moneys received for gas or electricity or otherwise, and the payment 
of bills incurred in said business, shall be entrusted, subject to any 
ordinances established by the city council in a city, or the by-laws or 
regulations established in a town, to one officer, who shall be 
appointed, and may be removed, by the mayor in a city, and by the 
selectmen in a town. Such officer shall be known as manager of gas, 
manager of electric light, or manager of gas and electric light, 
according as a plant for one or both may be under his charge. In 
Cities, the compensation of such officer shall be annually fixed by 
the city council, and in towns by tue selectmen. Before entering 
upon the duties of his office he shall give bond to the city or town 
for the faithful performance of his duties in such sum and form and 
with such sureties as the mayor or selectmen shall approve. He 
shall, at the end of each municipal year, render to the mayor or 
selectmen such detailed statement of his doings and of the business 
and financial matters in his charge as the gas and electric light com- 
missioners may prescribe. He shall also, at any time, when required 
by the mayor or selectmen, make to him or them a statement of his 
doings, business, receipts, disbursements, balances, and of the indebt- 
edness of the city or town in his department, in the detail required ; 
and he shall pay over to the treasurer of the city or town all receipts 
collected. 


SEcTION 9. The books and accounts pertaining to the business 
authorized by this Act shall be kept in a form to be prescribed by 
the board of gas and electric light commissioners, and the accounts 
shall be closed on the thirtieth day of June in each year, so that a 
balance sheet of that date can be taken therefrom, and included in 
the return to said board, which return shall be for the year encling 
the thirtieth day of June. ‘The mayor or selectmen and manager 
shall annually, on or before the second Wednesday of September in 
each year, make a return to said board in a form prescribed by it, 
setting forth the financial condition of said business, the amount of 
indebtedness authorized or existing on account thereof, a statement 
of income and expenses in such detail as the board may require, 
with a list of salaried officers employed in said business and the 
amount of salary paid to each. Said return shall be signed and sworn 
to by the mayor or a majority. of the selectmen, and in both cities 
and towns by the manager. ‘The mayor of a city or the selectmen 
of a town may direct, in addition, any additional returns to be made 
at such time and in such detail as they may order. The mayor or 
selectmen and manager shall also at all times, on request, submit said 
books and accounts for the inspection of said board, and furnish any 
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statement or information required by the board concerning the con- 
dition, management, and operation of said business. 


SecTION 10. The price to be charged for gas or electricity to 
persons and corporations shall be fixed, and shall not be changed 
oftener than once in three. months. Any change shall take effect 
on the first day of a month, and the new price adopted shall, before 
the change shall take effect, be advertised in some newspaper pub- 
lished in the city or town where the plant is, if any is published 
therein. Such price shall not, except with the written consent of 
the gas and electric light commissioners, be fixed at less than cost, 
in which shall be included, in addition to all operating expenses, 
interest on the net investment in plant made by the city or town, 
less assessments collected under section 6, at the rate paid upon 
the bonds above provided for, together with the requirements of the 
sinking fund established to meet such bonds, and also depreciation 
of the plant, to be reckoned at not less than five per cent. per annum 
of its cost, and losses; but any losses exceeding three per cent. of 
the investment in plant may be charged in different years at not 
more than such three per cent. per annum. Such price shall not be 
greater than shall allow above such cost a profit of eight per cent. 
per annum to the city or town upon its net investment. In fixing 
such cost to establish the price to be charged to persons and corpora- 
tions, the gas and electricity used by the city or town shall be charged 
to it at cost. A sufficient deposit to secure the payment for gas or 
electricity for three months may be required in advance from any 
taker, and the supply may be shut off from any premises until all 
arrearages for gas or electricity furnished thereon, to whomsoever 
furnished, shall be paid. After three months’ default in the payment 
of such arrearages, all appliances for distribution belonging to the city 
or town on such premises may be removed, and after such removal, 
shall not be restored except on payment of all such arrearages, and a 
sufficient sum to cover all expenses caused by removal and restoration, 


SecTion 11. Any city operating a plant under this Act, may pass 
ordinances, and any town operating a plant under this Act, may, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Superior Court, adopt by-laws imposing 
penalties not exceeding fifty dollars, to protect its plant, control its 
use, prevent accidents from gas or electricity, supplies by such city 
or town, and govern consumers in their use thereof. 


SecTION 12. When any city or towh shall decide as hereinbefore 
provided to establish a plant, and any person, firm or corporation 
shall at the time of the first. vote required for such decision be 
engaged in the business of making, generating or distributing gas

or electricity for sale for lighting purposes in such city or town, such 
city or town shall, if such person, firm or corporation shall elect to 
sell and shall comply with the provisions of this Act, purchase of 
such person, firm or corporation before establishing a public plant, 
such portion of his, their, or its gas or electric plant and property 
suitable and used for such business in connection therewith as lies. 
within the limits of such city or town. If in such city or town a 
single corporation owns or operates both a gas plant and an electric 
plant, such purchase shall include both of such plants, but other- 
wise such city or town shall only be obliged to purchase the existing 
gas plant or plants, is it has voted only to establish a gas plant, and 
shall only be obliged to purchase the existing electric plant or plants 
if it has only voted to establish an electric plant. Ifthe main gas 
works, in the case of a gas plant, or the central lighting station, in 
the case of an electric light plant, lie within the limits of the city 
or town which has voted to establish a plant as aforesaid, such city 
or town shall purchase as herein provided the whole of such plant 
and property used in connection therewith, lying within its limits, 
and the price to be paid therefor shall be its fair market value for 
the purpose of its use, no portion of such plant to be estimated, 
however, at less than its fair market value for any other purpose, 
including as an element of value, the earning capacity of such plant 
based upon the actual earning being derived from such use at the 
time of the final vote of such city or towa to establish a plant, and 
also any locations or similar rights acquired from private persons in 
connection therewith, plus, the damages suffered by the severance 
of any portion of such plant lying outside the limits of such city 
or town, and minus the amount of any mortgage or other encum- 
brance or lien to which the plant so purchased, or any part thereof, 
may be subject at the time of transfer of title; but such city or town 
may require that such plant and property be transferred to it free 
and clear from any mortgage or lien, unless the commissioners 
appointed under the provisions of section 13 of this Act shall 
otherwise determine. Such value shall be estimated without en- 
hancement on account of future earning capacity, or good will, or 
of exclusive privileges derived from rights in the public streets. 
When any capital has been paid in, in property instead of in cash, 
the valuation placed upon such property in estimating it as paid in 
capital shall not be conclusive in estimating its value under the 
foregoing provisions, but may be disputed by a city or town, and if 
shown to have been excessive may be reduced by the authority fixing 
the price of the plant and property as hereinafter provided. If the 
main gas works or central lighting station of such a plant do not lie 
within the limits of the city or town which has voted as aforesaid, 
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then such city or town shall only purchase that portion of such plant 
and property which lies within its limits, paying therefor upon the 
basis of value above established, but without allowance of damages 
on account of severance of plant. No city: or town shall be obli- 
gated by this section to buy any apparatus or appliance covered by 
Letters Patent of the United States or embodying a patentable in- 
vention unless a complete right to use the same and all other 
apparatus or appliances necessary for such use within the limits of 
such city or town to such an extent as such city or town shall reason- 
ably require such right, shall be assigned or granted to such city or 
town at a cost as low as the cost of such right would be to the 
person, firm or corporation whose plant it purchased. 


Secrion 13. Any person, firm or corporation desiring to enforce 
‘the obligation of any city or town under section 12 to purchase 
any property shall file with the clerk of such city or town, within 
thirty days after the passage of the final vote whereby such city or 
town shall have decided to establish a,.plant, a detailed schedule 
describing such property and stating the terms of sale proposed. If 
the parties fail to agree as to what shall be sold, or what the terms 
of sale and, delivery in accordance with the provisions of this Act 
shali be, either party may within sixty days after the filing of the 
schedule apply by petition to the supreme judicial court, or any 
justice thereof, setting forth the facts and praying an adjudication 
between the parties, and thereafter such court of justice shall, after 
giving both parties an opportunity to be heard, appoint a special 
commissioner or commissioners, who shall give the parties an oppor- 
tunity to be heard, and shall thereafter adjudicate what property, 
real or personal, including rights and easements, shall be sold by 
the one and purchased by the other, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this Act, and what the price, time and other conditions of 
the sale and delivery thereof shall be. Such commissioner or com- 
missioners shall file his or their award in the supreme judicial court 
_ for revision of confirmation by said court. 


SecTion 14. Any party aggrieved by the award of the commis- 
_ sioner or commissioners may within fourteen days after its filing, 
or within such longer time as the court may allow, tile objections 
thereto, and apply to the court for a hearing on such award 
relative to any matter of fact or law pertaining to the same, and 
thereupon the court shall order a trial to be had ‘before said court 
or a justice thereof, after due notice to all parties interested in the 
matter of said award, in the manner of hearings in equity. ‘The 
decree of the court upon said award shall be final and binding, and 
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said court shall have jurisdiction in’ equity to compel compliance 
therewith, and may also issue and enforce such interlocutory decrees 
and orders as justice may require. 


SECTION 15. Whenever the existing gas plant or electric plant 
of any person or corporation shall have been acquired by any city 
or town pursuant to the provisions of this act, the powers and rights 
of such person or corporation in relation to the manufacture and 
distribution of gas or electricity within the limits of such city or town 
shall, from and after the date of such acquirement, cease and de- 
termine. 


SECTION 16. Any city or town owning or operating a plant or 
plants for the manufacture or distribution of gas or electricity for 
furnishing light under this Act, shall be responsible for any injury 
or damage to person or property, happening or arising by reason 
of the maintenance or operation of the same, in the same manner 
and to the same extent as though the same were owned and operated 
by an individual or private corporation ; but nothing in this Act shall 
be construed to include damages to any existing gas or electric plant 
in a city or town by reason of the establishment of a competing line 
or plant under authority of this Act. 


Section 17. All general laws of the Commonwealth, and all 
ordinances or by-laws of any city or town availing itself of the pro- 
visions of this Act, relative to the manufacture, use, generation or 
distribution of gas or eléctricity, or the quality thereof, or plant 
or the appliance thereof, shall apply to such city or town, so far as 
the same may be applicable and not inconsistent with this Act, in the 
same manner as the same apply to persons and corporations engaged 
in making, generating or distributing gas or electricity therein. 


SECTION 18. Nothing herein shall be construed to take away, 
restrict or impair any rights of any city, town or other authority 
which may now exist to revoke locations of wires, poles, conduits 
or pipes in, over or under their streets or ways: provided, however, 
that no city or town having within its limits the main gas works, in 
the case of a gas plant, or the central lighting station, in the case of 
an electric plant, or the major portion of the wires, poles, conduits 
or pipes used in connection with any such works or plants, shall, 
except for a violation of the terms or conditions upon which the 
same were granted or fora violation of law respecting the exercise 
thereof, revoke any rights heretofore granted, or which may hereafter 
be granted, to any person or corporation engaged in the business of 
making, generating or distributing gas or electricity for sale for 
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lighting purposes, after the first passage by the city council, in the 
case of a city, of the vote provided for by section 2, or while such 
vote is pending in either branch thereof, or in the case of a town, 
after the passage of the first vote provided for in section 3, or 
after the calling of a town meeting at which the passage of such vote © 
is included in the warrant: provided, however, that in case in either 
a city or town the second vote provided for by this Act shall fail of 
passage or in a city shall fail to receive the approval of the mayor or 
the ratification of the voters in accordance with this Act, then such 
city or town may exercise all rights of revocation, if any, which it 
passed prior to the passage of such first vote until such first vote is 
again passed, or pending or included in the warrant as above pro- 
vided. And after the passage and ratification of both votes as pro- 
' vided in section 2, by a city, and after the passage of both votes as 
~ provided by section 8, by a town, no such city or town shall, 
except as hereinbefore provided, revoke any rights, locations or 
licenses granted to any such person or corporation. ‘The provisions. 
of this section shall apply, in the case of a city, whether such revo- 
cation shall be made by both branches of the city government or by 
either branch thereof. 


SECTION 19. This Act shall take effect upon its passage.

OF THE 


COMMITTEE ON APPROPRIATIONS. 


The selectmen appointed in, January a committee to consider 
all the town appropriations for the ensuing year, and to report 
thereon to the Town.

There is an unexpended balance of about $3,000 on the 
highways and bridges account: the amount on hand from last 
year’s water rates and from the unexpended balance of last 
year’s loans (being about $10,000). will enable the water de- 
partment to carry on its regular work and pipe extensions 
without any appropriation by taxation, and leaves the water 
receipts of the ensuing year available for interest account in 
full, and in part for the payment of the town debt. 


There is a balance unexpended on the poor account of some 


$2,000, and the Cents Committee has a small balance 
unexpended. 


The appropriations recommended for the Swanton street 
bridge, Washington street damages and Tax Titles, are for the 
purpose of closing up these accounts, the money having been 
paid in previous years without any specific appropriation. 
About $1,500 is needed on Washington street damages, but 
500 from the County will be available for this account. 
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The increase in the Board of Health appropriation is to en- 
able that board to better carry out its arrangements for the 
care of offal throughout the town. . The appropriation for the 
engine house is to take care of the amount expended in excess 
of appropriation of the previous year. It is expected and 
recommended that the town authorize the Selectmen and Fire 
Department to attend to the watering of the streets, using the 
fire department horses, and transferring from the highway 
account a proper sum, as in former years, and allowing the col- 
lections from abuttors to go to the credit of this department 
for this service, and the appropriation is based on the carrying 
out of this idea. 


There is a provision in the appropriation recommended for 
street lights for some slight extension of this service; the 
street light contract will expire July 1st, and it is hoped that 
better terms can be made for the balance of the year, espec- 
ially if the Town votes to invest in an electric plant. 


An increased appropriation is recommended in the police 
department, in order to secure the services of one additional 
night officer, which is recommended by the Chief of police, 
because of the proposed building of the Metropolitan Sewer 
through our town during the ensuing year; cities and towns 
through which this has already passed have had much diffi- 
culty with the laborers employed upon it, and we have no 
reason to suppose that our town will suffer less. The com- 
mittee are decidedly in favor of this additional police service. 


The appropriation for the Metropolitan Sewer Committee is 
to meet the expense incurred under vote passed last year ap- 
pointing this committee, there being no appropriation made at 
the time. 


The appropriation for park survey is to take care of ex- 
penses incurred in accordance with the vote of the town as to 
the laying out of the proposed park at the centre. 
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The estimated valuation of the town for the ensuing year, 
given us by the assessors, is $5,350,000, upon a conservative 
estimate. It is hoped that something will be added to this 
when the valuation is actually made, and it can then be 
reasonably hoped that our tax rate for the ensuing year, based 
upon the foregoing appropriations, will be about $15 on a 
thousand. The State Tax (including Sewer Sinking Fund 
assessment) and County Tax can only be estimated, and our 
tax rate will depend somewhat upon the size of these items, 
over which the town has no control.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON COMMON AND 
PUBLIC PLOTS. 


The detailed statement of the expenditures of your com- 
mittee is to be found in the Auditor’s report. The payment 
of bills left over from last year, and the small appropriation 
gave us no opportunity to enlarge our work, or make any new 
improvements, and the strip of land on Walnut street remains 
ina condition that is not a credit to that part of the town, 
this work could be done by the Highway Department at much 
less expense than your committee can do it, and if the town 
uses the material from Main street when it is widened the cost » 
will be trifling. 

The care of the Common and Plots was given to Thomas 
O’Laughlan, who did his work in a satisfactory manner to the 
committee; the extreme heat and scarcity of rain made it im- 
possible to keep the grass in good condition. Our limited 
appropriations did not allow of much display in the floral line, 
bat we think a small portion of money is well expended in 
that direction. The flag-staff was paintedin December; it 
needs further repairs at the base to prevent decay. 

Your committee recommend that money enough be appro- 
priated to keep some person employed the entire season in 
caring for the plots and trees in the public streets and doing 
any needed work in freeing the streets in the centre of the 
town from weeds. We also recommend that the sum of four 
hundred dollars be appropriated for the care of the Common 
and Public Plots.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON 
PLAYGROUND. 


At the last annualtown meeting it was voted: “That the matter of 
preserving, within the limits of the town, a suitable playground for 
the youths of Winchester be referred to a committee,” “with instruc- 
tions to examine into the subject, and report at a future meeting.” 


Your committee respectfully reports that it has given carefulthought 
to the subject of a playground, and has examined several sites, viz. :— 
a —A site on Cross street, near the Woburn line. 


b—A site near the corner of Swanton and Washington streets, be- 
ing land owned by Mr. Sanborn. 
c—A site adjoining Blank’s tannery. 


d—Sites in the bottom of the valley, near the railroad. 


Two things should be, if possible, secured. 


First —-A central location. 


Second —A tract large enough to supply a full sized ball field, and 
with room to spare for other sports, as tennis, or running track, and 
out-door gymnasium, etc. Bearing these two requisites in mind, it 
becomes evident that the last-named location is the best. 


Nothing could be more central, and there is ample room in any 
case, and especially in connection with the scheme for a park, which 
is already before the town. 


In view of these facts, yourcommittee recommends that appropriate 
action be taken by the town, to secure the consideration of a Town 
playground as a part of the park scheme. 
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Your committee recommends, further, that the selectmen beasked to 
set aside (provided there is lawful provision for such use), that part 
of the Howe estate that faces Washington street and running back 
from the street 100 feet or more, as a public park or enclosure, 
with seats under the trees, and possibly swings, and a sand corner for 
children. —

FORCE OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The department consists of three engineers, three perma-. 
nent drivers, ten hosemen, eight hook and ladder men, as a 
paid department; hose companies 2 and 4, consisting of ten 
men each, kindly acting as volunteers. | 

The drivers are also engineer, fireman of the steamer, 
and janitor of the house. 


APPARATUS. 


The apparatus needs some repairs, which can be paid for out: 
of the appropriation recommended. 


HORSES. 


The department now owns five horses, purchased this year, 


FIRE ALARM. 


The alarm is in good condition, there having been a great 
amount of work done this year. We found it necessary to 
purchase a new whistle, and to change and raise the wires in a 
number of places on account of new telephone poles having 
been put in. We have also added one new private box, at 
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Bacon’s Mill, also about one and one-half mile new wire. The. 
old whistle we had repaired and placed on Waldmeyer’s tannery, 
where it works well, being blown by hand. There should be 
a number of new boxes on the outskirts of the town, and we 
recommend that there be an appropriation for the same. 
We have had considerable trouble with the electric light wires 
the past year, causing a large expense to us for instruments 
burned out. We would recommend that there be some one 
appointed to see that all wires in town are properly strung. 


BUILDINGS. 


The centre building is in good condition, having been re- 
modelled this year. The outside hose-houses, if kept,should be 
repaired, at a probable cost of $200, although we make no 
estimate for this in our recommendation. 


We would recommend that this department water the streets 
the coming year within one-half mile of the centre, under the 
supervision of the Highway Department, and that the abuttors 
on streets watered be asked to subscribe the same as if the 
work was done by private parties, the money collected to be 
placed to the credit of this department. If this is done there 
should be a new watering cart purchased, and the old ones put 
in repair immediately.

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NEW CATALOGUES. 


The new printed catalogue fand its counterpart, the card 
catalogue, upon which the Trustees have during the past 
three years expended much thought and labor, have been com- 
pleted within the year, and have for some months been availa- 
ble to the patrons of the library. In fulness of detail and 
in excellency of arrangement, the printed catalogue is. equal, 
if not superior, to any catalogue of any town library that 
has come under the observation of the Trustees, and by its 
publication the usefulness of the library has been greatly in- 
creased. A careful examination of its contents will agreeably 
convince any one interested of the very excellent quality of 
the materials comprising the Winchester Town Library. The 
Town and the Trustees have cause to be gratified that the com- 
pilation of the catalogues fell into such good hands, and met 
with the careful and discriminating consideration that has been 
given them by Mrs. Hurd. 

As stated in our last report, the entire cost of printing and 
binding the printed catalogue had to be met from the current 
year’s appropriation. This exceptionally great expense, 
coupled with the necessity of meeting the “fixed charges” for 
the maintenance of the library, has debarred us from the 
purchase of new reading matter; has compelled an expendi- 
ture a trifle beyond the appropriation, and leaves us with some 
bills yet to be paid from the next annual appropriation. This 
expense may in part be returned from time to time by the sale 
of the catalo@ues, which are offered in cloth binding at the low 
price of one dollar eaeh. With the new catalogue in hand, the 
library may be made of the utmost usefulness to its patrons, and 
the Trustees would be glad to have a copy in the house of every 
family in town. a 


Notwithstanding the very small addition of new books, the

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interest in the library has been well maintained, and the issue 
of books the current year exceeded the previous year by about 
three thousand volumes. 

The Trustees recommend that the sum of $1,600 and the 
amount that shall be received from the dog licenses be appro- 
priated for the maintenance of the library the coming year.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ALTERATIONS OF 
ENGINE HOUSE AND PURCHASE OF HORSES. 


The committee appointed at a town meeting held in May, 
1892, to attend to the work of altering the Centre engine house 
and purchase of a two-horse hose wagon, harnesses and horses, 
make the following report : — 


The committee, after being delayed about three months on 
account of moving the stone crusher, put an addition on the 
north side of the building for the use of the ladder truck, put 
in five stalls, and purchased the wagon and horses. We found 
it necessary to strengthen the floor of the whole building, 
making an extra amount of labor. The Selectmen did not 
feel that the expense of moving the stone crusher should be 
met by them, so it falls on us. 


We also understood that we had twenty-five hundred dollars 
to do this work. Two thousand raised by a loan, and five 
hundred to be transferred from the fire department, which: 
could not be done, owing to some mistake. 


Moving the boiler connected with the stone crusher, made 
it necessary to put in a boiler, also the extra piping to heat 
the addition, making an extra expense, which accounts for the 
large deficiency.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF WINCHESTER, MASS. 


The Board has had the same membership and organization 
the past year as in the year previous. The term of Mr. 
Symmes expires at the next Annual Town Meeting. 

There has been no modification of the general policy of the 
Board regarding the administration of our schools. Expe- 
rience only confirms our belief in the benefit of the changes 
introduced a few years ago tending to a more economical and 
useful course of study; our movement is in harmony with 
the views of the ablest educators. While some additions are 
yet to be made to render our schools better, no retrograde 
movement will be taken. 


SCHOOL EXAMINATIONS. 


Educators have of late been giving attention to the fact 
that correct English composition and handsome penmanship 
are rarely found among the graduates of our leading institu- 
tions of learning and have been seeking for an explanation of 
this apparent phenomenon. A recent magazine article quotes 
the English translations from the Latin of twelve students 
who applied for admission to Harvard College, gives fac-similes 
of the handwriting of several, and shows the lamentable 
failure of their teaching in these respects of twelve of the

best preparatory schools. The conclusion drawn by the 
writer of the article is, that too much attention had been 
given to ‘‘cramming” these pupils so that the examinations 
could be passed and that their general education had been 
neglected. This shows the harmfulness of the old style of 
examinations which are fortunately coming to be out of date. 
It has been for some years the rule in our schools not to re- 
quire examinations for purposes of promotion and the results 
have been beneficial. If the teacher or superintendent desire 
written tests at any time it is proper and desirable to have 
them, but their purpose should be educational and their fre- 
quency should divest them of all the horrors of the old annual 
examinations. 


KINDERGARTENS. 


There is an increased recognition of the duty of the com- 
munity to educate those who are to be its future citizens and 
that this duty cannot be too early undertaken. Hence the 
~ introduction of the Kindergarten system, by which the children 
are taken in charge before arriving at the period of life com- 
monly regarded as the school age. The benefits to be derived 
from this system are at present mostly attainable only by the 
children of the well-to-do, while the greatest need is among 
those unable to pay for its benefits. Not only would the Kin- 
dergarten in connection with the general school system offer 
its benefit toa larger class, but it would itself derive and 
confer benefits by being in charge of the school authorities. 
That the Kindergarten is surely coming, this Board is 
thoroughly convinced, and if possible, it will be introduced 
into Winchester during the next school year. It will not be 
expensive and in the end will add to the efficiency of all our 
schools. We have a room at the new Rumford building which 
is admirably adapted for its location, and an investigation 
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recently made assures us that an ample number of pupils are 
ready to take udvantage of it. <A petition, signed by a large 
number of our citizens interested in education, has recently 
been presented to the Board, asking for the establishment. of 
~ such a Kindergarten. 


NEW SCHOOLHOUSE. 


The new Rumford Schoolhouse was occupied on January 
érd and is admirably adapted for the use of the school and it 
is hoped that the parents of the pupils will find an early 
opportunity to view its interior. The State Inspector pro- 
nounces this building and its appliances among the best in the 
State. 


HIGH SCHOOLHOUSE. 


It has been difficult at times to properly heat the High 
schoolhouse. The windows are quite hsose,and much incon- 
venience is caused by cold drafts coming in upon the pupils 
whose seats are near them. The present size of the upper 
Grammar grades indicates that there will be a substantial 
increase in numbers at this school in September of 1894, and 
the size of the classes will make the accommodations somewhat 
limited, especially in the laboratory work. Some addition to 
the building will have to be contrived, probably by putting 
the laboratories ‘outside of the present structure and utilizing 
all of the present building for class rooms. At the same time 
the heating, ventilating and sanitary arrangements must be 
thoroughly renovated and a larger boiler put in. The wings 
should be extended on both sides of the building. Probably 
$5,000 to $6,000 will have to be expended. 


SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


For the ensuing year no additions will be required to our 
school buildings, but the increasing numbers of our higher 
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Grammar grades will soon cause the need of an addition to 
the Wadleigh building or the substitution of a new and larger 
building. It is understood that it would be possible to utilize 
the present structure for the Fire Department, if the same © 
can be moved. If this is possible, it would be advisable for 
the town to build a new brick building on the present lot 
with six or eight rooms, supplied with proper arrangements 
for heating and ventilating by steam and with proper sanitary 
appliances. It will be poor economy to attempt to again 
rebuild the present structure if it can in any way be utilized 
for other town purposes, and a brick structure, while costing 
more at the outset will, in the matter of repairs, be more 
economical in the end. A committee appointed last spring 
has this subject under investigation and will probably report 
in season to properly undertake the work. 

The grades have been assigned since September as follows : 
Grades IX and VIIIto the Wadleigh; Grades VII to I in- 
clusive to Chapin, Gifford, Wyman (four rooms in each 
building) ; Grades V to I inclusive to Highland and Rumford 
(two rooms in each building) ; Grades VI to I inclusive to 
the Washington (one schoolroom). 

It may be necessary next September to assign some part 
of Grade VIII to the Gifford building and to assign Grades 
VII and VI to the new Rumford in order to relieve the in- 
creasing numbers at the Wyman and Gifford, and accommodate 
new residents between Swanton and Cross streets at the 
Westerly end of the present Chapin district. Possibly the 
Mystic may be reopened as a primary school. If the new in- 
dustrial enterprises which are reported as about to locate in 
the north part of the town are established, our school popu- 
lation will be increased and all the above moves will have to 
be made, and the enlargement of the Wadleigh will have to 
come also. 
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GIFFORD HEATING AND SANITARY APPLIANCES. 


A special committee reported to the town upon the heat- 
ing and sanitary arrangements at the Gifford, and the recom- 
mendations were adopted and this Board was instructed to 
carry out the same. $1,500 was appropriated, raised by loan, 
and after receiving bids the contract was awarded to S. C. 
Higeins of Cambridgeport, and the work was completed as 
speedily as possible, in spite of the fact that the vote of the 
town was taken as late as August 9th. Some inconvenience 
was caused at the beginning of the Fall term by this work, 
but the apparatus has given good satisfaction since its com- 
pletion. The controversy with the Magee Furnace Co., grow- 
ing out of its contract with the town, was after some months 
of negotiation, terminated by the withdrawal of all claims on 
both sides and the Company taking the old furnaces and pay- 
ing the town $75. It will be necessary for the town to 
provide for the payment of a balance of Mr. Higgins’ bill of 
about $750, which was kept back as a guaranty of the proper 
working of the apparatus, and is payable April 5th. 


SCHOOLROOM DECORATIONS. 


The Board has recently received an offer from Mr. Henry C. 
Holt, a graduate of our schools, proposing to decorate some 
of the schoolrooms with photographic and plastic reproduc- 
tions of works of art, after the manner introduced by Ross 
Turner in Salem, and undertaking to raise the funds necessary 
for the purpose. The influence of a pleasant schoolroom, 
well lizhted, with pictures, busts, and other decorations can- 
not fail to be of permanent educational benefit. We have 
accordingly invited Mr. Holt to begin his work at the new 
Rumford building, and he is preparing plans which will at 
once be carrted out without expense to the town. 
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SCHOOL SUPERVISION. 


The Board unequivocally recommends the continuance of 
our present plan of supervision, and the employment of a 
Superintendent. It is not necessary to restate our reasons 
given in former reports. With the plan adopted last vear 
regarding school appropriations, by which all school expenses 
are consolidated into one account, if the town votes the money 
asked for this department, no special appropriation for salary 
of Superintendent will be necessary; but the statutes of the 
Commonwealth require a vote authorizing the Board to 
employ a Saperintendent of Schools. If by reason of its 
having become a city, Medford should require all the time of 
our present Superintendent, the Board will find it difficult to 
secure a man for this position so well in accord with our ideas 
and so thoroughly a believer in the same. We sincerely hope 
that we shall be able to arrange with the city of Medford to 
continue for at least another year our joint employ ment of 
Dr. Hunt, for to him is due, in large measure, the success of 
the «+ enrichment of the program” of the Grammar Schools of 
our town. 


MANUAL TRAINING. 


There has been a great interest among the pupils in all 
departments of manual work, and the reflex influence upon 
the general school work has been goed. The amount of 
money expended in all lines —drawing, sewing, carpentry, 
and cooking —is not large when compared with the results 
obtained. A more complete and systematic arrangement of 
this department is contemplated by which the Sloyd or 
Northampton system will be introduced into the lower grades, 
supplying the connecting link between the Kindergarten and 
the manual training school. - 
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- Industrial training, in all its features, has become an inte- 
eral part of our school system. All the cities and towns in 
our neighborhood are making permanent arrangements in 
their school buildings for its accommodation. We have aimed 
_ hitherto to get the greatest results possible in this line from a 
small expenditure, and have used the money of our citizens to 
secure instruction, materials, and implements rather than to 
provide rooms or buildings especially devoted to manual train- 
ing, and this policy will be continued as long as possible. The 
basement of the Gifford building is used for the carpentry 
school, and though not beautiful, is quite well adapted for the 
purpose. Through the courtesy of the Selectmen, a basement 
room in the Town Hall building is used for the cooking 
school; and while there have been a few good-natured objec- 
tions to the odors consequent on such a location, it is hoped 
these can be reduced to a minimum. The sewing is taught 
in the regular,class rooms. 


MUSIC. 


There has been an advance in the results of musical instruc- 
tion during the past year, caused by a more systematic 
method of teaching, and with some changes still to be made 
in the lower grades, we expect to find this department still 
further improved. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


The rules of the Board would seem to provide reasonable 
precautions against the spread of contagious diseases in our 
schools. The Board of Health has assisted this Board very 
materially during the past year, by promptly reporting all cases 
coming to their knowledge. Notwithstanding all these efforts, 
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there was a considerable spread of measles in the Wyman 
district during the month of February. Such epidemics are fre- 
quently started by carelessness on the parts of parents, and we 
must urge all our people incases of doubt, to be on the safe 
side and not be the means of annoyance to their neighbors by 
neglect to conform to the regulations requiring all in the 
families of those sick with contagious diseases to be kept out 
of school. 


SALARIES OF TEACHERS. 


A recent investigation into the schedule of salaries paid to 
the teachers of some twenty of the neighboring cities and 
towns, has satisfied the Board that the present compensation 
of our teachers is a little below the average. This is especially 
true of the female teachers. During the year the Board 
adopted a list of salaries for the various positions, aiming at 
uniformity of pay for the same grades and duties. Hitherto 
there has been some variation caused by the difference of 
experience of the various teachers. This list is made up of 
the maximum salaries for the several places, and teachers, do 
not receive the maximum until after some service in their 
positions. 


FINANCIAL. 


By a vote of the town all appropriations for school pur- 
poses were this year transferred to one account to simplify 
the book-keeping.

ATTENDANCE. 


Average atttendance has been greatly affected during the 
last quarter by a stricter quarantine for cases of measles. 

The per cent. of attendance is not quite so high as is desir- 
able, but is easily accounted for by the unusual severity of 
the weather. Theattendance has also been more than usually 
interrupted by necessary repairs, compelling the closing of 
one or more schools for a few days. 

No report of the number of cases of truancy, but, by the 
officers’ reports, it is inferred that there have been fewer cases 
than formerly. Three truant officers, with badges visible, - 
seem to have avery wholesome effect upon would-be truants. 
Complaints for truancy from teachers have been less frequent 
than formerly, a sure sign that school is rendered more at- 
tractive. 


CHANGES. 


There have been but six changes during the year, about half 
the usual number. In the High, Wadleigh, Washington, and 
Chapin, none. | 

In the Highland, Miss Spencer, a graduate of the Stoneham 
High and Salem Normal school, was appointed to the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Miss Edith L. Hammond. Miss 
Sawyer was transferred from the Wyman to the Rumford, in 
place of Miss Moseley, resigned. In the Gifford, Miss 
Millicent G. Walker was appointed to the vacancy caused by 
resignation of Miss Bearse. 

In the Wyman, Miss Coleman, a graduate of the Salem 
Normal, was appointed to the first grade, in place of Miss 
O’Brien, promoted to the second and third,“and Miss Corrinne

Nutter, a teacher of considerable experience and graduate of 
a Normal school, was appointed to the fourth and fifth grades, 
in place of Miss Sawyer, transferred to the Rumford. Per- 
manency in the service is of the first importance in carrying 
on the work of the new program, and it is a matter of con- 
gratulation that so few changes have been made. 


The heating and ventilation of the Gifford is as nearly per- 
fect as it can be; and the new Rumford is a model four-room 
building in all its appointments. It would be difficult to im- 
prove upon its heating and ventilation, sanitary facilities, 
commodious halls, and admirably lighted rooms at whatever 
expenditure of money. With first-class furniture, wisely con- 
structed blackboards, perfectly proportioned rooms, and walls 
decorated, as is proposed by the committee, the new Rum- 
ford is an object lesson in schoolhouse building, unique in 
economy and convenience. 


INSTRUCTION. 


It is worthy of mention that a Teachers’ Club has been 
formed, meeting monthly, for the discussion of educational 
topics, and attended by all the teachers. No more important 
step could be taken to promote the interest of Winchester 
schools. In addition to the treatment of the topics previously 
assigned, teachers are expected to contribute from their read- 
ing whatever may contribute to the general or special interest 
of the schools. 


These meetings have been of great value, and are of neces- 
sity more valuable to us than the larger County and State 
gatherings, since they bear more directly upon our own 
work. 

In addition to these meetings, and meetings by grades for 
instruction in drawing, a majority of the teachers have at- 
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tended a course of lectures in Natural History, by Prof. C. J. 
Maynard, of Newtonville, the expense of which was divided by 
the committee and teachers. 

The advantages from such a course will be immediate and 
permanent. ‘ 


EDUCATION. 


It seems almost superfluous to call the attention of the 
citizens of Winchester to the wide difference between educa- 
tionand teaching. Twothousand yearsago, Varro said, ** Hduczt 
obstetrix ; educat nutrix; instituit pedagogus; docet magister” ; 
and it has probably never been more tersely and forcibly stated ; 
since the nurse educates still, and the pedagogue ‘+ stands 
up” or instructs, but the master to-day is, literature, art, 
science, the public press and the university. 

Rosseau and other profound philosophers agree with 
Varro that the education of the child, entering school at six 
years of age, has been almost completed by the nurse. If this 
be true, can there be any doubt about the wisdom of the 
French, who have nearly one million pupils in the ‘‘maternal” 
or ‘‘sub-primary” schools, ranging from two to six years of 
age? 

Other nations are gradually adopting a similar policy, and 
in several large cities of the United States the Kindergarten 
has been made a part of the public school system. St. Louis 
led the way twenty years ago, under the inspiration of Miss 
Susie E. Blow. 

In the last Boston school report, it is stated that Mrs. 
Shaw has expended a balf million of dollars from her own 
purse in private Kindergarten work, and has succeeded in con- 
vincing Boston that it is a most important factor in the child's 
education. 
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Here, child-nature is studied, and all the senses are educated 
in the best manner by natural methods. The lines between 
education and mere learning are distinctly drawn, and after 
oue or two years in the Kindergarten, the child enters upon 
the learning of his school tasks with the greatest possible ad- 
vantages. 

Not only have his senses all been trained to keener precep- 
tion, andhis inventive faculties been developed, but an incalcu- 
lable gain has been made inthe moral training, on the side of the 
humanities, the special glory of Kindergarten work. There is 
an ideal field for a Kindergarten in the Rumford and also in 
the Chapin district. In the Rumford there is a room well 
fitted for the experiment. 

A Kindergarten in the Rumford filled, as it easily can be, 
with forty pupils from three to five years of age, is the now 
needed step toward perfecting the school system of Winchester ; 
and can be secured at avery moderate expense. With the intro- 
duction of the Sloyd, or the Northampton system of wood- 
working, connecting the sewing, cooking and carpentry of the 
upper grades with the work of the Kindergarten, the man- 
ual training side of the pupil’s education, the ability to do 
something, would be complete. , 

The ancient Greeks were undoubtedly right as to the 
essentials of a good education. The first great essential is, 
gymnastics in the broad sense, including the Kindergarten, 
manual training, Physiology, Hygiene, and Chemistry, all 
training to right living. 

After the development and preservation of the physical 
powers, came Geometry as the second great essential in the 
foundation of an education. Geometry, in its wide sense as 
the power to differentiate objects in nature, and enable the imag- 
ination to deal with forms in space, leads man to the ac- 
complishment of his highest purposes in dealing with the ma-° 
terial universe. ' 
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The Geometry of the Greeks found immortal expression in 
sculpture and architecture. In modern times, in addition we 
have drawing, painting, engraving, and innumerable products of 
the office, shop, factory, and field. 

Our pupils learn much of the science of Geometry in the 
orammar grades. Pupils of the 6th and 7th grades give some 
of the simpler demonstrations with great delight, and an ap- 
parently complete comprehension of the reasoning involved. 
Ata later day it may be possible to have a more complete 
course in the 9th grade, if the Kindergarten does not abolish 
that grade, thereby proving its economy by shortening school 
life by a year. 

The third and last great essential is Algebra,— in its broad 
sense, the power to deal with relations in time. 

It is true the Greeks did not have Algebra as a science, 
but only as an art, in music and in language. As the univer- 
sal language of mathematical sciences, Algebra is of compara- 
tively modern origin, only about three hundred and fifty years 
old. 

It is a powerful device by which long and difficult analyses 
may be conducted, and general laws established, without the 
labor of reasoning. , It is not intended to teach reasoning, as 
is sometimes absurdly supposed; it is simply a machine by 
which to avoid reasoning in the solution of problems. The 
methods of Algebra mark the intellectual development of the 
individual, in ordinary speech as well as in its application to 
the treatment of scientific subjects. 

The child begins with corn, wheat, oats, etc., and soon calls 
them all grain; he begins with potatoes, beets, onions, etc., and 
soon calls them all vegetables; he begins with apples, pears, 
peaches, etc., and soon calls them all fruzts. At the next 
step in his generalization, he calls grain, vegetables, fruits, 
flowers, etc., the products of the soil or farm. 
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In like manner, in other lines of thought, it would not be 
difficult to establish the fact that algebraic methods mark the 
intellectual development of the individual. 

The work of the 8th and 9th grades in Algebra during the 
year has been eminently satisfactory. Pupils and teachers 
seem to have caught the true spirit of this branch of learning, 
and the result has clearly been an increased power to deal 
with common arithmetical problems, together with a com- 
mendable mastery of the elements of the universal language 
of mathematics. 

The optional work in Latin and French in the same grades 
is unquestionably a success. The recitations in these branches, 
in Latin to the master, Mr. Tyzzer, and in French to Miss ' 
Hanson, are marked by special accuracy and fluency. Win- 
chester is fortunate in its teachers, for not only have the new 
branches been most admirably taught in the 8th and 9th 
grades, but some of the teachers of the 6th and 7th grades 
think there is ample opportunity for the brighter pupils to 
elect French or Latin in their grades, and, what is more, they 
are well qualified to instruct therein, in the opinion of the 
Superintendent. It would be a wise thing to allow the pupils 
of the 6th and 7th grades, if qualified, to begin at that age the 
study of another language, and this is respectfully submitted 
for your consideration. 

As to the teaching of French and German, from a somewhat 
wide observation, I am decidedly of the opinion that the best 
teacher of either for our pupils is the regular teacher, if 
familiar with the language. The pronunciation of German 
offers only two or three sounds not in English, and as it is a 
phonic language there is but little difficulty in acquiring it on 
that score. With the French there is really but one sound diffi- 
cult to acquire that we do not have in English, but as it is not a 
phonic language, it.is a little more difficult to acquire its pro- 
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nunciation than the German. Of course, an accomplished 
native teacher would be of great service to inspire the pupil 
with confidence in his regular teacher; but if we are to have 
but one, the regular teacher can obtain the best results. 

The admirable spivit manifested by the teachers in carrying 
out the new program is beyond all praise; and their success 
warrants the conclusion that the future graduates of the gram- 
mar school will bave gained at least a full year in English 
Literature, Algebra, French, and Latin, together with some prac- 
tical knowledge of Geometry, to say nothing of the still greater 
gain in habits of study. love of knowledge, and greatly in- 
creased power of attainment, by beginning these branches at 
an earlier date. At the same time, it is to be remembered 
that the usual branches of a grammar school program have not 
been neglected; on the contrary. they have lost nothing in 
thoroughness of treatment, and it is believed have been han- 
dled with greater ease and success than heretofore. 

To answer many inquiries from other towns and cities as to 
the work of the Winchester schools, or the Winchester Plan, 
as it is called, [ here briefly state the main features, with the 
results as observed by Committee and Superintendent. Ref- 
erence is also made to the report of the master of the Wadleigh 


school 
PROGRAM. 


After the Kindergarten, a nine years’ course to the High 
school. 

In the High school, several courses, covering two, three, or 
four years—tifteen lessons a week to a course; Natural His- 
tory, Music and Drawing, in all grades. 

In the Primary, clay modelling, paper-cutting and folding, 
and all the subjects usually taught in these grades. 
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GRAMMAR GRADES. 


History, American and English, in grades 6 to 9, adapted 
to the several grades. 
_ In the 4th and 5th, biography for the young. In all grades 
an abundance of standard literature, no 4th or 5th grade read- 
ers being required. Geography ends with Physical Geography 
in the 8th grade. In the 8th and 9th grades elementary Phy- 
sics, also Algebra, divides the time with Arithmetic. 

In addition to the above regular course for all pupils, pupils 
who have the leisure, are able, and desire to do more, can 
elect in the 8th and 9th grades either Latin or French. 


Thus far about one-fourth of the class take Latin, and 
another quarter, French. 

Cooking and carpentry for the 8th and 9th. Sewing for all 
erades above the 8d. All the girls sew, and some boys; the 
boys, carpentry. All the girls take the lessons in cooking, a 
two years’ course of forty lessons. 


PROMOTIONS. 


Promotion by classes takes place at the end of the school 
year, in Juneyon the pupil’s record for the year as kept by the 
teacher, and reported bi-monthly to the parent as satisfactory 
or unsatisfactory, and in what respects. No uniform exam- 
inations are taken by Committee or Superintendent, refer- 
ence being made to the Superintendent only in cases of doubt. 

Pupils below the 8th grade may receive promotion in Feb- 
ruary, or at any other time, if qualified. Two grades in a 
room allows easy bridging of the step, with least worry and 
friction to teacher and pupil. ; 

In the 8th and 9th grades, only annual promotions are nec- 
essary, the work being sufficient for the ablest pupils.

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SOME OF THE ADVANTAGES OF THE WINCHESTER PLAN. 


1. The pupils of earlier intellectual development, of quicker 
perception and readier acquisition, are not rushed into the 
High School prematurely, at too immature an age to profit 
most by the advanced work there, nor do they have to meet 
the more difficult work of the grammar grades at too early an 
age. While doing the more difficult work of the 8th and 9th 
grades, including Algebra and Literature, their spare time is 
given to learning the elements of another language, Latin or 
French, with the least possible physical and mental strain, and 
at an early age. 

2. The whole class is greatly benefited by the continued 
association of those doing only the required work, with the 
abler pupils doing the elective portion, thereby visibly raising 
the general tone of the school. This is already proven to be 
the case. There is no degradation of the dull pupils felt, as 
is likely to be the case by an isolation of the brighter pupils. 


3. With two grades in a room below the 8th, teachers be- 
come better acquainted with the attainments and deficiencies of 
their pupils, and promotion to gain a year is more easily accom- 


plished. “ 


4. <A decided gain to the whole class in industry and habits 
of attention—a greater interest in all school work. 


5. Better use is made of the learning and skill of the 
teachers of the higher grades. Not only is the whole character 
of the school improved, but the teacher is greatly benefited, 
and receives an additional reward by this broadening of his 
services to his pupils. 

» To insure the greatest success under this plan, the depart- 
mental system of instruction is an evident necessity —and, in 
fact, it would be a great gain under the old machine method. 
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MUSIC, DRAWING, SEWING, CARPENTRY AND COOKING. 


On account of space, brief mention must be made of the 
above branches, —and reference be made to the special reports 
thereon. 

Marked improvement has been made in all these departments, 
both in the work accomplished and in the development of the 
plans heretofore made to carry them forward. 

_In the cooking classes (five. , a two years’ course has been pro- 
jected —twenty lessons each year — covering the nutritive quali- 
ties of food, the best methods of preparation, economy of the 
kitchen and table, and nourishment for the sick. Pupils attain- 
ing satisfactory proficiency in the art will receive a diploma 
certifying the same. 

Perhaps some special recognition of proficiency in the other 
departments will be made in the near future. 

The public cooking school was established in 1888, and,’ if 
not the first established in the country, was at least contemporary 
with the first. 

‘HIGH SCHOOL. 


It is an interesting fact that the entering class of the High 
school shows in February a gain of one pupil, making the 
present number twenty-five, instead of losing eight or ten per 
cent., as is usually the case. 

The whole number of pupils in the school is one hundred. 
There will be a slight increase this year in September, but nex, 
year there is a good prospect for an entering class of one hun- 
dred, which would mean enlarged accommodations or colonizingt 
if possible, a portion of the school, or having a double session. 

Fortunately no changes have been made in the teaching corps 
during the year, and so the work has maintained its usual high 
rank. (Reference is made to the Principals’ report for further 
information). 
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The exercises of graduation at the High school in June were 
very simple and greatly to be commended. 

Prayer by Rev. Mr. Dight. An address by Supervisor 
Robert C. Metcalf, of Boston, and the presentation of the di- 
plomas to the graduating class by the chairman, Mr. Littlefield, 
with a few choice selections of music by the pupils. 

Four years’ course, fifteen; three 
years’ course, six.

In conclusion, the work of the year in all grades has given 
great satisfaction. More has been accomplished than could have 
been reasonably anticipated, when the magnitude of the changes 
is considered. 

The enthusiasm of the pupils, evidently fostered by an intel- 
higent appreciation of the new departure by their parents, is an 
important factor, not to be lightly estimated. It proves that the 
citizens of Winchester, as a whole, are in touch with the best 
educational thought of the times. | 

It may be entirely superfluous, but I cannot forbear congrat- 
ulating the town upon haying a school board whose clear and 
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broad comprehension of educational questions, combined with 

-yare executive ability, has placed the schools in the foremost 
rank, and that with the greatest economy consistent with the 
greatest efficiency. 

Nor do I forget that “as is the teacher, so is the school,” and 
too great praise cannot be given the teachers of Winchester, 
for their determination to keep their work at the highest standard 
of excellence. }

REGULATIONS FOR THE INDUSTRIAL CLASSES. 


1. Attendance shall conform to rules for attendance upon 
other school duties, and shall be regular and prompt. 


2. The same discipline shall be maintained in the industrial 
classes as in the regular school work. 


3. Each pupil shall keep an orderly record of work done 
and progress made, and such record shall form the basis of the 
examination for promotion, and for the granting of certificate, 
at the end of the course. 

4, Pupils whose progress shall warrant the same, and who 
take the full number of lessons, shall receive a certificate or 
diploma signed by the teachers and superintendent and by 
the committee. 

5. Teachers in these departments are expected to report 
monthly to the principals of the schools from which the pupils 
come, and reports may be sent home, asin other studies. 

6. Failure to comply with these regulations on the part of 


any pupil shall be at once reported to the committee, and such 
pupil shall be excluded from the class. g

COOKING SCHOOL. 


Dr. Hunt, Superintendent : — 
Dear Sir,—I feel that an opportunity has come to tell the 
people of Winchester something of what we are trying to do, 
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and ask your indulgence if the report is long, and hope it will 
not be altogether uninteresting. 

You know that our aim is high, and if we have not accom- 
plished all the results we hoped to, we are not discouraged, as 
we have done the best we could under the existing circum- 
stances. Many new things are needed, as you will see from 
the number we have to accommodate, and the nature of the work 
we have to do. | 

Tbe school opened this year with an attendence of sixty 
pupils. These pupils were divided into five classes, four begin- 
ners and one advanced class. Each child is given a two years’ 
course, consisting of forty lessons. 

Examinations are given at intervals throughout the course, 
which, if satisfactorily passed, entitle the child to a certificate 
that she has accomplished the prescribed work. 

Our aim is not the preparation of fancy or expensive dishes, 
but to give each child a good, general knowledge of the five 
food principles, and how to combine these elements in such a 
manner as will provide the proper nourishment for all the needs 
of the body. 

To illustrate the work I will give a brief description of one 
or two lessons given. 

The first lesson is on the making and care of a fire. This 
lesson aims to teach something of the nature of the various 
kinds of fuel, how heat is generated, the chemistry of combus- 
tion, and how it is best maintained. The next lesson is to teach 
the proper classification of foods, as Nitrogenous, Carbonaceous, 
etc., and is considered one of the most important, as it contains 
the great underlying principles upon which the following are 
based. 

Here the child is taught that the body, when properly nour- 
ished, must be supplied with the elements in the right propor- 
tions, and as this proportion varies in different food stuffs, the 
necessity for variety and right combination is easily grasped. 
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The aim is now to take the child through a systematic course, 
beginning with foods where the starch element predominates, 
as being the simplest, and followed by the more difficult ones, 
where the proteid element predominates. At the same time the 
child is taught the general principles of boiling, stewing, baking, 
and frying, and as far as circumstances will permit a knowledge 
of the relative amount to each individual and cost of same. 

After the teaching of a new principle each child is required 
to prepare a dish in class, under the supervision of the teacher, 
to illustrate the principle. She is then expected to go home, 
and apply this principle not simply to the dish made in class, 
but various modifications of it, as the circumstances make nec- 
essary, and this, we are happy to say, many of our pupils are 
doing. | 

The interest in the work by the different classes has in every 
way been encouraging. The girls are enthusiastic, earnest 
workers, and take a lively interest in learning the great prin- 
ciples, the importance of which they are beginning to realize as 
they watch its practical application both in the school and their 
own home. 

With better equipments we hope in the future to accomplish 
more. We need the aid and interest of parents, and now cor- 
dially invite them to visit us, that they may watch with us the 
progress of the work we are carrying on.

DRAWING. 


Dr. Hunt, Superintendent of Schools :— 

Dear Sir,—At your request I have written a plan of the 
course in drawing, to be used as you may desire. This plan 
is based upon Henry T. Bailey’s outline for primary and 
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grammar grades, with such changes as seemed best to suit the 
schools of Winchester. The work of the higher grades is 
much the same as that of the lower, as of course it must be 
until the pupils have had the work planned from the beginning. 

The work of the schools is excellent, especially the model 
drawing of the grammar grades. Each pupil has his own 
models, consisting of cards of various shapes, and the solids. 
These are placed upon his desk, and their appearance drawn 
upon a glass slate with a special pencil, as upon a sheet of 
paper. After the drawing has been tested by measurements 
and made as nearly correct as the pupil can see, the slate is 
held in front of the object so that the lines of the drawing may 
appear to coincide with the edges of the object, as they will 
do if the drawing is correct. Ifthe lines will not appear to 
cover the edges of the object, the errors may be noted and 
other trials made until the correct lines are secured. The 
pupils have taken great interest in thus making pictures of 
objects, and many have become able to depend upon their 
eyes and discard the slate except for occasional use. Our 
aim, in the use of the slate and these simple models drawn 
separately and in groups, is to so train the eye that the pupil 
may begin the more interesting and more difficult study from 
common objects, such as boxes, books, vases, chairs, tables, 
etc. Some have already started to do this, and with‘a little 
more practice from the simpler forms, we hope many will be 
abje to successfully represent the familiar objects about them. 

Owing to the limited time, it has been impossible for me to 
do much teaching in any of the lower grades, and great credit 
is certainly due the teachers of these, and, in fact, of all the 
grades, for carrying on the work so successfully. 

Meetings of the teachers of the primary ‘and grammar 
grades have been held frequently. Our aim in these meet- 
ings has been not only to give the teachers general ideas upon 
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the subject of art instruction, and to acquaint them with the 
courses of work which they were to carry out, but to enable 
them to acquire the ability to do that which they were expected 
to teach. This is particularly true of the model drawing 
which the teachers have studied with good results. 

The work of the high school is good, some of the pupils 
having made excellent outline drawings. Little has been | 
done in light. and shade or drawing of an advanced nature, 
owing to the general lack of training necessary to produce 
such work, and to the need of a room fitted especially for 
drawing. | 

I am very grateful to both yourself and the committee who 
have so promptly supplied the many materials necessary to 
earry on the drawing, and hope that the results of this year | 
may be an improvement on those of last.

REPORT OF THE CONDITION AND NEEDS OF THE HIGH 
ScoooLt, Marcu 1, 1893. 


February 25, 1893. 
Dr. E. Hunt, Super ee My of Schools :— 


I have the honor to submit to you the annual report of the 
condition and needs of our High School. 

Although on account of the system in vogue in making up 
school returns, our number is greater than ever before in the — 
history of the school, yet the actuak number of pupils who are | 
members of the school to-day is not as large as a year ago. 
The size of the school depends chiefly on the number of the 
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entering class, and as the class that entered last September 
was one half as large as that of a year ago, we have at the 
present time one hundred pupils, instead of one hundred and 
twenty. The discomfort mentioned in my last report occa- 
sioned by having more scholars than can be seated in the main 
room still continues, and must until an addition is made to the 
building. 

We graduated last June a class of twenty-one, of whom two 
entered Harvard, three the Boston University, two Amherst, 
and one the Institute of Technology, one the Harvard Medical 
School, while seven others of the class are also pursuing 
studies in other schools. That ten out of a class of twenty- 
one should enter college or a professional school, may seem a 
very large percentage, yet the present senior class shows a 
larger percentage still. 

Up to this year we have sent to college no pupil who has 
offered a modern language as a substitute for Greek, but this 
year we sent one to Boston University who passed the exam- 
ination in German, and there are others in the school who are 
preparing to do the same. It appears from the last report of 
President Eliot, that the number who enter Harvard by this 
method is not increasing very rapidly. The reason for this 
seems to be that those who offer German or French in place 
of Greek must also be prepared to take an examination in ad- 
vanced mathematics and science, instruction in which the 
smaller high schools are not prepared to give. Many of our 
pupils who enter college intend to teach after graduation, and 
may be required to teach Greek in their first position, as this 
subject is now taught largely by the assistant teachers in the 
ordinary high school. 

The class in Elementary Physics has been so large as to 
necessitate its division into two sections, in order that both 
recitation and laboratory work may be properly done. As 
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there has been no class in Chemistry, it has been possible to 
give sufficient time to this subject, but it seems hardly possible 
that next year, when, in addition to these courses, another elec- 
tive in Physics will be doubtless taken, the present corps of 
teachers will be able to give to these studies as much time as 
they require. 

At present the time devoted to Physics is nearly equally 
divided between recitations and work in the _ laboratory. 
We do not intend to magnify the latter too much at the ex- 
pense of the former; in fact, this year’s work has shown more 
than ever that experimental work of itself does not necessa- 
rily teach scientific truth. This fact is mentioned in the 
report of the Commissioner of Education, upon the condition 
of the public schools in the District of Columbia, to the Fifty- 
second Congress. I quote a few lines : — 

‘¢ The work in Physics seemed to be difficult. The disuse 
of text-books and drawings seemed to be carried too far in 
some cases, for an explanation of a pump or steam engine can 
be understood from an outline drawing far better than from a 
working model. A teacher is often deceived into supposing 
that a pupil understands a piece of physical apparatus merely 
because he can work it, while, as a fact, his scientific knowledge 
of its principles may be very small.” 

I believe that some change in the method of teaching music 
is needed. We can give but a limited amount of time to this 
subject, and therefore the greater need that we make the most 
of it. Up to the present time an effort has been made to 
teach the whole school as one class, and when the school was 
much smaller did very well, but at present the plan shows 
many disadvantages. The pupils in the upper classes are not 
doing any more advanced work than the lower ones, and the 
presence of the former seems to take all responsibility in the 
work from the latter. It happens nearly every year that 
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pupils who in the Grammar School did creditable work do 
very little in this subject during their first year in the High 
School, so that-as there is no change in the teacher of music, 
there must be some fault in the system. In my opinion, it 
would be wise to divide the school into three sections, and 
introduce a comprehensive course of study, which should 
extend over a space of three years. For several years there 
has been a noticeable lack of leading voices among the girls, 
while, strange to say, among the boys the reverse has been 
true, 

I think that the singing of the school compares very favor- 
ably, however, with that of other towns, but good singing is by 
no means the sole criterion by which to judge of the success of 
the efforts of a music teacher. To train the ordinary voice to 
be true to the pitch, to produce pure tones, to read music 
easily, to cultivate a taste for classical-music,—to do this is to 
make a success of teaching’ music, even if we do not succeed 
in producing good solo voices. This I believe to be the object 
of musical instruction in our public schools, and is not being . 
done in our school to-day. 

The colleges, and more especially Harvard, are yearly in- 
creasing their requirements in English, so that the secondary 
schools are obliged to pay more attention to this subject. 
At present we are devoting five recitations a week, during the 
senior year, to this study, and as this seems to be inadequate, I 
recommend that during the first and second years two hours a 
week be added to the time now given, and that this time be 
taken from that now devoted to Algebra and Geometry. By 
this plan we shall enrich our course of study in avery de- 
sirable direction. | 

The use of the elective system is proving very satisfactory 
to parents, teachers, and pupils. There are pupils now in the 
school who will have studied German or French during four 
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years at the time of graduation, and will have secured a 
knowledge of these languages comparable with that of those 
who ‘had studied Latin the same length of time. As it is ut- 
terly impossible to secure a correct pronunciation of French 
or German from the lips of an ordinary teacher, it is quite 
necessary that as soon as possible a native teacher be secured 
to supplement the work of the present teaching force, whose 
time might be divided between the High and Grammar schools.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE TO BUILD THE 
NEW RUMFORD SCHOOLHOUSE. 


This committee was appointed at the annual town meeting, 
in March last, to erect a new schoolhouse on the Rumford 
school lot. The sum of $10,000 was appropriated for the 
purpose, together with the proceeds of the sales of the old 
Rumford and of the Hill schoolhouses. 

After considerable competition, during which some eighteen 
plans were submitted, the committee selected those of Charles 
E. Park, of Melrose. The carpenter work was awarded to 
Thomas Norman, of Winchester; ‘the plumbing to F. A. 
Jackson, of Boston; and the steam heating and ventilation 
to S. C. Higgins, of Cambridgeport. The slate work has 
been furnished by Joseph W. Grigg, of Boston. The build- 
ing was ready for occupancy on January 3, and was open for 
inspection and dedication on the afternoon of January 2. 

The building is of two stories, two rooms on each floor, 
finished in hard pine throughout, with proper sanitary arrange- 
ments in the corner of the building on each floor. A separate 
ehimney furnishes ventilation for the sanitary apartments. 
The heating is by indirect steam, the supply of air for the 
schoolrooms being furnished through a cold-air room in the 
basement, entirely separate from the rest of the cellar. <A 
ventilation chimney is connected with each of these school- 
rooms, and the heat is furnished in each of these ventilation 
chimneys from the boiler connected with the heating apparatus. 
All the schoolrooms are furnished with natural slate black- 
boards. The lighting of the schoolrooms is somewhat unique, 
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each room being furnished with eight windows placed in groups 
of four near the corner, furnishing a light from the left and 
rear of the pupils. The coat closets are formed by iron frames 
erected in the hallways, giving an opportunity for the circula- 
tion of the air, and kept up from the floor so that sweeping is 
not interfered with. The furniture is furnished by the 
Winchester Furniture Company. 

Two rooms are open at present, and probably a third room 
will be used in the fall. 

The State Inspector’s Department is so pleased with the 
building that a description and cut of the same will be pub- 
lished with the annual report of the Chief of the District 
Police. 

The whole building is constructed in a very thorough and 
workmanlike manner, the aim of the architect and committee 
being utility and plainness, not unaccompanied, however, by 
some slight ornamentation. The building is constructed ata 
cost within the limits of the appropriation. 

A portion of the bill of Mr. Higgins is held back until 
spring, as a guaranty of the successful working of the heating 
apparatus. It was impossible to finish the outside painting, 
owing to the severity of the weather, and sufficient funds have 
been left to pay for this work when completed. 

The thanks of the committee are due to our townsman, 
D. W.. Pratt, for suggestions regarding the plumbing and 
sanitary arrangements.

The demand for and need of a home for aged men and 
women is not sufficiently marked to warrant the attempt to 
raise a sum of money sufficient to guarantee the successful 
establishment and continuance of such an institution. We 
believe, therefore, that it would be inexpedient to try to. 
establish such a “ Home.” 

In regard toa Village Hospital, we find a much stronger 
and more favorable sentiment. Many citizens have ex- 
pressed an earnest desire that some plan be devised and 
executed whereby the town may secure such an establish- 
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ment, and thus be enabled to accept the thoughtful and 
generous bequest of a worthy and lamented citizen. 

The formulation of such a plan and the further promotion 
of this subject may better be entrusted to a committee more 
familiar with the attributes and needs of the modern hospital. 
We, therefore, recommend the reference of the matter to a 
committee of five, to be appointed at this meeting.

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SE LECTMENS' REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Winchester.— By a change in the By- 
Laws of the town, the fiscal is made identical with the 
calendar year, and this report covers ten months only, ending 
Dec. 81, 1898. 

In presenting their report for this period, the Selectmen 
desire to congratulate the citizens upon the continued pros- 
perity and growth of the town, as evidenced by the number 
of new buildings that have been erected, most of them to 
become homes of those whom we are pleased to welcome as 
citizens. While we rejoice in this increase in population 
and wealth, we should not forget that it must, necessarily, 
call for larger expenditures in many departments. Appro- 
priations to meet these new conditions and demands should 
be cheerfully voted, since, with increased valuation, they 
need not add to the burden of taxation. 


HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES. 


Among the duties and labors of this Board, those pertain- 
_ing to the care and construction of highways and _ bridges 
are most important and arduous. With twenty-seven miles 
of roadway (more than twenty of which are poorly con- 
structed dirt roads) to be kept in safe condition ; with the 
work of widening and rebuilding Main Street to be per- 
formed ; new streets pressing -for acceptance, and with the 


several bridges of the town requiring constant attention and 
40 
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frequent repairs, itis evident that this department requires 
careful and skilful management. To select a Superinten- 
dent of Streets to whom this work could be confidently 
entrusted was one of the first duties of the Board. After 
careful investigation the position was tendered to and 
accepted by Mr. Chas. H. Pratt, of Brookline, at a salary of 
one thousand dollars per annum, with board and care of 
team. Under Mr. Pratt’s active and efficient ¢cirection we 
believe the work of this department has been done in a 
thorough, practical, and economical manner. For details and 
many valuable suggestions and facts the reader is referred 


to the Superintendent’s Report. 


NEW STREETS PETITIONED FOR IN 1893. 


During the year petitions for the laying out of the follow- 
ing new streets came before the Board: Winchester Park, 
Sand Hill, Shamrock, Cliff, Herrick, White, Lawrence, Har- 
rison, and street from Wildwood across Winter Pond; also 
for extension of Fairmount and Forest Streets. Of these 
the Board voted to lay out Cliff, Shamrock, and Herrick 
Streets. Subsequently, by vote of the town, we were 
instructed to lay out Lawrence and Harrison Streets, and 
they, with the others named, have been accepted as public 
streets. When properly graded and built, an expenditure of 
about six hundred dollars will have been made upon these 
two streets. They were not demanded as public ways, were 
laid out to further private ends, and, a majority of the Board 
believe, should never have been accepted until better graded 
and constructed. In its action in this matter, they think the 
town has established a precedent, the following of which 


will lead to many large and unnecessary expenditures. 
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During the year Fletcher Street and Mystic Avenue have 
been re-located and proper bounds established therein. 
Grades for Norwood, Central, and Warren Streets have been 
adopted, and the two latter have been rebuilt in accordance 
therewith. 

In laying out new streets, engineers have been instructed 
to report suitable grades, with profiles showing same, and 
these have been incorporated into and become a part of the 


recorded lay-out. 


WALNUT STREET. 


It was the purpose of the Board to carry out the expressed 
wish of the town in regard to building wall and grading 
slope at Walnut Street. Surveys were made, a plan was 
adopted, and the work would have been done but for press- 
ing demands in other directions, and also the early closing of 
ground by frost. The wall will be built as soon as practi- 
cable. 

As our report in regard to taking the land in front of 
Lyceum Hall Building, we call your attention to the follow- 


ing letter from Town Counsel : — 


WINCHESTER, Jan. 15, 1894. 


BOARD OF SELECTMEN, WINCHESTER, MASS. 


Gentlemen. — In response to a request this morning from 
your Chairman that I make a report in regard to the land in 
front of the Lyceum Hall building, as to the right of the town 
to acquire the same, I beg leave to say, it appears that a 
portion of this land borders upon Main Street, which is a 
county way and wholly within the jurisdiction of the County 
Commissioners, and I know of no way of changing the line 
of that street except by the order of that Commission.

The remainder of the land borders upon a private way, 
known as Railroad Avenue, which is owned and controlled 
by private individuals, and over which the Selectmen have 
no especial authority, that is, as to its meets and bounds, 
and I, therefore, see no way in which the town can acquire 
title to this land. It cannot buy it, and there is no ground 
upon which it can take it by the right of eminent domain. 

I should, therefore, advise that nothing be done in relation 
to it, excepting to report the facts to the town.

The work of widening and building Main Street from 
Medford line to the center of town should be completed in 
1894. This, with settlement of land damages, will cost 
about $10,000, to complete Harrison and build Winsor and 
Sand Hill Streets, $1,000. Bacon Street should be regraded 
and macadamized, other streets repaired, drainage at several 
points provided, catch-basins built, several bridges rebuilt or 
extensively repaired, and guard fences built in many danger- 
ous places. To do the work indicated and to meet other 
demands that are sure to arise an appropriation of $20,000 
is recommended. While this sum may seem a large one, it 
must be remembered that the demand for Main Street is in 
the line of special rather than ordinary work. Aside from 
this and the estimates for new streets named, $9,000 is not 
a large appropriation for the work of this department. 

If Winchester would have good roads, she must pay for 
them. That her expenditures in this direction are far less 
than are those of neighboring towns is clearly shown by 
statistics taken from report of State Commissioners on High- 
ways of Massachusetts, 1893, which will be found in table 
following this report. . 
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It is generally conceded that well-constructed macadam 
roads are the best and most economical for country towns. 

In the construction of such roads a large amount of 
crushed stone must be used. To secure this at the least 
possible cost is a problem that should have immediate 
attention. 

We believe that ledges, in at least two sections of the 
town, should be purchased, and a crushing-plant established 
at each. With these and a good steam-roller, the town may 


confidently expect to secure good roads at reasonable cost. 


HIGHLAND AVENUE EXTENSION. 


In the order of the County Commissioners for the exten- 
sion of Highland Avenue to Madison Avenue, the time 
limit named for the completion of the work is Jan. 1, 1895. 
There is no reason to suppose that a strict observance of 
this part of the order would be insisted upon by the Com- 
missioners. With Main Street unfinished and other streets 
claiming immediate attention, the town would be justified 
in asking for and expecting an extension of the time limit. 
With this view, the Board has made no recommendation of 
any appropriation for this extension in 1894. The award of

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CONCRETE WALKS. 


These have been extended during the season by the 
addition of about thirteen hundred square yards. There 
will be a greater demand for new walks in 1894, to meet 
which a liberal appropriation should be made. 

Guide boards and street signs are in good condition. 
Thirty-five (85) private way signs have been added during 
the year, and several street signs are ready for setting as 
soon as frostis out of the ground. One guide post has been 
placed at the corner of High and Ridge Streets, and there are 
now in town, ten located as follows : Symmes Corner, junction 
Main and Washington Streets, corner High and Ridge Streets, 
corner Grove and Bacon Streets, Main Street, opposite Park 
Street, center of town, High and Cambridge Streets, 
Forest and Washington Streets, corner Pond and Cambridge 
Streets, corner Church and Cambridge Streets. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


The Woburn Electric Light Co. furnishes light for our 
streets and Town Hall Building upon the same basis as last 
year. Since March 1, 1898, six new lights have been 
established in our streets at a cost of $15 each per year. As 
new streets are laid out additional lights are demanded. If 
they are to be furnished, an increased appropriation should be 
made. . 


TOWN HALL BUILDING AND GROUNDS. 


The smaller halls in town accommodate many entertain- 
ments that formerly came to the Town Hall, thereby materi-, 


ally reducing the income from the latter. To pay ordinary 
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running expenses and to keep house and grounds in good 
condition, recourse must be had to appropriations therefor 
rather than to income from use of halls. A change in the 
heating apparatus is needed in order to better heat the police 
office and lock-up. The woodwork on outside of build- 
ings should be painted. The expense of these extra items 


has been included in estimate of appropriation needed. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


In accordance with instructions of the town at the annual 
meeting, and after several consultations with fire engineers 
and citizens, a method of increasing the force of this depart- 
ment was adopted, and has proved satisfactory. Details of 


organization and work will be found in Engineers’ Report. 


* STREET WATERING. 


The experiment of having street watering done by the 
Fire Department has been a gratifying success. The work 
was well done, and the absence of. men and horses from the 
engine house was not productive of any unfortunate results. 
While we may not expect such a record every year, yet we 
believe this method of street watering may be continued 


with reasonable safety and most pronounced economy. 


POLICE. 


This department was strengthened early in the year by 
the appointment of one additional patrolman, and has done, 
faithful and effective work, details of which may be found 
in the Chief’s Report. 

The numerous fires of evident incendiary origin that oc- 
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curred early in the year caused much alarm among our 
citizens, and the Board felt that an effort should be made to 
‘discover the fire-bug that was evidently in our midst. A 
special detective was employed and placed in a position to 
watch and test the only suspected party. While evidence 
was obtained that pointed clearly to the guilty one, it was 
not sufficiently strong to warrant making an arrest. The 
detective was therefore withdrawn. Subsequently the sus- 
pected person was arrested by our police, made a full con- 


fession, and is now held for trial. 


SEWERAGE SYSTEM. 


The probable completion of the Metropolitan Sewer in 
1894 will make it possible for Winchester to solve a problem 
which has long had a prominent place in the thoughts and 
plans of her citizens. Good sewerage is perhaps only 
secondary in importance to a good water supply. Assured of : 
the latter, should not Winchester speedily provide the 
former? A full and valuable report upon this subject will 
be made by the special committee appointed at the last 
annual meeting, and this Board only desires now to urge the 
importance of laying sewers in Main and Bacon Streets. as 
early as possible in 1894, prévious to the rebuilding of said 
streets. 


SUITS. 


By advice of present Town Counsel and in accordance 
with views of counsel who had carried the case to the 
Supreme Court with adverse results, the suit, so long 
pending, of Stoddard vs. Winchester, has been settled by a 
final payment of $445.71. Of twenty-one suits brought

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTEND. 
ENT OF STREETS. 


To THE HONORABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN. 


Gentlemen.—I herewith submit a report of the work done 
by this department from April 17, 1893, to Jan. 1, 1894, 
together with recommendations for the ensuing year. 

The duties required of this department have been varied, 
and have consisted largely of repairing old streets rather than 
building new ones. In fact, the amount of money appro- 
priated for this department ‘was sufficient only to keep the 
streets, gutters, catch-basins, culverts, bridges, etc., in a fairly 
safe condition, without attempting to properly rebuild any 
considerable extent of the streets. 

I find there are about twenty-seven miles of public streets 
in Winchester, consisting almost entirely of “dirt” roads; 
here and there will be found a stretch of macadam, of which 
there is only about four miles in all, but apparently the 
greater portion of this has not been so placed as to give the 
best results. 

The gravel which is readily obtainable in Winchester is 
not suitable for good road construction, and it is the opinion 
of your Superintendent that, if good roads are to be con- 
structed in a durable manner, broken stone must be. used. 
The present method of obtaining the necessary broken stone 
is not an economical one, and if any considerable amount is 


to be used on the streets, radical changes should be at once 
53 
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made. In this connection I would advise, First, that the town 
purchase suitable ledges, as conveniently located as possible 
to the sections where the broken stone is to be used. 

Second, That the crushing-plant, now in use at the town 
stable yard, be set up in one of the above suggested ledges, 
and, if necessary, a portable plant purchased for other sec- 
tions, of which I have good reports from the places where 
they have been in use sufficiently long for a good trial. In 
this way enough stone could be crushed in the various ledges, 
moving from ledge to ledge after the required amount of 
material is crushed, thereby reducing the large expense of 
carting to and from the crusher from distant parts of the 
town, as is the present method. 

I see no reason why a great portion of the needed supply 
cannot be manufactured in the winter months, and stored 
either in the vicinity of where they are to be used (if prac- 
ticable) or at the various ledges, thereby facilitating the 
building of the roads in the summer season. 

The following table shows the amount of stone crushed 
and where it was used in 1898.

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To show the cost of 596.1 cu. yds. of stone, I submit the 
following table, and wish to say, in regard to the small cost 
of getting out the stone at the ledge, that that portion which 
came from the widening of Main Street, at the Medford line, 
was already blasted, but the larger portion, which came. from 
the town lot adjoining the Highland School, was obtained 
in baring out, etc., during the excavation of filling material. 
No blasting or drilling was done in either place, and this item

of “getting out stone for crusher” will be materially in- 


creased under different or ordinary conditions.

It will be seen by the above accounts that the total cost of 
the four sizes is about 45 cents per cu. yd. in the bins ready 
to be hauled to the desired street; this cost does not include 
anything as: being paid for the stone in the ledge, which in 
different towns and cities near by varies from 35 to 60 cents 
per cu. yd. 

In connection with simply crushing the stone, I wish to 
particularly call your attention to the number of times which 
it is necessary to handle the stone, under the present condi- 
tions, before it even goes through the crusher, and all this 
extra handling would be done away with if the plant were 
properly set up in the ledges, also the cost of carting stone 
to the crusher, which is altogether too. large a price to pay 


for this item.

The present crushing-plant, which was purchased in 1882, 
was probably powerful enough for what was required of it at 
that time, but since then an elevator has been added to the 
outfit, and to obtain the proper results the horse-power of the 
engine should be increased to run the plant, as the present 
engine is too small. 

The removal of the crushing-plant from the town yard 
would also give us more room for sheds, etc., of which we are 
very much in need, and to provide such room during the past 
year the cellar under the hook and ladder house was exca- 
vated by this department, in a-way that the cost was very 
small. The carts, instead ’of leaving the yard both morning 
and noon without a load, were loaded with gravel from the , 
cellar excavation and taken to various places where needed 
on the line of work we were engaged in at the time, and a 
load of stone for cellar wall was hauled into the yard under 
similar circumstances. The cellar above referred to affords 
room for two water-carts, five tip-carts, and one highway 


wagon. 


DRAINAGE. 


Aside from the materials of which the street should be 
constructed, the first consideration to insure the maintenance 
of the same should be proper drainage. It is a lamentable 
fact that there are few streets in town which have been pre- 
vided for in this respect, and the annual cost for repairs due 
to this fact is altogether too large; also, the inconvenience to 
the citizens, and liability to accidents occasioned by this lack 
of proper drainage, is a well-known fact. ) 

The above remarks refer particularly to the side hill streets, 
and in addition to which I would respectfully call your at- 


ayy 


tention to the lack of suitable drainage on the following 


streets :— 


Grove Street, near Brooks Street and southerly. 
Richardson Street, its entire length. 

_ Main Street from Madison Avenue to Herrick Street. 
Main Street from Woburn Line to Swanton Street. 
Main Street from Lake Street to Railroad Crossing. 
Church Street from Norwood Street to Pine Street. 
Church Street, opposite Wedgemere Avenue. 
Lagrange Street, 500 ft. of which is practically level. 
Elm Street, 1 ft. lower at midway than at either end. 


There are other places which are nearly as bad, if not 
quite so, as those mentioned, and the question of providing 
Winchester, in the not distant future, with a system of 
surface drainage is one which needs serious consideration. 
In connection with this matter, I would respectfully call 
your attention to the building of the new streets at ‘+ Hill- 
crest,” situated near the junction of Highland and Prince 
Avenues, which will ultimately deliver a larger volume of 
water to the gutters of Prince Avenue than can be safely con- 
fined to them ; also, the disposal of the water at foot of Prince 
Avenue is a serious question. I would advise that a suitable 
drain with catch-basins be constructed to take care of this 
water. While in the past there has been some attempt at 
making drains and culverts on several of the streets, yet, for 
the most part they have been too small, and too few catch- 
basins to intercept the dirt have been provided, as the cost 
of cleaning the said drains, which were sadly in need of 


attention, the past season clearly shows. 
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In order to prevent the washing out of the sides of the 
road, the gutters should be more generally paved, and for 
your consideration I submit the following table showing 
where paving has been done and the amount thereof during 


the past season.

* ROLLING.

Another important factor in the building of macadam 


(or even gravel roads) is suitable rolling. 
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The present method of using the iron sectional roller, 
while fairly suitable for level roads, is not practicable for 
many of the side hill streets, which have grades varying 
from 10 to 15 per cent. 

During the past few years steam-rollers have been in use 
in many of our neighboring towns and cities, and have given 
the best. of satisfaction, both as to work done and the cost 
thereof, good authorities stating that the bare cost of rolling, 
considering the efficiency of the work, was reduced from 
25 to 75 per cent. by the use of the steam-roller. 

I suppose that it is generally known that the steam-roller 
_ has attachments for “ picking up” the old roadway in a far 
superior and cheaper manner than the old method of manual 
labor. Also as to ploughing the old road-bed. 

These steam-rollers can be hired or bought — if hired, 
about $15 per day is generally charged for use of 
machine’ and engineer to run it — if purchased, the very 
best can be bought for less than $4,000. If the town con- 
templates the building of a considerable amount of macadam 
roads in the immediate future, I think it would be more 


economical to purchase rather than hire the roller. 


' MAIN STREET WIDENING. 


This street which, owing to its location and heavy amount 
of traffic passing over it, should be one of the best streets in 
the town ; it is, in fact, one of the poorest. 

I would advise that this street be properly rebuilt and 
widened as soon as is possible with thorough work. If the 
town does not feel able to rebuild the entire length, from the 


Medford to the Woburn line, I would advise the proper 
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building and widening of that portion between Symmes 


Corner and the railroad crossing at the center. 


BRIDGES. 


The Walnut Street Bridge during the past season has 
been partially retimbered and replanked, as it was found to 
be in a particularly unsafe condition, and, although in fairly 
good order at present, I would recommend, when any con- 
siderable repairs are again required on this bridge, that a 
more permanent structure, either of. stone or iron, be built 
there to replace the old wooden one, as no doubt enough | 
money has been expended on the present bridge, which in 
the aggregate would have built one as suggested. 

The Lake Street Bridge is in poor condition and should 
receive immediate attention. 

It is understood that the Cummingsville branch of the 
Metropolitan sewer is about to be laid through this bridge, 
and possibly some arrangement might be made with the 
State to bear a portion of the expense of rebuilding this 
bridge ; at any rate, a more permanent structure should be 
built at this place, as in its present condition it is hardly safe 
for the steamer to cross the same. 

The Cross Street Bridge is in a similar condition to the 
one at Lake Street, with the exceptions that the water-way is 
entirely too small and the foundations unsafe. I would 
advise the rebuilding of the entire structure in a more per- 
manent manner and the widening of the same to the full 
width of the street. : 

The Washington Street Bridge was replanked early in the 


year, but, owing to a settlement in the center of the bridge, 
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the water is not properly shed, thus hastening the decay of 
the planks and timbers. | 

The bridges on Main Street, while not dangerous, have 
too many piers and too small an opening, but they will 
probably receive due attention when Main Street is widened 
at those points. 

The bridge at Pleasant Street, also, is not in a condition to 
cause alarm, but it would have been far better if the 
several openings had been allowed to have gone into one 
arch, thereby relieving the danger caused by breaking up of 
the ice at this point. 

The Bacon’ Street Bridge is, owing to settlements or _ 
washout of foundation, in a condition which demands early 
attention. -The water-ways to this bridge are too small, and, 
as this street is to be regraded and is now closed to public 
travel on account of the new railroad bridge near by, I 
would advise the replacement of the present bridge by a 
larger and more permanent structure, containing only one 
water-way. . 

The retaining wall between the railroad bridge and the 
river bridge is in an unsafe condition, and will have to be 
rebuilt to conform to the width of the street and bridge. 
The street at this place as laid out is 50 feet wide, but at 
the present time is about 31 feet wide. 

The following table shows the amount expended on each 
street, taken from the weekly pay-rolls (which contain each 
week a statement of all work done the preceding week, with 
the cost of each particular work), and the horse labor is 
included in this table. 
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HORSES, CARTS, ETC. 


The horses of this department are in good condition, and, with 
one exception, are suitable for the work. I would request the 
sale of one horse, and the purchase of a pair of heavy horses, 
as we have work enough for more horses than we have at present, 
and those which are used to make up a pair are not mated; 
still, they work together better than any other two we have. 

Most of the carts have been overhauled and repaired the 
past season, and it is expected that only slight repairs will be 
needed the coming year. Two of the carts need new tires 
and felloes, and I would suggest that four-inch ones be 
substituted in place of those at present on these carts. The — 
rear wheels on the old two-horse water cart are in need of 
repairs, and are not in a condition to be used by the horses 
of the Fire Department. 

The road machine, although an old style one, was used to 
very good advantage the past season and has paid for itself 
several times over. 

A hay cart was purchased the past season, and found to be 
very convenient, especially as to carting limbs, wood, old 


plank, sign posts, grass, hay, ete.

A large amount was expended the past year in thoroughly 
cleaning every street in town (with two exceptions), and I 
hope they will not, for the interest of the town, be allowed 
to get in a condition such as they were at the beginning of 
the season. | 

I think the tidy appearance of the town depends largely 
upon the cleanliness of its streets. | 

On account of the large amount of work done the past 
season, there will, of course, be less to do in this connection 
the coming year; still, every street should have proper 
attention. 

A large proportion of the cost of cleaning during the past 
year was, from necessity, actually in the line of repairs, as it 


was found necessary to clean off considerable of the accumu-

The police force now consists of a Chief of Police, who is 
the day officer, and three night men, an increase of one night 
man since my last report. With the increase of population, 
occasioned in part by the starting of the “ McKay,” works 
another man will be needed this year. I have been or had 
an officer at the station daily from 7.30 to 8 A. M., 4 to 6, 
and 7 to9 p.M. This is all the time I could spend there 
regularly. Many times persons have called while I was away 
at court or on other duty; with another day officer, a man 
could be in or near the station all the time. More cells are 
needed in the lockup; two were built at the time the town 
hall building was put up, and more planned for, but not 
built. It was a relief to me, and must be to you and the 
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ay 
citizens, to know that the “ fire-bug”’ is where he is safe for 
the present. ‘ 

The employees on the Metropolitan sewer caused con- 
siderable trouble. The main sewer will probably be finished 
the coming season, as from Lake Street to the Woburn line 
is all that remains to be built. We have had but few houses 
broken into the past year; most of those were in the northerly 
part of the town, where no officer patrols regularly. 

In the ten months this report covers we have lodged 682 
tramps, considerably more than any year before ; in September 
and October an increase of 200 per cent. over the same 
months in 1892. 

We have prosecuted seven parties for violation of the 
liquor law, driven two of the parties out of town, and two 
are now serving a sentence in the House of Correction. We 
used thirty-one search warrants, and all places in which we 


were suspicious liquor was sold we have searched.

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FIRE*BNGINEERS REPORT. 


To tHE HonNoRABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN. 


Gentlemen.— We herewith respectfully submit a report of 
the Fire Department for the ten months ending Dec. 31, 
18953. 

In this report will be found a record of all fires and alarms, 
showing as near as could be ascertained the loss and insur- 
ance, and such information as may be of interest to your 
honorable board. 

We take this opportunity to congratulate your honorable 
body and the citizens of Winchester upon the arrest of the 
person who has been the cause of so many fires the past two 
yeats ; this work we believe to be due to the efficiency of the 
police. 

The department is in good working order (with the excep- 
tion of some new hose), to which we attribute the extremely 
small loss of property, as compared with the number of fires 
we have had, also with fires in other towns and cities. 

The force of the department consists of a chief engineer, 
two assistant engineers, three permanent drivers, and twenty- 
nine call men, making a total force of thirty-five men. 

The central fire station is connected by telephone. 

Our apparatus is in good condition, and any repairs that 
may be needed, also some new ladders, can be paid for out of 
the appropriation recommended. 

The horses are all in good condition. One, becoming lame 


and unfit for our use, we have exchanged this year. 
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The fire alarm is in good order, it having been extended 
this year by the addition of seven new boxes, making twenty- 
seven boxes in all. 

The old boxes should be exchanged for new ones, a few at 
a time (as we believe the new boxes are more reliable and 
need less care). In this way we believe it can be done out of 
the regular appropriation. 

We believe there should be some whistle or bell alarm in 
the center of the town; but, thinking there might be an elec- 
tric light plant established by the town, and having a good 
whistle which could be placed there, we have deferred doing 
anything. 

Since our last report, Hose Company No. 3 has been re- 
organized. We now have six men on this company, and we 
believe two more should be added. 

We have had the horse hose carriage that was at the cen- 
ter house repaired and placed in the house of this company ; 
also had slight repairs and alterations made on building. 

We would recommend that a larger building be built in 
this section of the town as soon as possible, as this one is en- 
tirely too small. 

We have made very satisfactory arrangements for drawing 
this hose carriage with parties owning horses, and we believe, 
if the building were large enough, we could arrange to have a 
horse kept in the building all the time at no extra cost. The 
other buildings of the department are all in good condition. 

We would recommend that this department water the 
streets the same as last year under the supervision of the 
Highway Department. 

The past season we have worked three teams, two double 


and one single, about five months, beginning in June. 
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This year we hope to start two months earlier. 


We believe that some different method of subscribing for 


street-watering should be established. 


We recommend that the money received for watering 


streets be placed to the credit of the Fire Department.

TWENTY-FIRST ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


WINCHESTER WATER BOARD. 


The Water Board respectfully submits its annual report 
for the year ending Dec. 31, 1898. 

The change in our town By-Laws, closing the financial 
year December 31, instead of February 28, makes an appar- 
ent reduction in our water receipts for the past year. It is a 
source of relief as well as gratification to the Water Board 
that they are able to report that Winchester’s system of 
water supply is substantially completed. 

We will not, at this time, attempt to give a detailed his- 
tory of this work; it would take too much space; besides, 
from our annual reports and the deep interest that our citi- 
zens have taken in watching the progress of this work from 
year to year, we believe every one has familiarized himself 
with the details of this great enterprise. 

The work has exceeded, not a little, the first estimates of 
the engineers and of the expectations of our citizens, but 
when we comprehend the magnitude of the work and con- 
sider what we have for our money, the quantity and quality 
of the water obtained, and that it will flow by gravitation 
through our streets, the result will, we think, be appreciated 


and satisfactory to our citizens. 
165 
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The .Water Board is of the opinion that there is not in 
the Commonwealth a city or town that has so satisfactory a 
water supply as the town of Winchester, when we consider 
the cost of the enterprise. 

Our work the past year on the South Reservoir system 
has been principally in laying the leading main pipe from 
the dam to Symmes’ Corner. It was decided by the Board 
that this line of pipe should be cast iron, size twenty-four 
inches, from dam to Main Street, and sixteen inches to 
Symmes’ Corner. Bids were asked for from the principal 
manufacturers of cast-iron. water-pipe with the view of 
accepting the lowest possible bid. Estimates were received 
from several firms, resulting in our awarding the contract to 
the Howard Harrison Iron Company, of Bessemer, Alabama, 
they being the lowest bidders. We also asked for bids for 
the trench work, the town not having the necessary machin- 
ery and tools for doing so large and difficult a piece of work. 
Messrs. Rowe & Hall were the lowest bidders, and the con- 
tract was awarded to them. The Board decided that the 
work of laying the pipe should be done under their own 
immediate supervision. We gave to Mr. Joseph M. Mitten, 
who had been in the employ of the Water Board for two 
years, charge of this very important part of the work. He 
lived to complete the laying of this entire line of pipe, there 
only remaining (as mentioned elsewhere in this report) some 
finishing work to do. Mr. Mitten having recently passed 
away, the Board feels that a word of tribute should be paid 
to his memory. Mr. Mitten was a self-educated man. He 
possessed rare natural mechanical ability, which especially 
fitted him to take charge of the work necessary to complete 
the South Reservoir. He was honest and faithful in the dis- 
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charge of whatever work was assigned him to do. The 
Board was fortunate in being able to secure the services of 
a man whose good judgment and natural abilities so well 
fitted him for the position that he occupied. In his death 
the Water Department has met with a great loss. 

To finish the work it is neccessary to make connections 
with the street mains, to put in a sixteen-inch branch and 
hydrant opposite Mr. William Russell’s on Main Street, 
complete the stone protection around the gates and air valves, 
and to finish filling the trench over the pipe. 

The light rainfall during the last six months of 1893 has 
been perceptibly noticed in a fall of six feet two inches of 
water in the North Reservoir. January 1 the water was five 
feet nine inches below high water. 

The water in the South Reservoir on the first of July was 
twenty-two inches below high water. The loss by evapora- 
tion during the summer and fall months was about ten 
inches. This amount, with two inches additional, has been 
stored in the past two months, so that at the present time the 
water is twenty inches below high water. 

The North Reservoir has always been filled during the win- 
ter and spring months each year. There is not much doubt 
that the same result will be reached during the spring of this 
year. The South Reservoir, therefore, is likely to be full 
during the coming spring, and the Water Board is looking with 
no little interest to see the water pouring over the waste-way. 

The work of the Water Department for the ensuing year 
will be largely in putting in new street mains; there will be 
an unusual amount of this work required, which will et for 
a large appropriation for construction. 

Before the water from the South Reservoir can be used to 
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advantage, the Board would advise the laying of a sixteen- 
inch cast-iron main through Bacon Street from Symmes’ 
Corner to Church Street. This will enable the town to 
receive a full and free flow of water and make a complete 
circulation through the various streets of the town. 

Applications have already been made from corporations 
and individuals from various sections of the town for new 
street mains. The Board feels that most of these are just 
and should be granted. 

For details in the work of extension of street mains, put- 
ting in new services, repairing leaks, etc., for the past year, 
we refer you to the Superintendent’s report, and for water 
receipts, for the past ten months, to the report of the Water 
Registrar. 

At the close of the financial year of 1892, we had to the 
credit of the South Reservoir account, unexpended, $13,936.- 
49. At the annual town meeting in 1898, this sum was 
transferred to the construction account. Inasmuch as this 
amount would not be sufficient to construct the leading main 
from the South Reservoir to its connection with the street 
pipes of the town, it was thought best to borrow, for this 
purpose, the necessary amount of money on a term of years. 

In order to enable the Water Board to carry out this plan, 
they were authorized to negotiate Water Fund Bonds to the 
amount of $35,000, with interest not to exceed 4 per cent. 
It was thought, at this time, that this amount would be 
amply sufficient to complete this piece of work. As the 
work approached completion, it was found that more money 
would be needed to pay, in full, all outstanding bills; this 
fact was made known to a special town meeting held in 


November, and at this meeting the Selectmen were author- 
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ized to borrow temporarily the sum of $5,000, and it 
was also voted to transfer $1,000 from construction 
- account to South Reservoir account, making $6,000. Of 
this amount, we have, unexpended, $1,505.62, which, in the 
opinion of the Board, will be sufficient to complete the work 
required to introduce the water from this source into the town.

LEAKS. 


There have been six leaks on cement pipes, but only one 
caused by rust. The eight-inch main in the center of the town 
gave out, giving us considerable trouble for a short time, 
caused by a rust hole in the iron. We found the lining very 
thin in that place. This speaks well for cement pipe that 
was laid in 1874 and under the’ pressure of fifty-five pounds 
per square inch. All other leaks were from other causes : 
broken clamps, three; new work settling displaced joints, 


two; ten leaks on old service pipes, caused by rust. 
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REPLACING SERVICES. 


Thirty-six old services have been removed and replaced 


with cement-lined pipe. 


NEW SERVICES. 


Seventy-two new services have been put in in the past 
year, the largest number any one year since 1874, when we 


were constructing the work. 


WINDMILL. 


The windmill has been tested pretty well the last year. 
It has failed to overflow the little reservoir at any time in the 
year. There are now ninety-three water takers on the high 
service, five being added in the past year. The steam-pump 
has to assist once in every week this winter. You will see 
‘by report of 1891, when we had seventy-three services, the 
steam was not needed only for about five or six months of 
the year. Now, adding twenty services, the steam-pump is ° 
used once every week. We have pumped by steam the past 
year 3,265,000 gallons; the cost of pumping cannot very well 
be estimated, as we have to do it by half days and nights. 
Wood is used altogether as fuel. About fifty cords of wood 
now on hand for the present year. 

The water in the reservoir commenced to fall about June 
1, and gradually went down until it reached its lowest point, 
six feet two inches, December 15. Since then it has risen 
slowly, and at this date, January 1, it is five feet nine inches 
below high-water mark. ‘There has been no great trouble or 
complaints, as in some other years, about bad taste or odor in 
the water. It has been examined by the State Board of 
Health through the warm weather and found to be good. 
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The usual amount of care has’ been given to the shores of 


the reservoir to keep them clean and free from grass, weeds, 


and other matter.

The work of this Board for the past year has been one of 
both watchfulness and labor. _ 

Regular monthly meetings have been held on the last 
_ Friday of each month. It has also been necessary to call sev- 
eral special meetings, to inspect reported nuisances and local- 


ities suspected of being dangerous to the public health. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


During the first half of the year, especially, contagious 
diseases (more particularly measles) were very prevalent, the 
number of cases very large and confined to no particular 
locality. The epidemic was of a mild type, and no deaths 
were reported as being directly due to it. 

There has been less scarlet fever than in the previous 
year. Typhoid fever has increased, while the number of 
cases of diphtheria has been the same, as reference to the fol- 
lowing table will show. 
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We are not as yet thoroughly satisfied with the reporting 
of cases of contagious diseases, and would again respectfully 
ask the co-operation of the physicians and citizens, to aid the 
Board by immediately notifying it of any case of contagious 
disease, within their own or any other family, which has not 
been reported. 

The absence of a card on the house where the disease 
exists may be accepted as proof the Board of Health has not 


been notified that such a case exists. 


VACCINATION. 


At the present time smallpox exists’ to some extent in 
Boston and some of the surrounding towns. It is desirable 
that all means be used to protect our town. The Board noti- 
fied the School Committee to insist upon its teachers requiring 
every child to be vaccinated who had not been; also offered 
to vaccinate free all who could not afford to pay. 

In answer to this, the Board vaccinated eighty scholars, 
sixty-one of whom had never been vaccinated before. Some 
of these had passed through all but the High School. This 
shows a lack of attention on the part of the teachers, in view 
of the State law and of the appeals made year after year by 


this Board, and should never be permitted to occur again. 


dit 


The state law compels every child to be vaccinated before he 
or she can be admitted to school. It is the duty of the 
teachers to see proof of the vaccination, either by a certifi- 
cate or scar, before admitting a child to the school. 

The Board would earnestly recommend its citizens, espe- 
cially those who go daily to Boston and elsewhere, who have 
not been vaccinated for years, to accept this means of protec- 


tion and subject themselves to this slight annoyance. 


METROPOLITAN SEWER. 


Weare pleased to say that the Metropolitan sewer is about 
complete in Winchester, and we hope our local system of 
sewers will soon be commenced and that in the near future 
Winchester will be supplied with a complete system. 

This will do much to lessen zymotic diseases. It will also 
‘lessen and abate many cases of nuisances to which the atten- 
tion of this Board is so often called. 


INSPECTION OF PLUMBING. 


By Act of the Legislature, Chap. 477, Sec. VI., Acts of 
1893, the Board of Health is compelled to appoint an Inspec- 
tor of Plumbing. This will be done as soon as we have the 
appropriation to pay for the same. This act of legislation 
requires the town by ordinance or by-laws to prescribe rules 
and regulations relating to the material and work in all 
plumbing hereafter to be put in in the town. For the con- 
sideration of the town at its approaching annual meeting the 
Board of Health suggests the following by-laws. 
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PROPOSED BY-LAWS.

No pipes or fixtures for receiving, conveying, or holding 
waste water or sewage shall be placed in any building in the 
town of Winchester, or altered in their arrangements in such 
buildings, except in accordance with the rules of the Board 
of Health, and in accordance with plans which shall have 
been approved by the Inspector of Plumbing of said Winches- 
ter, and no plumbing work shall be done in said town, except 
the repair of leaks without a permit being first issued there- 
for by said Inspector. No sewer connection shall be made in 
said town, except in accordance with the rules of the Board © 
of Health, and in the presence of said Inspector, a permit 
having first been issued therefor by said Inspector. 


If. 


No plumbing supplies or materials which shall fail to meet 
the requirements and regulations adopted or which may here- 
after be adopted by the Board of Health shall be placed in 
or connected with any building in the town. - 


Lit. 


Every person who shall intend to place in any building in 
said town any pipes or other fixtures for receiving, convey- 
ing, or holding sewage or waste water, or to alter any such 
pipes or fixtures already existing, shall, before beginning said 
construction or alteration, submit to the Inspector of Plumb- 
ing a plan showing clearly the arrangement of pipes and fix- 
tures proposed and the materials to be used, designed by 
their ordinary trade names, and shall not begin said construc- 


tion or alteration until said plan has been approved by said 
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Inspector in writing and a permit has been issued to make 
said alteration or do said construction in accordance with said 
plan. After said pipes and fixtures are in position, but be- 
fore they are covered and concealed, said person to whom 
said permit was issued shall give notice to said Inspector 
that said pipes and fixtures are ready for inspection, and shall 
not cover or conceal the said pipes and fixtures until they 
have been inspected and approved by said Inspector, and a 
certificate issued to said person to that effect. Said person 
shall give to said Inspector such aid and information as he 


may reasonably require in making his inspection and tests. 


IV. 


The Inspector of Plumbing shall receive and pass upon all | 
plans and applications for permits, and shall keep a record of 
all such applications and his action thereon and of all plans 


which receive his approval. 


Vi 


Within a reasonable time after receiving notice that any 
papers or fixtures are ready for inspection, and before said 
pipes are covered and concealed from view, the Inspector shall 
examine said pipes and fixtures and shall determine whether 
they are of good and suitable materials, put together and 
attached in a good and workmanlike manner and in accord- 
ance with the approved plans and the rules of the Board of 
Health, and he shall make such tests as seem to him necessary 
or expedient in making said determination. If he shall find 
that said pipes and fixtures are not of good and suitable 
materials properly put together and attached, he shall make 
a record of the fact, specifying the defect or defects, and 
shall report said defect or defects to the Board of Health and 
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to the person to whom the permit was issued. If he shall 
find that said pipes and: fixtures are of good and suitable 
material properly put together and attached, he shall make a 
record of the fact and shall issue a certificate to that effect to 
the person to whom the permit was issued. He shall issue 
permits for sewer connections and shall be present when such 
connections are made and shall keep a record of all such con- 
nections. He may at any reasonable time inspect and test 
any pipes or fixtures for receiving, conveying, or holding 
sewage or waste water. He shall make monthly reports to 
the Board of Health, and shall render such other reasonable 


and appropriate service as the Board of Health may require. 


VI. 


Any person aggrieved by a decision of the Inspector of 
Plumbing shall have the right to appeal to the Board of 
Health, which Board may reverse any erroneous decision 
of said Inspector. 


COLLECTION OF GARBAGE. 


The present system for the collection of swill and garbage 
is not perfect, but far better than ever before. Very few 
complaints have been made during the year. 

It was our intention to present to the town a new plan, 
whereby it could collect its own garbage, but, owing to the 
depression in business and the primary outlay which this 
system would require, it was thought best to defer the mat- 
ter to some future meeting. 


THE WATER SUPPLY. 
Our water supply seems at present to be up to its usual 
standard, and we are greatly indebted for this to the untiring 
labor of our Water Board. 
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THE DEATH RATE. 


The deaths in the town fall a little below last year. We 
append a table showing causes, etc. We have also suggested 
to the Town Clerk that he omit from his report of deaths 
that part which states the particular disease of which each 
person died. » 

The Board does not consider that this information belongs 
to the public. It has been a source of great mortification to 
many to seein the Town Report the names of loved ones, fol-_ 
lowed by cause of death such as suicide, alcoholism, etc. 
This suggestion the Town Clerk had adopted. The Board 
appends a list of deaths and causes, which we hope will be 


more satisfactory. 
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; Total number of deaths, 94. 
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For the expenses of this department we refer you to the 
Auditors’ Report. We shall ask for an appropriation of one 
thousand dollars ($1,000) for the ensuing year, the increase 
over last year being necessary by our being compelled to 
appoint an Inspector of Plumbing.

CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS. 


Wildwood Cemetery is more beautiful every succeeding 
year. It has no wealth of statuary or stone work, and may 
not have for several decades. It is the burial place of a 
town, not of acity. It is unpretentious, but as yet is in its 
beginning. Its pure, dry soil, varied surface, sunny slopes 
looking toward lake and stream, mountain and town, its 
many trees, systematic subdivisions, and the studious and 
faithful attention and labor bestowed upon it make it an 
appropriate and grateful resting place for what is mortal of 
humanity. | 

The walks, lawns, and flowers have been given needed 
attention the past season. Newly sold lots each year increase 
the area that calls for work. In the last year and a half, a 
great deal of labor, costing over a thousand dollars, has been 
expended in grading a portion of the newer cemetery, and 
now about sixty-six new lots are ready for sale. About half 
of these new lots will be sold only upon a deposit being made 
by the purchaser of a fund to insure the permanent care of 
the lot. 

Throughout the past season, five workmen have been con- 


stantly employed, and at times other men with teams have 
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been called in to advance the new work and attend to the 
older grounds. 

It is the expectation of the Commissioners to lay new and 
larger water pipes in the coming season, for use in keeping 
fresh the lawns. The outlay for this purpose will be a very 
considerable sum. ‘To meet this improvement and the other 
necessary expenses of the coming year, the Commissioners 
recommend an appropriation, in addition to their unexpended 


balance, of $1,500.

WINCHESTER, MAss., Dec. 31, 1898. 


In November the friends of Michael J. Flaherty (Win- 
chester’s fire-bug) notified this Board they should petition 
the District Court to have him committed to the insane 
asylum. It necessitated our appearing several times at the 
hearing with an expert physician on insanity; result was, 
he was adjudged sane and committed for trial in February. 

We again employed Dr. M. A. Cummings to attend the 
sick under our care, the cost charged to general expense; a 
great many have received the benefit of his services under 
this arrangement whose names do not appear in the town 
book. 

We are of the unanimous opinion that it is for the interest 
of the town and especially for the interest of the poor that 
the Overseers choose their own physician, and that he should 
not be elected a member of the Board. 

We have endeavored to render assistance in such a manner 
as to enable applicants to retain their self-respect and at the 
same time to discourage pauperism. | 
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We believe aid should be given to families only who 
manifest a desire to become self-supporting. _ 

We have visited the unfortunates under our care in the 
insane asylum, and have also visited and carefully investi- 
gated all cases requiring or receiving relief, and the following 


shows our work for the year.

CARD CATALOGUE. 


The attention of our readers is again called.to the card 
catalogue, which is found in the case in the corner of the 
reading-room. As soon as new books are added to the Library, 
cards on which are written their titles and often abstracts of 
their subject-matter are added to this collection, so that one 
may at all times find in this catalogue a complete list of all 
the books in the Library. 
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READING-ROOM. 


It is painfully evident to all persons who are in the habit 
of using the reading-room that we have a reading-room in 
name only. Quiet, the prime essential of a room to be used 
for such a purpose as reading or study, is entirely lacking 
during a considerable portion of the time that the Library is 
open. As there are often twenty or thirty persons clustered 
about the Librarian’s desk, waiting to exchange books, the 
Trustees feel that under the present system it is quite im- 
possible to secure or expect such order and stillness as is re- 
quired for the comfort of those who are reading in various 
parts of the room. ‘The only remedy that suggests itself is 
to remove the reading tables to some other part of the build- 
ing. 

It is possible to use for this purpose the room now occupied 
by the Winchester Historical Society ; entrance could be 
secured by the construction of a winding staircase which 
~ would start from some point near the Librarian’s desk. 

A serious objection to this plan is that the Library and the 
reading-room would not be on the same floor, and the latter 
would not be under the eye of the Librarian, as is desirable 
in a Library which is no larger than ours. _ | 

In the opinion of the Trustees, a far better plan would be 
to use the room now occupied by the Board of Selectmen, if 
they could find suitable accommodations in some other 
portion of the building. It would seem that this room would 
answer every requirement for a reading-room, as it is well 
lighted, and by removing the partition it could easily be 
made a part of the present reading-room and yet would be so 
far removed from the Librarian’s desk as to secure necessary 


quiet. The Trustees do not make any recommendation at 
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the present time, but submit these suggestions to the-citizens 


of the town for their consideration and future action. 


REQUEST FOR BOOKS. 


The Trustees take. this opportunity of expressing their 
thanks to all who have assisted in the selection of new books, 
either by reading new books with a view to their purchase, 
or by making written requests for books which were known 
to be suitable to our needs. Itis the purpose of the Trustees 
to grant such requests inall cases when the amount of money 
on hand will warrant it and the desired book is of such a 


character as to interest a sufficient number of readers. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The Trustees are desirous of doing all in their power to 
increase the use of the Library among the teachers and 
pupils of the public schools, and for this purpose continue 
the privilege already granted to teachers of taking any 


desired number of books at one time from the Library. 


READERS OF MAGAZINES. 


It may not be known to all patrons of the Library that, in 
addition to the copies of magazines which are found on the 
tables in the reading-room, there are others which can be 


secured for home use at the Librarian’s desk. 


BRANCH LIBRARY. 


In order that all our citizens may enjoy the benefits 
arising from the use of the Library, the Trustees feel that it 
would be wise to establish a Branch Library in the parts of 


the town. which are remote from the center. Under this 
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system books are issued from the Library under the ordinary 
regulations, and carried once or twice a week to some store 
or house for distribution in the neighborhood. At the proper 
time the books are returned to the designated place, and 
then brought back to the Library to be exchanged. This 
plan has worked well in other places, and does not require a 
large outlay of money. If a sufficiently large number of 
new subscribers from any part of the town should desire a 
privilege of this sort, the Trustees would be Meee to try 
the experiment. 

The Trustees recommend that the sum of $1,600 and the 
amount that shall be received from the dog licenses be ap- 
propriated for the maintenance of the Library during the 
coming year. 

The term of office of Mr. Edwin N. tinea expires by 


limitation, and it will be necessary to choose his successor.

The Board has been organized as in previous years, with 
Mr. George 8. Littlefield as Chairman. Mr. Suter’s term 
will expire at the annual town meeting, when a member of 
the Board must be elected for three years. 

The year just closing has seen no marked changes in school 
life that seem to call for special report. In general, it has 
been a year of prosperity and good work. 

The changes in the teaching force have not been many, 
though in this connection the Committee wishes to record its 
appreciation of the long and faithful services of Miss Kate A. 
White, who has been granted leave of absence, because of 
ill-health. Her place at the Highland has been filled by 
Miss Mary E. Patten. Miss Parsons has had the sympathy 
of the community in her long illness, and has been much 
missed at the High School, where she has served for seven- 
teen years. The new primary teachers are Miss Bertha W. 
Tidd at the Wyman, Miss Anna C. Belcher at the Gifford, 
and Miss Minnie Mulligan at the Chapin. 
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COURSE OF STUDY. 


The grammar course has been naturally the center of in- 
terest in school affairs. This interest is shown, not only by 
the teachers who are called upon to teach the new studies 
and by the scholars concerned ; not only by the large number 
of intelligent citizens in Winchester who are watching the 
progress of the work, but by educators and committees every- 
where. Many copies of our School Reports have been sent, 
upon request, and the Superintendent has had many calls to 
speak of the workings of the Winchester plan. Most of these 
his careful attention to the development of the work here 
has obliged him to decline, but he has had opportunity to 
address the New Hampshire State Association and the Boston 
School- Masters. | 

No one can know better than the Committee and workers 
here the difficulties presented in the effort to carry out the 
plan. There are unforeseen problems that arise and partial 
or mistaken efforts to be corrected, but another year’s ex- 
perience has amply justified the broad-minded policy that the 
town has adopted, and in every particular,— the kindergarten, 
the industrial work, the enriched programme,— this policy is 
pursued by your Committee with an ever-increasing apprecia- 
tion of its value and good results, and with the determination 


to press forward its larger development as rapidly as possible. 


THE KINDERGARTEN. 


The kindergarten, long acknowledged by the most ad- 
vanced educators as the foundation in principle of true 
education, has now not only the endorsement of adoption in 
many places, but the official sanction of the State Board. 

No one who has watched the introduction of the work 
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here in the present year can fail to appreciate its importance 
or to wish for its extension. The available kindergarten 
population of the town ascertained by census is one hundred 
and twenty-five. There have been in attendance at the 
Rumford kindergarten about thirty-five. Three schools 
would accommodate the whole number, or possibly two 
could be arranged to cover the whole town. 

The kindergarten at the Rumford has been taught by Miss 
Flora E. Lessey, a graduate of a training class. Miss Alice 
Jeeves, of Winchester, has acted as general assistant. 

While the Committee believes that the system should be 
extended to the whole town as soon as possible, the question. 
of the next step in this extension is so involved in questions. 
of location in the rooms now at the town’s disposal, and in 
questions that concern the distribution of other erades, etc., 
that the matter is left for future decision. The town may 
rest assured that in the coming year, if possible, some en- 
largement of the present work will be begun. Another year 
request for further definite appropriation may be expected. 


SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


The nature of the growth of the town and the relations of 
its different sections indicate with tolerable clearness the 
next steps that will become necessary in the matter of in- 
creased accommodation. 

These are three in number, viz., the enlarging of the high 
school, the replacing of the Wadleigh by a larger and more 
substantial building, and the erection of a more suitable 
building at the north end of the town. ‘The most pressing 
problem at present isgthe high school. There will enter 


next year about ninety scholars, and twenty-five or thirty 


eo 
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will graduate, making a membership of one hundred and fifty, 
at least. There are in the large general schoolroom ninety 
seats, and in each of the four remaining rooms twenty-eight 
Seats. 

It will be seen that, not only for general exercises, but for 
recitation purposes, the schoolhouse will be inadequate, under 
any imaginable plan. While the classes entering in years 
immediately to follow will not be quite as large, the enlarged 
_ high school membership of 1894-1895 will become practi- 
cally a permanent item. 

The question of a new Wadleigh schoolhouse has already 
been considered, and a special committee reports at the next 
annual town meeting. In the opinion of the School Com- 
mittee, this building should now be considered permanently 
established for the eighth and ninth grades, and for these 
alone, except that the structure should contain rooms for the 
manual training classes which are derived from these grades, 
and should also have accommodation for a kindergarten for 
the central sections of the town. <A building should be 
planned that will allow of extension for growing needs, until 
an eight-room building or even a larger building is finally 
constructed. The present building is, perhaps, the most 
unsatisfactory in town, badly planned and poorly ventilated, 
and incapable of further improvement. 

The north part of the town, if the growth is as promised, 
must ultimately have a proper building. The present Wash- 
ington school is our last relic of the district schoolhouse 
type, and, with its cylinder stove and other primitive features, 
can soon be dispensed with, with advantage to the health and 
comfort of its occupants. It seems to the Committee that 
this process of enlargement will be most economically met 


213 


by the town in a gradual way, and it recommends as a first 


step the extension of the high school building. 


ART IN THE SCHOOLROOM. 


As reported last year, Mr. Henry C. Holt made an offer to 
adorn certain schoolrooms with photographs of works of art 
and reproductions in plaster, raising the necessary funds by 
private subscription. The Committee gladly endorses this 
method of instruction, and wishes it might be introduced - 
in all our buildings. Pecuniary endorsement it is not able 
to give. All that has been done so far is to be seen at the 
Rumford, where there is a room to which the attention of the 
citizens is called, which may serve as a model schoolroom in 
this particular. 

The educational influence of a worthy interior, with objects 
of beauty always before the eye, cannot be over-estimated. 


It is a constant teacher of beauty of character. 


ECONOMY AND SCHOOL EXTENSION. 


The Committee is fully aware of the expenses which the 
town is to be called upon to bear in relation to the sewer, 
and other improvements, and is appreciative of the need of 
the strictest economy in the conduct of the town’s business, 
if its welfare and that of its individual citizens is to be con- 
sidered. — 

But the Committee is also aware, as the large body of citi- 
zens cannot be, of the losses to the schools and so to the 
town which derive from continued efforts to restrict school 
appropriations. The Committee, so far from being extrava- 


gant, has been scrupulous in retrenching in every possible 
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way, and where a deficit has occurred in recent years it has 
been because the close appropriation asked for by the Com- 
mittee has been reduced by the town; and further cutting of 
expenses has been in the year’s course demonstrated impos- 
sible. | 

The high grade of work being done in our schools impera- 
tively demands gradual increase of expenditure for salaries, 
for industrial appliances, and for supplies, not in books merely, 
but in such material as the sciences ought to have at hand to 
use. The development of our educational system upon the 
advanced lines that have been marked out by us does not 
call for any extravagant outlay, but does demand a steady 
increase of resources for its perfecting. The educational 
processes in this town are being watched with keen in- 
terest. They are being carried forward with insight and 
skill and with indefatigable energy by Superintendent and 
teachers. 

They ought not in any way to be hampered by an injudi- 
cious parsimony, miscalled economy. The returns will more 
than justify the outlay, and these returns are not only a more 
highly educated and so a richer community, but the more im- 
mediate and tangible returns that come from tax payers 


that seek a town whose schools are of the best. 


FINANCIAL. 


The items of receipts and expenditures will be found in 
the Auditors’ Report. 

The appropriation for the ensuing year should be $25,000, 
a slight increase over last year. ‘This includes estimated ex-

ATTENDANCE. 


The average attendance for the year thus far has been 
better than for the same period last year; also the per cent. 
of attendance, on account of less interruptions for repairs and 
less sickness, both matters of congratulation. Fewer cases 
of truancy have been reported, anc it is believed an impor- 
tant gain has been made in this direction. The work of the 
officers is of more value to the town than their hardly munifi- 
cent salary would argue. 


CHANGES. 


Five new teachers have been added to the list, and four 
changes made. 
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In the High, Wadleigh, Rumford, and Washington, none. 

In the Chapin, on account of the resignation of Miss 
Sweeney, Miss Hevey was promoted to grades two and three ; 
and Miss Minnie Mulligan, a graduate of our high school, 
and of the Framingham State Normal, was appointed to 
grade one, and is doing excellent work. 

In the Highland, on account of serious sickness, Miss 
White was obliged to take a rest, after long and faithful 
service, and was granted leave of absence by the Board. 
Miss Patten was transferred from the Gifford to the High- 
land, and is successfully doing the work of the fourth and 
fiftsh grades. | 

in tbe Gifford Miss Walker was promoted in September to 
the fifth ..od sixth grades; Miss Johnson to the third and 
fourth gradves > and Miss Anna C. Belcher was appointed to 
the first and cond grades, and is doing excellent work. 

In the Wyinas, on account of the resignation of Miss 
Coleman, Miss ertha W. Tidd, a graduate of the Woburn 
schools, was appointed to the first grade of the Wyman, and 
is doing satisfactory work. | 

In the Rumford, the kindergarten was put in charge of 
Miss Flora E. Lessey, a oraduate of the Boston Kindergarten 
Training School, anc, |‘ is hoped, has convinced all who have 
witnessed her work that the kindergarten has an important 
mission, of which more further on in this report. 

But slight complaint as been made of ventilation and 
heating of the schoolhouses. 

There seems to be no good reason why any trouble should 
be found in heating all the buildings, except, perhaps, in the 
very coldest weather, when the best heated buildings will 


prove inadequate for our climate. 
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But the ventilation of the Wadleigh and other conditions of 
the building could undoubtedly be improved, and I believe 
are now under consideration by a competent Committee. 

Some provision will have to be made for the increasing 
number of pupils in the high school; if not this year, surely 
next year. The work would be done under many disadvan- 
tages if a school of one hundred and fifty or one hundred 
and sixty, as seems probable to be the case, is placed in the 
present building next September. 


INSTRUCTION, 


The work in all grades during the past year has been very 
satisfactory, a few interruptions in classes by absence of the 
regular teachers excepted. 

Of the regular work I need not say more than that it has 
been of its usual excellence. 

As to the special work that has brought some distinction 
to the Winchester schools,— the work of the grammar schools 
in geometry, algebra, French, and Latin,— there is somewhat 
to be said. While special mention is made of these, it must 
not be supposed that excellent work in the so-called common 
branches is held of less importance or receives less considera- 
tion by the Superintendent or by the Committee. 

The work in geometry of the sixth and seventh grades 
has been improved in method and results, and still greater 
progress is in view. ‘The lessons have been made more 
definite, and the pupils take great interest in the study. 

In algebra, the master reports the ninth grade as being as 
far advanced in December as the previous class was in June, 
which shows marked improvement in this branch. ‘The 


teachers of the eighth grade report that not less work was 
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done by the class in arithmetic than formerly, or that the 
pupils did not learn less. 

In the eighth grade of eighty in September about thirty 
elected Latin and recite to Miss Marston, and about the 
same number elected French and recite to Miss Stott. That 
is, the Latin class is in one room with a few who do not take 
an elective, and the French class with a: few more who do 
not take an elective in the other room. There is no moving 
from room to room by teacher or pupil.’ Excellent work is 
being done by both classes. The instruction is thorough, and 
the pupils are interested in the work. 

In the ninth grade the classes are fuller, forty-eight in a 
room, and yet time seems to be found fora fair amount of 
physics and natural history, in addition to more algebra than 
heretofore. The French class in Miss Hanson’s room and the 
Latin in the master’s room, Mr. Tyzzer’s, are doing faithful 
and critical work, and more of it than at any previous time. 

From frequent inspection and incidental reports of teachers 
and pupils, my firm conviction is that the work of the school 
is of a higher order and more profitable to the pupil and 
agreeable to the teacher than the work of the grammar 
school under “the machine system.” 

The plan, or course of study, seems to meet the almost 
universal commendation of citizens, as only slight, if any, 
intelligent opposition has been heard against it, which brings 
me to a matter I desire to notice in this report. 

In the Winchester Star, October 21, appeared the following 


letter, which deserves more than a passing notice. 


HIGH PRAISE FOR OUR SCHOOLS. 


« The following extracts that we have been allowed to make 
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from a private letter, will be of interest to the citizens of 
Winchester. Dr. Jerome Allen, Dean of the Faculty of 
Pedagogy, University of City of New York, has written much 
upon educational subjects, is a well-known teacher of peda- 
gogics and educational history, and so his opinion is of more 
than ordinary value. Writing to a friend in Boston, he 
says : — : 
New York, Oct. 1, 1898. 


My Dear Friend Miller. Yours of September 23 was re- 
ceived and read with interest. You know a good thing 
when you see it, else you would not have sent me the report 
of Dr. Hunt. It is first rate, and I am glad you know it. 
The school superintendents of our country would do well to 
study the Winchester plan, or, I should say, the Winchester 
application of a plan of educating according to the ideas of 
the best students of education alive and dead. 

Dr. Hunt is right in advocating that the kindergarten be 
made a part of the public school system, but if Winchester 
is a large place he should have several, say four, instead of 
one. Bangor, Me., is moving in this direction with great 
wisdom. ‘This brings me to the best feature of this report, 
viz., it shows that the people of Winchester have been edu- 
cated. By whom I know not; maybe by Dr. Hunt. But, 
at all events, they are educated beyond most towns of the 
Bay or any other State. God speed the day when such a 
town as Winchester will not be an exception, but the rule! 
This time is coming, and rapidly, too. No indication of — 
advancing civilization is more, cheering than this education 
test. It tells the grade of intelligence lived in more than 
any other. Winchester occupies a high grade, and this © 
report shows it. It could not be possible unless the people 
had been lifted. 

I sincerely thank you for this thought of yours in sending 
this report. Affectionately yours,

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«This is high praise from a high source, and the more 
valuable because indirect and unsolicited.” 


Cordially appreciating the commendations of Dr. Allen, of 
all the greater value because not intended for the public, 
the interest of truth demands a statement of facts as under- 
stood by myself. 

The people of Winchester have not been recently educated 
up to the high plane on which he very correctly places them. 
They are the same intelligent, cultured people in educational 
matters they were seven years ago, when my work with the 
schools began. 

The previous wise administration of school affairs by com- 
mittees, superintendents, and teachers had made it possible to 
make important changes, with reasonable prospect of success. 

The changes were made by the present Board, and the re- 
sults have received the attention and approval of the most 
competent judges. 

It is important to analyze the forces contributing to this 
success, for it is not an easy matter to overthrow the 
machine methods of the graded system, as it exists elsewhere. 

1. By far the most potent element of success is the 
wisdom of the people in selecting and continuing in. the 
office of Committee men eminently fitted by education and 
culture for the position; men familiar and in full sympathy 
with the best educational thought of the times. Without 
this condition, little or no progress can be made. 

2. <A corps of teachers, in full sympathy with the plan of 
the School Board, and who believe, by consultation and 
friendly discussion, they can continue to improve the char- 
acter of their work. We have such a corps of teachers in 
Winchester. 
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3. An executive officer of the Board who can attend to many 
details of school work for which the Committee have not 
time, but which are of much importance, so long as new 
positions and new teachers are constantly required. 

Having believed in a change of programme for more 
than twenty-five years, it has been the greatest pleasure 
of my professional life to co-operate with the teachers in 
carrying forward the plan of instruction adopted by the 
Board. | 

If a teacher really has a mission for the work, it can easily 
be proved in the Winchester schools, untrammelled as they 
are by petty directions, and demands of impossible attain- 
ment, supposed to be possible by complicated systems of 
marking and promoting pupils. The success of the plan has 
been much influenced by the great freedom granted by the 
Board in the execution of its wishes. 

In the education and uplifting of the people, truth requires 
notice to be taken of the association of ladies known as 
“The Fortnightly,’ to whom too much credit cannot be 
given for valuable suggestion and co-operation in all school 
work, more especially on the manual training side, in which 
they certainly were the pioneers. ‘The influence of such an 
association of intelligent ladies in moulding public opinion 
can hardly be over-estimated. These ladies have done and 


can do much to support 


THE KINDERGARTEN. 


The Committee were fortunate in securing the services of 
Miss Lessey to conduct the kindergarten in the Rumford 
building. It is hoped many more citizens than have already 
done so will witness the work. No money can more profit- 
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ably be expended upon the child’s education than in the 
kindergarten, even if he graduates at the university. It is 
not necessary to speak of the many gentle methods by which 
the child is prepared, by right development of all its faculties, 
for the regular work of the primary school; that must be seen 
to be fully appreciated. But a concrete example of one 
phase of the work will admirably illustrate its educational 
methods. 

I remarked to a six-year-old child, «« Next Monday will be 
New Year’s, and we. shall begin then a ‘¢ Happy New Year,’ ” 
and the child immediately asked me “if Santa Claus would 
bring him any more presents?’’ That was the usual education 
of the gift-making season... He had not been to the kinder- 
garten. 

What a different education the kindergarten gives! On 
Christmas morning there was a happy group of children with 
their teacher, Miss Lessey, and her valuable assistant, Miss 
Jeeves. On the table were spread out all the little simple 
gifts, designs in worsted on punctured cardboard, and other 
material, made by their own little fingers, for father or mother, 
brother or sister, and a happier group one could not find. 
Not a thought of what anybody was to give them; they were 
to do the giving, and one would be led to believe, seeing 
their perfect happiness, surely “it is more blessed to give 
than to receive.” And such an education, seemingly a trifle, 
may have, does: have a most important bearing upon the 
child’s future happiness and success in life and his ability to 
make others happy around him. 

If accommodations can be obtained in the neighborhood, 
another kindergarten in the Chapin district would be a most 


important addition to our school system. 
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PENMANSHIP, DRAWING, AND MUSIC. 


Marked improvement has been noticed in several schools | 
in teaching penmanship. 

In drawing, a new departure has been taken by the Board, 
and it is believed to be a wise one. Drawing has been made 
elective in the high school. After nine years’ drill in the 
lower grades, both pupil and teacher should be able to de- 
termine whether it would be profitable to continue the study 
further. 

After a trial of two months only, the teacher of drawing 
reports a greater interest in the work and better execution. 
This was to be expected — work of a higher grade being 
possible for those having special taste and skill for it. For 
progress made in music, reference is made to the special re- 


port of the music teacher, Mrs. Bailey. 


COOKING, AND CARPENTRY, AND SEWING. 


Much better work has been done both in cooking and 
carpentry than before. 

The interest of the young feaice of the eighth and ninth 
grade and one high school class was very gratifying to the 
Board. In an economic and sanitary point of view, the cook- 
ing-school should hold the first rank. 

The popularity of this department in no way diminishes, 
and it is carried on with comparatively little expense. 

A great improvement was made in the carpentry work, 
the instruction being directed more to care of tools and to 
handling them properly, in sawing, mortising, and planing, 
rather than to the making of things of trifling value. A very 


creditable exhibition of the work in sewing and carpentry 
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was made in the Town Hall, in connection with a remarkably 
‘fine exhibition of costly laces and needlework by the ladies 
of Winchester. : 
To carry sewing into the next grade, and teach the most 
approved methods of cutting and fitting, will involve an ad- 
ditional expense of, say, fifty dollars, but that is a small 
item, when one considers the useful knowledge to be gained 
thereby by those who have become quite proficient in sewing 


by five years’ practice in school. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


No changes have been made in the corps of instruction, 
and the work has been carried forward’ with its usual 
thoroughness. ; f 

To the great regret of the Board, Miss Parsons was obliged 
to relinquish her work for a time, on account of sickness, 
during the last two months, but hopes to take her classes 
again at an early day. With this misfortune to the school 
excepted, the work has been uninterrupted. 

The total enrolment for the year has been 103. Number 


of graduates : —

Fifteen recitations a week making a course. 


It is prcbable that*the school will number 150 or 160 in 
September, and what to do with them is an important 
problem. ! 

The graduating exercises were, as usual, of a simple, sub-

Since a class of only about one hundred entered the first 
primary grades ten years ago, the class of at least ninety to 
enter next year shows that about 85 or 90 per cent. of the 
pupils of Winchester go beyond the grammar school this 
year in their education, which is a very high per cent. An 


estimate for the past seven years is about 60 per cent. 
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IN CONCLUSION. 


We have no national system of schools; we do have a 
State system of schools, but we have neither a national nor 
a State system of instruction. 

Rather, we have as many systems of instruction or educa- 
tion as there are superintendents or cities and towns. The 
citizens of Winchester may well feel satisfied with the prog- 
ress of her schools, the enlightened policy of her School 
Board, and the faithful performance of their duties by her 
teachers. 

From the interest shown by pupils in school work, unmind- 
ful of rank, and per cent., and punctuality of attendance, 
Winchester has done much to show that overwork was not 
the trouble under the old programme ; it was something much 
worse — it was ennui. The pupils wanted something better 
to do.

Dr. E. Hunt, SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


Dear Sir. — In reply to your request for a report of the 
work in drawing, I would say that the results of the primary 
grades have been very satisfactory ; yet I think we may hope 
for greater progress during the coming year, owing to use 
of the individual sets of models, which we have not had 
until now. It is of course much easier to teach the child 
the facts of form if he himself has the form to look at and 
handle, instead of being obliged to depend upon the teacher’s 
model. 

The work of the grammar grades continues good, partic- 
ularly the model drawing. By the use of the glass slate, 
the pupils are rapidly becoming able to see and therefore able 
to draw, for correct drawing means correct seeing. Thus 
far the work in model drawing has consisted largely of the 
drawing of objects such as the cube, prism, cylinder, etc., 
it seeming best to devote the time in the first part of the 
work to drawing alone, for the study of these simple forms 
involves no difficult accenting; but it is thought that this 
year they will be able to draw, not merely groups of these 
simple solids, but also common objects, such as vases, teapots, 
pails, baskets, ete., which are far more difficult to accent 
than the models mentioned, The pupils have also taken 
great interest in the botanical drawing, and have shown by 
this work that their practice ia model-drawing has enabled 
them to draw in other directions. 

The classes in the High School have done some very good 
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work, but it is hoped that this year they will be ready for 
more light and shade work and drawing of a more advanced 
nature. Since the committee has made the drawing here 
elective, there is greater opportunity for better work, the 
classes being smaller and composed only of those who like 
drawing. There are about forty who have elected the study, 
and it is our intention in the freehand work to have them 
advance as rapidly as they are able, rather than attempt to 
keep them all doing the same thing. Of course, much more 
would be done if we had a room specially fitted for the 
drawing, as there are many difficulties in the way of doing 
advanced work in the regular classroom. 

Since the drawing has been made elective in the high, 
it has been possible for me to give more time to teaching in 
the lower grammar grades, whose work in this subject has 
been carried on almost entirely by the regular teachers, with 
such assistance as I have been able to give by teachers’ 
meetings and occasional visits. These teachers and also all 
the othéts have worked faithfully and well. 

It is mly.intention soon to hold a series of meetings for the 
purpose of ‘ihstructing the teachers in’ practical freehand 
drawing. Ido not mean by this to say that our teachers 
are not well grounded in this branch, but simply that, no 
matter how well they or any of us may do, it is possible for 
us all to do better, and we should not remain content with 
the past. The teacher who can draw is the teacher whose 
pupils always do the best work. Several such meetings 
were held last year, and they will soon be resumed.

REPORT 


OF THE 


COMMITTEE ON, SEWERS. 


The Committee on Sewers hereby submit their Second 
Annual Report : — 

At the last annual town meeting it was voted, ‘ That 
D. W. Pratt, H.-C. Miller, and F. V. Wooster be a Com- 
mittee to consider and report a system of sewerage for the 
town in connection with the Metropolitan sewer, with author- 
ity to make surveys and plans, procure estimates of costs, and 
consider the question of betterment assessments, and that the 
sum of $1,000 be raised by taxation and appropriated for the 
use of this Committee, to be charged to Metropolitan Sewer 
account.” 

As required by the above vote, your Committee has en- 
deavored to carry out the wishes of the town. 

We at once entered upon our work and proceeded to 
obtain the elevations of the streets. 

In order to determine outlets for certain sections of the 
town sewers, and to procure the information required to enable 
us to thoroughly study the problem of a sewerage system, 
certain surveys across private property were also obtained. 

It was important that the above information be acquired as 
speedily as possible, for the Metropolitan sewer was being con- 
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structed in several parts of the town, and, in order to avoid 


future expense, the location, size, and elevation of the various 


branches for connection with the Winchester sewers had to 


be determined. 


Your Committee has caused thirty-seven of these inlet 


places to be built into the Metropolitan sewer, and, in order 


that their location, size, and elevation may be a part of the 


town records, we hereby report the same : —

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Early in our investigations, our conclusions of last year 
(relative to the utility of the old Mystic Valley sewer as a 
suitable outlet for our local system of sewers) were still fur- 
ther confirmed, and, had Winchester to depend upon that old 
sewer as an outlet for its sewers, it is now safe to state that 
we could not have had an adequate gravity sewerage system. 
Fortunately, however, since our last report the Metropolitan 
Sewerage Commission has granted our request and has been 
constructing the new sewer through the town. 

~ When that sewer shall be completed we shall have, approxi- 
mately, the following length of State sewer within the town 


limits : — 
New Metropolitan Sewer, Section No. 44, 5,600 ft. 
New Metropolitan Sewer, Section No. 444, 3,860 ft. 
New Metropolitan Sewer, Section No. 45, 6,600 ft. 
New Metropolitan Sewer, Section No. 46, 900 ft. 
New Metropolitan Sewer, Cummingsville 

Branch, 4,500 ft. 
Old Mystic Valley Sewer, 12,540. ft. 


Making a total of about 84,000 ft., or nearly 64 miles. 


The advantage, owing to our location, of having the State 
construct the main trunk sewers through Winchester, in 
order to reach other places beyond, is of great assistance in 
the solution of our sewerage problem. 

For if (as in those cities and towns which are located at 
the upper end of the Metropolitan system) the State had con- 
structed the sewer only to our town line, we would have had 
to construct these trunk lines (of smaller dimensions) at our 
own expense. Nevertheless, the solution of our own problem 


has not been an altogether easy one. 
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On account of the numerous water courses and the irregu- 
larity of the surface of the town, the designing of our sewer- 
age system has been somewhat difficult. 

Also, in the layout of many of the streets of the town 
apparently the question of a future sewerage system never 
was considered. Take, for illustration, such streets as Oak 
Street, which midway between intersecting streets has a de- 
pression of about seventeen feet from its elevation ‘at said 
intersections. Again, streets like Shamrock, Lake Avenue, 
Nelson, and Cedar streets, which, at their lower ends near the 
pond, are about twenty feet below the elevation of intersect- 
ing streets. 

By reference to the plan herewith submitted, it will be 
seen that, in order to sewer these sections, the conditions 
require intercepting sewers through private lands. 

The above-mentioned streets are merely quoted as illustra- 
tions, and are by no means the only streets which have caused 
the designing of sewers across private lands, and the Com- 
mittee, with the engineers, have spent much time and 
thought of how best to overcome the many difficulties. 

It is the opinion of the Committee that in some cases where 
it is desirable to cross private land the town could advan- 
tageously lay out streets, and in other cases merely obtain 
suitable rights of way for sewer purposes. 

We would respectfully call the attention of the town to 
the necessity of obtaining suitable rights of way for outfall 
sewers and drains in all new streets presented for acceptance, 
for, without this permission is acquired, the town will have 
to purchase rights of way across private lands, and thus 
unnecessarily largely increase the cost of our sewers. 

We regret to have to report that in many of the streets 
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now being constructed near Washington street, the “« grades ii 
and the proper outfall of sewers and drains for said streets 
appear to have been entirely lost sight of. Some of these 
streets, commencing at the high land at Washington Street, 
and terminating independently at the low land near the rail- 
road, have no intersecting streets near their lower ends in 
which to lay a sewer or drain, and the only practical way to 
provide for the outfall of the sewers in said streets is to 
either run a sewer along the railroad or through private 
lands. Pile 

In order to build the proposed system of sewers, the 
present elevations of our streets will not, for the most part, 
have to be changed. ‘There are, however, two places where 
for short distances the grade of the streets should be raised, 
viz : — 

Nelson Street, near the pond, should be raised about four 
feet, and a small section on Cambridge Street, near Mystic 
Lake, should also be raised about three feet. 

While it was necessary to obtain the elevations of all of 
the streets of the town and on certain private lands, in order 
to determine so far as we could the probable location, size, 
elevation, and direction of flow of future sewers, we have 
not thought it advisable to design a complete system of 
sewers for the town. For as to just what lines the future 
development of certain sections of our town may take is 
purely speculative, and would at the present time preclude 
the designing of said sewers. 

The building of new streets very often immediately 
changes the entire arrangement, and, in fact, since the Com- 
mittee has entered upon its work, our system has had to 
be modified for said causes. 
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The elevations we have obtained have all been plotted, 
and the resulting profiles will be of assistance to other 
departments of the town, as well as to the Sewer Department. 

With this we submit a plan of the town and a portion of 
our proposed sewerage system. Doubtless, upon its con- 
struction some slight modifications may be found desirable, 


but in the main we believe it to be satisfactory. 


ASSESSMENT BETTERMENTS. 


In the matter of making sewer assessments there are 
several methods, any of which may be adopted. 

1st. By Section 4, Chapter 50, of the Public Statutes as 
follows : 

«« Every person who enters his particular drain into such 
main drain or common sewer, or who by more remote means 
receives benefit thereby for draining his cellar or land, shall 
pay to the city or town a proportional part of the charge of 
making and repairing the same, and of the charge not 
already assessed, of making and repairing other main drains 
and common sewers through which the same discharges, to 
be ascertained, and assessed, and certified by the Mayor and 
Aldermen, or Selectmen, and notice thereof shall be given 
to the party to be charged, or to his tenant or lessee.” 

2d. By Section 7 of the same chapter. 

Srot. 7. The city council of a city or the legal voters of 
a town may adopt a system of sewerage for a part or the 
whole of its territory, and may provide that assessments 
under Section 4 shall be made upon owners of estates 
within such territory by a fixed uniform rate, based upon 
the estimated average cost of all the sewers therein, according 


to the frontage of such estates on any street or way where 
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a sewer is constructed, or according to the area of such 
estates within a fixed depth from such street or way, or 
according to both such frontage and area; but no assessment 
in respect to any such estate which by reason of its grade 
or level, or for any other cause, cannot be drained into such 
sewer, shall be made, certified, or notified until such inca- 
pacity is removed. 

3d. By Section 8 of the same chapter. 

Sror. 8. The Mayor and Aldermen of any city except 
Boston, or a town in which main drains or common sewers 
are laid under the provisions of Sections 1, 2, and 83, 
may by vote determine that, instead of paying an assessment 
under Section 4, every person who uses such main drains 
or common sewers in any manner shall pay for the permanent 
privilege to his estate such reasonable sum as the Mayor and 
Aldermen, or the Selectmen, or Road Commissioners shall 
determine. 

4th. By Section 1 of Chapter 245. 

Sxot. 1. The city counsel of any city except Boston, or 
a town in which common sewers are laid under the provi- 
sions of Sections 1, 2, and 8 of Chapter 50 of the 
Public Statutes, or a system of sewerage is adopted under 
the provisions of Section 7 of said chapter, may by vote 
establish just and equitable annual charges or rents for the 
use of such sewers, to be paid by every person who enters 
his particular sewer into the common sewer, and may change 
the same from time to time. Such charges shall constitute 
a lien upon the real estate using such common sewer, to be 
collected in the same manner as taxes upon real estate, or 
in an action of contract in the name of such city or town. 


Sums of money so received may be applied to the payment 
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of the cost of maintenance and repairs of such sewers or of 
any debt contracted for sewer purposes. 

Sth. . By special act of the Legislature. 

By the first method only those who voluntarily, or by 
compulsion of the Board of Health, make use of the sewers 
may be assessed and nearly all vacant land would be 
exempt. ) 

The adoption of this method by other cities and towns 
has, in the past, led toa great deal of litigation, which should, 
if possible, be avoided. 

After a trial of many years, owing to the unsatisfactory 
working of this plan, there came the demand for a better 
one and the enactment of Section 7. 

This second plan of assessment, after thorough and careful 
consideration, has been adopted in Brookline and Newton, 
and has proved more satisfactory than any previous arrange- 
ment. 

The third method given in Section 8 is simply an alterna- 
tive for the plan mentioned in Section 4, and is subject to 
the same objection. The fourth plan given in Section 1 
Chapter 245, would be an experimental one, as fewif any of 
the cities and towns of the State have yet given it a trial. 

In the present case there seems to be no need of any 
— special act by the General Court. 

In view of the foregoing, your Committee would recom- 
mend the adoption of the second method, as given in Section 
7, Chapter 50, of the Public Statutes. 

And your Committee would further recommend that the 
town pay one half the cost of construction of the common 
sewers of the town, and that the abutters pay the remaining 
one half, to be assessed in part according to frontage, and 
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balance according to area of estates, for a distance of 180 
feet from the street line. 


ESTIMATED COST OF THE SEWERS. 


The following table shows the estimated cost of the pro- 
posed sewers in the places named and, so far as we were able, 
their location, whether in public or private ways. It is not 
claimed that this classification of public and private ways is 
strictly correct, as we had not the data at hand from which 
to make such distinction. 

No estimate has been made on “land damages” due to 
crossing private land. It is believed that the estimated cost. 
of the construction of the sewers is ample and will more 
than cover their actual cost. 
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- The Committee has been informed by the Chief Engineer 
of the Metropolitan Sewerage Commission that the Metro- 
politan sewer will probably be ready for use next fall. 

The town is now making annual payments to the State as 
its share towards: the cost of constructing and maintaining 
_the Metropolitan sewer, and in order to receive any returns 
for these expenditures we should at once proceed to use this 
sewer. ; 

The low prices of materials and labor and the low rates 
at which our bonds can be placed would seem to indicate 
the present as an economical time in which to build our 
sewers. 

Your Committee feels that it is entirely unnecessary to 
call the attention of the town to the benefits to be derived 
from a good sewerage system. 

The needs of the town in that direction have for many 
years been the theme of the annual reports of our Board of 
Health, and, we believe, is now generally admitted by all. 

If we are to keep pace with our progressive neighbors, who 
have already taken steps to at once build their sewers, we 
must now commence upon our own system, and this Com- 
mittee advises that the town take immediate action in this 
matter and proceed to construct a portion of our sewerage 


system.

REPORT 


OF 


COMMON AND TREE COMMITTEES. 


Your Committee has no extended report to make, as the 
items of expense are to be found in the Auditors’ Report. 
We were obliged to replace the pipe leading to the fountain, 
because of rust and exposure to the weather. We also 
ordered a layer of stone and concrete to be placed around the 
base of the flag-staff to prevent decay ; the entire staff was 
painted last season; the topmast will need another coat of 
paint the coming spring. 

The cutting of the grass and care of the plots was given, 
by contract, to Thomas O’ Laughlin ; his work has been satis- 
factory to the Committee. It is almost impossible to keep 
the Common in a presentable condition during the warmest 
months of the year, owing to the thinness of the soil and 
scarcity of rain. The past season we employed members of 
the Fire Department to water it, paying them by the hour; the 
results were quite satisfactory. The plot on Main Street 
was kept in good condition by the thoughtful care of Messrs. 
Stanton and Johnson. The Water Commissioners having 
placed a stand-pipe in a convenient position, a good supply 


of water enabled us to keep the grounds well sprinkled. 
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The plot near the cemetery did not flourish as well as was 
wished, the dogs destroying the flowers soon after they were 
set out. Your Committee is of the opinion that the Common 
and plots should be placed in the hands of the Park Com- 
mission, they arranging for the care of them. 

The sum of four hundred dollars ($400) is needed the 
present year. 

The trees were found to need a thorough trimming ; the 
work was carried forward as far as our funds would allow. 

Quite a number of new trees were furnished for Loring 
Avenue, they being planted by the abuttors. New trees 
were set out on Washington Street to replace those that had 
died the previous season. 

The maple trees need to be thinned out, and we recommend 
the work be done this year. One hundred dollars ($100) 
can be used to good advantage, and the care of the trees 
should be under the control of the Selectmen or Highway 


Commission.

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BY-LAWS 


OF THE 


TOWN OF WINCHESTER. 


AS AMENDED, 1898. 


ARTICLE I. 
TOWN MEETINGS. 


Section 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on 
the first Monday of March. 

SEcT. 2. A copy of every warrant fora town meeting 
shall be left at every dwelling-house in town, four days at 
least before the time named in the warrant for holding the 
said meeting. 

SrotT. 3. Notices of every adjourned meeting shall be 
posted by the Town Clerk at the post office, as soon as 
practicable after the adjournment, stating briefly the business 
to come before the meeting. 


ORDER OF PROCEEDINGS AT TOWN MEETINGS. 


Sect. 4. At the time appointed, the Town Clerk shall 
call the meeting to order and read the warrant, and all 
persons present shall be seated and uncovered. 

Sect. 5. When the meeting has been duly organized, 


the presiding officer shall call on any clergyman present to 
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open the meeting with prayer. After which the Moderator 
shall submit the articles contained in the warrant to the 
action of the meeting. 

Srot. 6. No one shall speak twice on any one subject, if 
any other citizen who has not already spoken thereon shall 
‘desire to speak; nor shall any person speak more than 
twenty minutes at one time, except by vote of permission. 

SecT. 7. No vote shall be reconsidered except by a two 
thirds vote at the meeting at which it is passed. When the 
previous question is moved, if the meeting shall decide that 
the previous question shall not be ordered, then the debate 
shall continue the same as if the previous question had not 
been moved. , 

SECT. 8. No final action shall be taken at any meeting 
on the report of any committee previously chosen, when it 
involves an expenditure of $500 or more, unless the same 
shall be specially notified in the warrant calling such meet- 
ing. 

SEcT. 9. The proceedings of the meeting shall be gov- 
erned by the rules of practice contained in Cushing’s Manual 
- of Parliamentary Law, except as modified by these By-Laws. 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Town Clerk to 
immediately notify in writing all members of committees that 
may be elected or appointed at any town meeting, stating 
the business upon which they are to act and the names of 
the committee. ; 

Sect. 11. At each annual meeting the town shall choose 
three Auditors, whose duty it shall be to examine the books 
and accounts of the Selectmen, Treasurer, Collector, and 
Water Board, and all funds or trust funds held for the bene- 
fit of the town by town officers, and report at the next town 
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meeting in detail, under their respective heads, all the 
receipts and expenditures by the town for the previous year. 
Said report, with the annual reports of the other town officers, 
shall be printed by the Selectmen, and a copy thereof left at 
every dwelling-house in town four days, at least, before the 
annual meeting. Said Auditors shall receive for their 


services such compensation as the town shall determine. 


ARTICLE II. 
FINANCIAL. 


SecTION 1. The financial year of the town shall begin 
with the first day of January in each year and end with the 
thirty-first day of December following. 

Srct. 2. No money, except State and county taxes, and 
principal and interest of town notes, shall be paid from the 
town treasury without a warrant therefor, signed by the major 
part of the Selectmen. 

SEcT. 8. All promissory notes of the town shall be signed 
by the Treasurer and countersigned by the Selectmen. 

Sect. 4. All taxes shall be assessed and committed to 
the Collector on or before the fifteenth day of August in 
each year, and the Collector shall deliver all the tax bills 
within fourteen days after such commitment. 

Sect. 5. On the first secular day of each month, and as 
often as the amount in his hands reaches $500 or upwards, 
the Collector shall pay over to the Treasurer of the town 
all taxes by him collected, and shall, on or before the first 
secular day of January in each year, make up his annual 
account and render the same to the Selectmen. 

Sect. 6. The Town Treasurer shall, on the first secular 
day of January, annually render to the Selectmen, in writ- 
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ing, a full account of all his receipts and disbursements for 
the financial year last past. | 

Srocr. 7. The Selectmen shall, on or before the fifth day 
of each and every month, render to the Board of Auditors a 
trial balance sheet of the town accounts for the preceding 


month. 
ARTICLE III. 
STREETS, ETC. 


Section 1. The several streets in the town shall con- 
tinue to be called and known by the names given to them 
respectfully until the same shall be altered by vote of the 
town. 

Srot. 2. No person or persons shall break, or dig up, or 
aid in digging up any part of any street, or remove any 
earth or gravel therefrom, without having first obtained a 
written license from the Selectmen for that purpose. 

Sect. 8. No person shall obstruct any street by placing 
therein any house or other building, and no person shall move 
or draw through or over any street any such house or other 
building, without the permission or license of the Selectmen 
in writing for that purpose, which license shall specify the 
terms and conditions allowing such obstruction of the street, 
and the licensee shall fully comply with all said terms and 
conditions. | 

Sect. 4. No person shall tie or fasten any horse, cattle, 
or team to any tree not his own, standing in any public high- 
way, street, or public place in this town, nor in any way cut 
or mutilate such tree. 

Sect. 5. No owner or person having the care of any » 
sheep, swine, horses, oxen, cows, or other grazing animals 


shall permit or suffer the same to go at large or to graze on 
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any street, lane, common, square, or other public place with- 
in this town, nor permit any such animal to go upon any 
sidewalk therein. : 

SrotT. 6. No person shall place or cause to be placed in 
any public street or way of this town the contents of any 
sink, cesspool, or privy, nor place any rubbish or garbage in 
the same, except for the purpose of immediate removal there- 
from. | 

Sect. 7. No person shall make any marks, letters, or 
figures of any kind, or place any sign, advertisement, or 
placard upon or against any wall, fence, post, ledge, stone, 
tree, building, or structure in or upon any street in this 
town, without the permission of the owner thereof. 

Sect. 8. No person shall coast in any of the streets or 
public walks of this town, except such streets as are publicly 
announced as permitted by the Selectmen. | 

Sect. 9. No person shall swim or bathe in any of the 
waters within the town so as to be exposed to the view of 
passengers or other persons in any street, lane, alley, or 
house within the town. 


SIDEWALKS. 


Sect. 10. The Selectmen are empowered so to regulate 
the grade, width, and height of the sidewalks of any street 
as shall in their judgment be most conducive to the conven- 
ience and interest of the town. | 

Sect. 11. No person shall drive or draw any cart, wagon, 
sled, or other vehicle (except children’s hand-carriages) over 
or upon any footpath or sidewalk in the town, or permit any 
horse or other grazing animal under his care to go upon such 
sidewalk, or stand thereon. 
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SECT. 12. Three or more persons shall not stand in a 
group or near to each other on any sidewalk, in such a 
manner as to obstruct a free passage for foot passengers for 
a longer time than five minutes; nor after a request to move 
on made by a constable, police officer, or any other officer of 
the town. 

SECT. 13. No person shall behave himself or herself in a 
rude or disorderly manner, or use any indecent, profane, or 
insulting language in any public place, or near any dwelling- 
house, or other building in the town, or be or remain upon 
any sidewalk, or upon any doorstep, or other projection from 
any house or other building, so as to annoy or disturb any 
person, or obstruct any passage to such house or building. 
And every person so being or remaining as aforesaid, when 
ordered by any constable, police officer, town officer, or by 
the owner or occupant of any such building, shall immedi- 
ately and peaceably depart and stay therefrom. 

Sxot. 14. No person shall place any obstruction in any 
Street, or on any sidewalk, and allow the same to remain 
there, without first obtaining the consent in writing of the 
Board of Selectmen. 

SHOT. 15. Every person violating any of the provisions 
of any section of this article shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding twenty dollars for each and every offence, to be 
recovered by complaint before a trial justice or district court 


of competent jurisdiction in the county of Middlesex. 


ARTICLE IV. 
TRUANT AND NEGLECTED CHILDREN. 


SECTION 1. Any minor, between the ages of seven and 
fifteen years, convicted by any court of justice having juris- 
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diction of the case of any of the offences mentioned in 
Chapter 48, Sections 10 and 12, of, the Public Statutes of 
this Commonwealth, or any pupil persistently violating the 
reasonable rules and regulations of the common schools, may 
be committed for a term not exceeding two years to the 
‘House for the Reception, Instruction, Employment, and 
Reformation of Juvenile Offenders,” in the city of Lowell 
and county of Middlesex, which is hereby assigned and _ pro- 
vided pursuant to Section 15 of said Chapter 48. 

~Sror. 2. Any minor between the ages of seven and _ six- 
teen years, convicted by any court or justice having juris- 
diction of the case of any of the offences mentioned in 
Chapter 48, Sections 18 and 20, of said Public Statutes, 
“may be committed for a term not exceeding beyond the 
age of twenty-one years for boys, or eighteen years for girls, 


to the institution named in the foregoing section.” 


ARTICLE V. 


HACKNEY CARRIAGES. 


SECTION 1. The Board of Selectmen may from time to 
time grant licenses to such persons and upon such terms as 
they may deem expedient to set up,yuse, or drive hackney 
carriages for the conveyance of persons for hire from place 
to place within the town, and they may revol: such licenses 
at their discretion, and a record of all ‘licenses so oranted 
shall be kept by the Selectmen. 

Sect. 2. The Board cf Selectmen may, when they deem 
it expedient, give notice by publication in some newspaper, 
or otherwise, to all persons interested, that on or before a 


given date, allsuch persons must apply for a license to set 
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up, use, or drive a hackney carriage or carriages, as set forth 
in the preceding section. | 

SECT. 38. No person after said given date shall set up, 
use, or drive in the town any hackney carriage, for the con- 
veyance of persons for hire from place to place within said 
town, without a license for such carriage from the Board of 
Selectmen, under a penalty not exceeding twenty dollars 
every time such carriage is used, and all licenses granted as 
aforesaid shall expire on the first day of May next, after the 
date thereof, and no license shall be sold, assigned, or trans- 
ferred, without the consent of said Board endorsed thereon. 

SEcT. 4. For every license so granted the sum of one 
dollar shall be paid to the Town Treasurer for the use of the 
town, and no license so granted shall operate to relieve the 
licensee from any penalty herein prescribed against persons 
without a license if he neglects or refuses to take out and 
pay for his license within ten days after notice that the same 


has been granted. 


ARTICLE VI. 


SECTION 1. All penalties recovered for violation of any 
of the foregoing By-Laws shall be paid into the treasury of 
the town. | 

Snot. 2. The records of the town and all important 
papers shall be kept in a fireproof safe. 


ARTICLE VII. 


These By-Laws shall take effect ten days after approval by 
the Superior Court or a justice thereof. 
All existing By-Laws are hereby repealed.

RULES AND REGULATIONS | 


OF THE 


HIGHLAND WATER WORKS. 


WINCHESTER, MASS. 


ADOPTED MARcH 27, 1876, AND AMENDED ApRIL 3, 1876. 


The following rules, regulations, and rates are adopted for 
the government of all officers, agents, and water-takers 
authorized by an Act of the Legislature of Massachusetts, 
approved the twenty-fifth day of April, in the year eighteen 
‘hundred and seventy-two, entitled « An Act to supply the 
town of Winchester with pure water,” and any Acts in 
addition thereto. And the Water Commissioners, elected 
by virtue of said Act, are hereby instructed to conform to 
and be governed by the following rules and regulations and 
all amendments thereof; and they are also empowered to 
appoint a Water Registrar and other necessary agents and 
assistants, and perform all other duties set forth in these 
regulations, until the Water Board is elected and qualified as 
hereinafter provided. | 

Section 1. At the annual meeting, in March, 1877, the 
town shall elect, by ballot, a Water Board, consisting of 
three legal voters, one of whom shall be elected for the term 


of three years, another shall be elected for two years, and

another for one year; and the town shall annually thereafter 
elect, by ballot, one member of said Board for the term of 
three years. 

Every member elect shall, before entering upon the duties 
of his office, make oath, in the same manner as other town 
officers, that he will faithfully and impartially discharge the 
duties in strict accordance with the following rules and regu- 
lations and all amendments thereto that may hereafter be 
made by vote of the town. 

No member shall receive any salary or other compensation 
for his services. 

Sect. 2. When the powers of the present Water Com- 
missioners shall cease, the Water Board shall have and exer- 
cise all the powers vested in said Commissioners, or the town, 
by an Act of the Legislature of Massachusetts, approved the 
twenty-fifth.day of April, in the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-two, entitled “ An Act to supply the town of Win- 
chester with pure water,” and by any Acts in addition there- 
to, so faras the same may be legally delegated, and they shall 
have power to appoint necessary surbordinate officers, agents, 
and assistants, and may fix their salaries or compensation, 
provided that the same shall not exceed, in the aggregate, 
the sum appropriated by the town therefor. But all the 
powers mentioned in this section shall be subject to any lim- 
itations, restrictions, and additions which may be made by 
vote of the town at any legal meeting. 

Sect. 3. The Water Board shall, annually, on or before 
the first day of January, present to the Selectmen a report, 
made up to and including the last day of December, contain- 
ing a statement of the condition of all the water works, and 


of the lands and other property connected therewith; also a 
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detailed account of all receipts and expenditures, together 
with any information or suggestions which they may deem 
important; and they shall, at the same time, transmit to the 
town the report of the Water Registrar, mentioned in the fol- 
lowing section. 

Sect. 4. The Water Registrar, under the direction of 
the Water Board, shall assess and collect the water rates 
hereinafter established, and shall pay all moneys so collected 
by him to the Town Treasurer weekly ; he shall once in each 
year personally visit, or cause to be visited, the premises of 
every water-taker, examine the service pipes and fixtures, 
and see that the rules and regulations are strictly complied 
with; and he shall annually, on or before the first day of 
January, present to the Water Board a report containing a 
statement of the number of water-takers; the number of 
cases where the water has been cut off ; the number and 
amount of abatements; the amount of water rates assessed 
and collected and paid over to the Town Treasurer; he shall 
also perform all other duties required of him by the Water 
Board. 

Sect. 5. The rent for the use of the water shall be pay- 
able to the Registrar in advance, on the first day of January 
and July in each year. After Jan. 1, 1877, all charges for 
specific supplies or for fractional parts of a year shall be pay- 
able in advance, and before the water is turned on. . 

Sect. 6. In all cases of non-payment of, the water rent 
for sixty days after the same is due and payable, the Water 
Registrar shall serve a summons at the premises of such 
delinquent; and unless said rent is paid within ten days 
thereafter, together with twenty-five cents for said summons, 
the Registrar shall cut off the water, and it then shall not be 
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let on until the amount due, together with twenty-five cents 
for the summons and two dollars for shutting off and letting 
on, is paid; provided, that no occupant shall be required to 
pay the amount due from a former occupant. The foregoing 
provisions shall apply to cases where two or more parties 
take water from the same service pipes, although one or 
more of them may have paid the proportion due from him or 
them. 

SEcT. 7. The Water Board may make abatements in the 
water rents in such cases as they may deem right and proper ; 
and shall have the right to cut off the water from any street 
or section after giving timely notice to the takers of their 
intention so to do. 

SEcT. 8. The Water Board shall keep suitable books in 
which shall be entered the names of all perséns who take 
the water, the kind of building, the name and number of the 
street, the nature of the use, the number of taps, and the 
amount charged; which books shall be open to inspection. 

Sect. 9. If any person shall open any hydrant, or lift or 
remove the cover of the same, or make any opening or con- 
nection with any pipe or reservoir, or turn on or turn off the 
water from any pipe, fountain, reservoir, or hydrant, except 
in case of fire, or by authority of the Water Board or Regis- 
trar, he shall be liable to a penalty of not less than three 
dollars nor more than fifty dollars. 

SEcT. 10. If any person shall divert the water, or any 
part thereof, of any springs, brooks, water-courses, or reser- 
voirs belonging to the town, or pollute or render impure the 
waters contained therein, or destroy or injure any dam, reser- 
voir, aqueduct, pipe, hydrant, or other work, he shall be pros- 
ecuted to the extent of the law. 
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SEcT. 11. The following rules shall be printed on all 
bills for water rates, and shall be considered a part of the 
contract with every person who takes the water; and every 
person by taking the water shall be considered to have ex- 
pressed his assent to be bound thereby ; namely,— 

1. All persons taking water shall keep the service pipes 
within their premises, including the pipes to the street line, 
in good repair and protected from frost, at their own expense, 
and they will be held responsible for all damage which may 
result from their failure to do so. 

' 2. They shall prevent all unnecessary waste of water, 
and shall not conceal the purposes for which it is used. 

3. No alteration shall be made in any of the pipes or fix- 
tures inserted by the town, except by persons authorized by 
the Water Board or Registrar, who are to be allowed to enter 
the premises supplied,.to examine the fixtures, and ascertain 
if there is any unnecessary waste. 

4. No water shall be supplied to parties not entitled to 
the use of it under these regulations, unless by special 
written permit of the Water Board. 

SecT. 12. In every case of violation of.any one of the 
rules contained in Section 11, the water shall be immediately 
cut off from the building or place where such violation 
occurred, although two or more parties may take the water 
through the same pipe; and shall not be let on except by 
order of the Water Board, and on the payment of two dollars ; 
and in case of any such violation, the Water Board shall 
have thé right to declare any payment made for the water by 
the “person permitting such violation to be forfeited, and the 
same shall thereupon be forfeited. 

Sect. 138. The following rates shall be aitabped annually 
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for the use of the water, the year commencing on the first 
day of January, and ending the last day of December. But 
the Water Board is authorized to make contracts not on 
longer time than one year, beginning the first day of January, © 
with large water-takers, without requiring them to use meters, 
whenever in the judgment of the Board it is clearly for the 
interest of the town so to do. |

Sect. 14. The Water Board may set a meter in any 
place they shall deem it for the interests of the town so to 
do; and any water-taker may demand to have a meter set on 
written application, and the payment of the manufacturer’s 
price of the same. | 

Secr. 15. No charge shall be made for the right of any 
water-taker to insert a pipe to be used only in case of fire. 

Sect. 16. The Water Board may charge the Fire De- 
partment the sum of fifteen dollars annually for each and 
every hydrant established within the limits of the town; and 
for water supplied to fountains, and for other public pur- 
poses, they may charge the department of the government 
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for which the water is used the same rates that individuals or 
corporations would be charged for like purposes. 

SEcT. 17. Whenever application is made to the Water 
Board by parties who have built, or intend to build, on un- 
accepted streets, for an extension of the water pipes, they 
shall refuse such application, unless, on an examination of 
the premises, it is found that the street is properly graded, 
and that the income from the use of said water shall not be 
less than 7 per cent. per annum on the cost of said exten- 
sion. ;

REPORT 


OF 


APPROPRIATION COMMITTEE. 


WINCHESTER, Jan. 22, 1894. 


In December last the Selectmen appointed a Committee, 
consisting of George S. Littlefield, D. N. Skillings, H. A. 
Emerson, F. M. Symmes, Arthur E. Whitney, T. 8. Spurr, 
A. 8S. Hall, F. C. Manchester, S. H. Folsom, D. W. Pratt, 
S. 8S. Langley, S. W. Twombly, J. S. Blank, W. B. French, 
[. 8. Palmer, M. H. Dutch, Albert Ayer, George W. Payne, 
James H. Winn, and J. L. Ayer, to consider all the appropria- 
tions for the ensuing year, and to report thereon to the town. 

This Committee organized with W. B. French as Chairman, 
and J. L. Ayer as Secretary. The several departments and 
committees, upon being requested, presented estimates of the 
several sums needed by them for the year commencing March 
1, 1894, and ending with Feb. 28, 1895. Upon a careful 
consideration of these estimates, your Committee recommends 
the several appropriations shown in the following table, and 
for the voters’ convenience and information, the table also 
shows the sum appropriated last year to each of the several 


departments. 
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Winchester is a progressive and growing town, and must 
keep in line with her progressive neighbors. She must have 
good schools, good roads, an abundant water supply, efficient 
fire department, and other like attractions to draw permanent 
and desirable residents. She must also keep her tax rate as 
low as is consistent with her present necessities and future 
prosperity. ‘The Committee has kept these facts in mind 
in making its recommendations, and has endeavored to dis- 
tribute the appropriations “udiciously, although forced in 
several instances to recommend a less sum than requested 
by a department. 

The majority of the Committee was opposed to the further 
maintenance of the kindergarten, and, in its recommendation, 
has reduced by its estimated cost the sum asked for by the 
School Board. 

Estimating the taxable property at an increase of $200,- 
000 over that of last year, the tax rate for 1894 will bea 
little rising sixteen dollars per thousand, if the town appro- 


priates all the sums recommended by this Committee.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN. 


The Board organized with the choice of Marshall H. Dutch, 
chairman, and Albert Ayer, clerk. Appointments to office 
were made as shown in list of officers given on first page in 
this report. Mr. A. 5. Hall was elected to the position of 
Town Counsel and all the departments have consulted him 


freely. 


FINANCE. 


The Board has endeavored to keep all expenses within 
the appropriations made for the several departments, draw- 
ing warrants for only such amount as could be paid with- 
out overdrawing the accounts. The deficit in the Concrete 
Walks account was caused by a misunderstanding between 


the Road Commissioners and this board. 
TOWN HALL BUILDING AND GROUNDS. 


The outside wood and iron work of the Town Hall build- 
ing has been painted and otherwise improved, at a small 
expense, thereby giving to the building a cleaner and brighter 
appearance. Progress has been made toward establishing 


the long disputed boundary line of the Town Hall lot, a 


48 


wall built, and grading done in the rear of the building 
which generally improves the appearance of the property. 
The demand for rooms and accommodations in the building, 
by the many new committees and boards, with their em- 
ployees, has caused some inconvenience, yet the generous 
spirit of the older boards has enabled us to provide for all. 
Extra heating apparatus has been placed in the small hall, 


and also in police headquarters. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


The force consists of the same number ‘of men as last 
year, and the extra appropriation made st the later March 
“meeting still remains unspent, as the Board decided an 
increased force unnecessary. The large unexpended_ bal- 
ance, as shown in the Auditor’s account, contains the item 
of $730, which was intended for the salary of the extra 
man. The Chief does patrol duty in the centre during the 
day, when not at court or elsewhere on duty, and as his 
whole time is now given to police service only, we advanced 


his salary one hundred dollars. 
FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The Board received a petition from the Fire Engineers, 
asking the privilege of placing a striker on the Town Hall 
bell, hoping for better service as a result. We deemed it 
Inexpedient to grant their request and suggested to them 
that the matter be brought before the town at its annual 


meeting in March. 


AY 
APPROPRIATION COMMITTEE. 


Although no vote was passed in March instructing us to 
appoint an appropriation committee, we felt the sentiment 
of the citizens to be in favor of such an appointment, and 


acted accordingly. 
HIGHLAND AVENUE EXTENSION. 


Acting upon the advice of Town Counsel, the Board 
petitioned the County Commissioners, asking that the time 
allowed for constructing Highland Avenue, as laid out, be 
extended one year.

PARTIAL REPORT 


OF 


Committee on Electric Light Plant. 


Owing to the sickness of one member of the committee 
and the delay in getting the figures from the Woburn 
Electric Light Co. for their poles, wires, and lamps in town, 
the committee can only submit a partial report for publica- 
tion, in the annual reports of the town. 

The committee have careful estimates from responsible 
parties who will contract to establish a plant with a capacity 
sufficient to supply the town and -citizens for the next five 
years, for $18,000. This includes an estimated cost of land 
of $2,000. The plant to include a brick tire-proof building 
about 50 ft. square — with brick stack 100 ft. high — 
foundations for two engines and two boilers — one high 
speed compound condensing engine, 125 horse power; one 
water tube boiler, 150 horse power; one 50 arc-light 
machine, 1,200 candle power , 1-60 kilo-alternating machine ; 
1,500 incandesant lamps for street and commercial lighting, 
and all the condensing apparatus and fixtures necessary for 
a first-class outfit, all complete and ready to connect with the 
wires now erected. The present cost of erecting poles, 


wires, and lamps in town would not be over $7,000: con- 
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tractors are of the opinion that $9,000 would be a large price 
to pay tor them. On this basis the total cost of plant would 
be $27,000. Allowing the largest possible sum for con- 
tingences of every nature, It is safe to say that the plant can 
be established for $30,000. 

The cost of running and maintaining the plant is estimated 
at the outside, $450 per month, or $5,400, including the 
wear; interest on $30,000, at 4 per cent., $1,200, making 
$6,600 per annum. ‘This expense is for full capacity. The 
present lighting could be done at a saving of $600 in fuel. 
The building will be large enough for just double this capac- 
ity, and the foundations will be there for the engine, boiler 
and dynamos when needed. 

The town is now paying about $4,700 for lighting the 
streets and Town Hall. It is estimated that the citizens are 
paying $2,500 to $3,000 for their lighting, so there would be 
a clear gain from the start, and the town would have one- 
third more light. The present lamps are estimated at 2,000 
candle power. Lamps of 1,200 candle power are being 
used in nearly all the new plants, and electrical engineers, 
without exception, recommend them in place of the others, 
as there is very little difference in the light. 

These are the simple facts which are presented now, and 
when the town meeting is held the committee will submit a 
detailed report and their recommendations.

FIRE ENGINEERS’ REPORT. 


To THE HONORABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN. 


Gentlemen. — We respectfully submit to you our annual 
report of the Fire Department for the year ending December 
31, 1894. 

This department has responded to twenty-one alarms, the 
past year having been unusually fortunate in having so 
small a number. Although there has been little work for 
the department this year as compared with ‘the last two 
years, fire is something that may be expected at any time, 


and we should always be prepared tor it. 


BUILDINGS. 


The buildings are all in good repair, except the houses of 
Hose No. 2 and Hose No. 4, which need shingling. There 
has been a new building built for Hose No. 3 this year, and 
we would refer to the report of the building committee for 
details. 


The central house is connected by telephone. 


FORCE OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The department consists of three engineers, three perma- 
nent men, twenty-six hose men, eight hook and ladder men, 


and one stoker, making a total force of forty men. The 
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permanent men are drivers, janitors of the house, engineer 


of the steamer, and at present have charge of the fire alarm. 


APPARATUS. 

The apparatus consists of one steam fire engine, one-horse 
hook and ladder truck, one two-horse wagon carrying fifteen 
hundred feet of hose, and two chemical extinguishers, one 
one-horse reel and two hand hose reels. The department 
owns one supply wagon, two hose pungs, and one sled for 
ladders; also one hand hose reel which is not in use. Our 
apparatus is in fair condition, with the exception of the 
ladder truck, which should be replaced with a new one within 


a few years. 


HORSES. 

We have in our department at present six horses, five 
belonging to the department, and one which we hire to draw 
Hose 3. We believe it would be economy to buy one for 
this purpose, if he could be used for something else part of 


the time. 
FIRE ALARM. 


The alarm is in good working order, part of the old wire 
having been replaced with new this year. The rest will 
have to be done the coming year. We would recommend | 
that a striking apparatus be placed on the bell at the Town 
Hall and that an appropriation of $350 be made for the 
same. 

We have had some trouble the past year as usual on 


account of the manner in which the electric light wires are 
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put up. We would again recommend that some one be 


appointed to see that all wires are properly strung. 


HOSE. 

The appropriation for new hose has been expended by the 
purchase of fifteen hundred feet of Callahan jacket hose, 
warranted for five years. The department will not need 
any more hose the coming year, unless something unfore- 


seen should occur. 


STREET WATERING. 


We still believe that some different method of raising 
money for watering streets should be adopted. In our 
opinion, the streets should be all watered where watered 
at all; it is an injustice to the person who pays to take his 
neighbor’s dust who does not pay. We would recommend 
that this department water the streets the coming year under 
the direction of the Road Commissioners. We would 
recommend that the money received for watering streets be 
placed to the credit of the Fire Department.

We would recommend an appropriation for the coming 
year of five thousand dollars ($5000).

bers of the force under his charge for their aid at all times.

REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF HEALTH, 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING, DEC...31, 1894. 


The work of the Board of Health this year has been some- 
what in excess of the work in former years, owing to the 
growth of the town, to the new duties devolving upon the 
board in connection with the licensing of plumbers, and to 


the preparation of rules for plumbing. 


With one exception, the regular meetings of the Board 
have been held on the last Friday in each month, and four 


special meetings have been called. 
CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


The general health of the town has been good. There 
has been no marked epidemic of contagious disease. Scarlet 
fever has prevailed to some extent throughout the year, the 
number of cases reported reaching a maximum in March. 
The following table is a monthly record of contagious 


diseases.

Care has been taken by the Board of Health to prevent 
the spread of contagious diseases. Schoolhouses have been 
fumigated with more than ordinary care whenever two or 
more cases have been reported from them. We have also 
given personal attention to the fumigation of the houses in 
which severe or fatal cases of diphtheria or scarlet fever 


have occurred. 


The attention of the School Committee has been called to 
the custom of daily distribution of books, slate pencils, 
rubbers, and sponges, and we believe that this custom has 
been corrected to some extent, but we still feel that it is a 
most prolific means of spreading contagious diseases and 
should be done away with entirely. Each pupil should own 
and use his own books, sponge, pencils, and rubber, and it 
would be wisdom for the town to furnish such materials free 
to all who cannot afford to buy, and to let others buy their 
own. We believe also that it is very desirable frequently 
to remove dust from the schoolrooms by wiping floor and 
furniture with a damp cloth, time having been allowed for 


the dust in the air to settle undisturbed. In these ways, 


TO 


much can be done to prevent the spread of disease among 
children. 


COLLECTION OF GARBAGE. 


The contract for the removal of garbage was awarded to 
McLoney and Koverick at $50 per month. The work has 
been performed very satisfactorily, much less complaint hav- 


ing been received than ever before. 
REMOVAL OF NIGHT SOIL. 


Thomas Quigley and Geo. D. Nelson were licensed to 
remove night soil and cleanse vaults and cesspools. Only 
one complaint has been received, and that we believe to 


have been unfounded. 
UNDERTAKERS. 


In compliance with Public Statutes, Chap. 32, sect. 6, 
Daniel W. Hawes, Reuben C. Hawes, Daniel Kelley, Joseph 
Sullivan, John W. Sweeney, and John Cosgrove were li- 


censed as undertakers. 
PLUMBING RULES. 


As the rules for plumbing recommended by last year’s 
Board of Health were rejected at the annual town meeting, 
the present board prepared other rules and_ regulations, 
which, with slight modifications, were adopted by the town 
at the meeting of Nov. 10, 1894. They are now before a 


justice of the Superior Court for approval. 
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EXAMINERS OF PLUMBERS. 


In compliance with the requirements of Chap. 477 of the 
Acts of the Legislature of 1893, we appointed, on May 2, 
1894, Frederick B. Browning and Joseph F. Brodeur to act 
with the chairman of the Board of Health as a board of 
examiners of plumbers. On Noy. 23, the resignation of Mr. 
Browning was received and accepted, and Thomas Davidson 
was appointed to fill the vacancy. On Noy. 24, the Board 
of Examiners held an examination consisting of a practical 
test of manual skill, and of written and oral examinations on 
the principles and practice of plumbing, William Davidson, 
the only candidate, was found competent to work as a. jour- 
neyman plumber, and was certified to the Board of Health 


as a suitable person to receive a license. 
LICENSING OF PLUMBERS. 


In comphance with the provisions of Chap. 455 of the 
Acts of the Legislature of 1894, the Board of Health issued 
licenses to engage in the business of plumbing as master 
plumbers to Thomas Davidson, Elmon T. Gutterson, Joseph 
F. Brodeur and George E. Pratt, and licenses to work as 
journeymen plumbers to the tour above named, and also to 
Jere Moynihan, Michael McCarthy, James L. Hughes, John 
Davidson, and Jonas A. Laraway, all the7’foregoing having 
been actually engaged in the business of plumbing before 
July 10, 1893, and therefore entitled to licenses without ex- 
amination. On Noy. 30, William Davidson, having been 
certified by the Board of Examiners of Plumbers as a com- 


petent person, was licensed to work asa journeyman plumber 


INSPECTOR OF PLUMBING. 


On May 2, 1894, in compliance with the requirements of 
Chap. 477 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1893, we 
appointed Frederick B. Browning to be Inspector of Plumb- 
ing, at a salary of $350 per annum; said salary to begin 
upon the adoption by the town of rules and regulations for 


plumbing. 
CHANGE IN MODE OF ELECTING BOARDS OF HEALTH. 


Your attention is called to Chaps. 218 and 384 of the Acts 
of the Legislature of 1894, which provide that towns may 
elect, by ballot, boards of health consisting of three persons, 
to serve, one for three years, one for two years, and one for 
one year, and thereafter may annually elect one member to 
serve for three years. ‘The term of office begins on the first 
Monday of April, and in towns of over 5000 inhabitants one 


member of the board must be a physician. 


We are strongly of the opinion that one member of the 
Winchester board should always be a lawyer, and it is desir- 


able that the third member should be an architect or engineer, 
APPROPRIATION REQUIRED FOR 1895. 


To meet the expenses of the Board of Health for 1895, 
we recommend an appropriation of $900, together with the 


unexpended balance of the past year. 
DEATHS. 


We append a table, showing the causes of the ninety-four 
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deaths which occurred in Winchester in 1894. One-third 


of the deaths were due to lung diseases.

HOSE HOUSE COMMITTEE. 


The committee appointed by the town at its annual meet- 
ing in March, to build a hose house on Swanton Street, on 
land owned by the town, report the completion of a substan- 
tial wooden building, large enough to answer the purpose 
for which it was intended for many years. The amount 
appropriated, fifteen hundred dollars ($1500) was not large, 
but your committee decided to make the building as orna- 


mental as possible, without incurring any extra expense. 


We were fortunate in securing the services of Mr. Allen 
E. Boone as architect and superintendent for the small sum 
of fifty dollars ($50). He attended to his duties in a most 


satisfactory manner. 
Estimates were received from several prominent builders. 


Mr. Henry J. Carroll being the lowest bidder, the contract 
was given to him. Your committee are of the opinion that 
by his faithful work the town has a good building. Mr. T. 
H. Haley is entitled to a share of praise for labor performed 


by him with no compensation. 
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H. A. Emerson & Co. helped the work along by furnishing 
hard pine finish at the same price as a cheaper wood. Credit 
is due the street commissioners for help given in building 
the sidewalk. They would receive many thanks if they 
would move the old building to the rear of the lot.

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FORTY-FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF WINCHESTER. 


The membership and organization of the board have not 
changed during the past year. The term of Mr. Littlefield 


expires with the next annual town meeting. 
SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


Two important changes in our school buildings have been 
made during the past year. The High school-house has 
been enlarged so that its capacity is nearly doubled, and a 
thorough system of heating and ventilation, approved by the 
State authorities, makes this building fully equal to the most 
modern school-house. The heating, ventilation, and sani- 
tary arrangements of the Wadleigh school-house were also 


put in accord with modern requirements. 
INCREASE IN POPULATION. 


As mentioned in recent reports, there is a steady increase 
in the number of our scholars, and a new building must 
soon be provided by the town, and located in the Washing- 


ton district. At a town meeting held in November the 
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board was authorized to purchase or bond a lot in that 
district. Various lots have been considered, and by the 
time of the annual meeting it is probable that a lot will have 
been selected, and an estimate for a new building will be 


submitted to the town. 
VENTILATION AND HEATING. 


With a very few exceptions, our school buildings are now 
equipped with the * circulating” system of heating and ven- 
tilation, in accord with approval of the State Inspector, and 
their condition is satisfactory in all respects so far as results 
go. The only trouble is the increased expenditure for fuel, 
tor which there seems no remedy if satisfactory results are 
to be had. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


By the present arrangements with the Board of Health, 
all cases of contagious disease are promptly reported, and 
the rules of this board as promptly enforced, excluding 
pupils in families of which members have such diseases, 
until permit to return is given by the Board of Health. 
But with the utmost care it is impossible to have absolute 
satety from spreading by contagion. We strongly urge all 
parents to give us their aid in our efforts in this direction. 
Under the state law, books and supplies are furnished by 
the town to the school children. In every case of con- 
tagious disease orders are given to janitor and teachers to 
have books used by the child destroyed by being burned, 


and a rule has been adopted by which pencils, slates, and 
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(as far as possible) books are used individually. In some 
cities and towns arrangements have been made for a medical 
inspection daily at each school, and proper precautions are 
taken with all cases of suspected disease. This plan would 
be quite expensive, but whenever our Board of Health wish 
to try it, it will become the duty of this board cheerfully to 


cooperate in its enforcement. 
TEXT BOOKS. 


Very few changes of text books are now made because we 
have such a large amount of supplemental work. But 
wherever any changes have been made, the trade rules of 
exchange have enabled us to supply new books in place of 
old at a comparatively small cost. 


BOILER INSURANCE. 


The large increase in late years of the number of stean- 
heating plants in our school houses, necessitated by change 
in methods of ventilation, calls for some general boiler in- 
surance, which shall include a regular inspection by com- 
petent experts. The board has had one general inspection 
of the boilers this fall, but too much care cannot be taken 
in this behalf, and a sum should be included in our next 


appropriation to cover this insurance and inspection. 
HIGH SCHOOL. 


The present arrangements of our High School ‘present 


opportunities for instruction, which we are sure our citizens 
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appreciate, because so many have availed themselves of the 
same. Quite a number of special students who have joined 


the school are easily provided for under the elective system. 
KINDERGARTENS. 


During the year the kindergarten begun at the Rumford 
has been kept up, and another was opened at the Chapin in 
September, and there is no doubt the future will call for a 
further extension of this legitimate outgrowth of our school 
system. It is hardly necessary after all that has been said 
in previous reports, to reiterate the views there expressed 
that the kindergarten is with us to stay. That this view is 
generally accepted is shown by the great increase for three 
years past in the number of kindergarten training schools, 
which are fitting teachers for this line of work. Any one 
who will take the pains to investigate will have no doubt 
that the kindergarten will be generally adopted in this state 
within a few years, and will be fully recognized as a part of 


our school system. 
SUPERINTENDENCE. 


The need of supervision of schools by a competent expert 
is so generally recognized that all this board needs to say is 
that the usual appropriation should be made to enable the 
town to have a superintendent. It can only be added that 
it might be advisable to arrange as early as practicable for a 
superintendent located in town. This would require an 


increased appropriation. 
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MUSIC AND DRAWING. 


Great progress has been made in music and drawing 
during the past year, due to the fact that both have been 
made elective in the High School, also to the faithful and 
conscientious work of the special instructors in these 


subjects. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The trustees of the public library have, at the request of 
this board, issued the first of a series of bulletins of standard 
literature for the use of pupils of our schools, and we wish 


to express our gratification for this action. 


HIGH SCHOOL ALUMNI. 


It is proper to record as one of the events of the school 
year the formation of an association of the alumni of our 
High School, mainly through the efforts of the younger 
graduates. One of the first doings of this association has 
been the raising of money to decorate the school rooms, in 
accordance with the suggestions made in previous reports of 
this board. This recognition by our graduates of the moral 
debt owed to the town for its fostering care during school 
life, is a happy omen for the future of our schools and of the 
town itself. It is to the town what patriotism is to the 
nation, the bulwark of its institutions. May the work thus 
begun be carried on in all ways helpfulto the best interests 


of our schools.

ATTENDANCE. 


The attendance, in so far as it could be controlled by the 
teachers and the rules of the board, is for the most part 
satisfactory. Some improvement has been made in the 
matter of truancy; cases have received more prompt atten- 
tion on the part of teachers and officers. 

The compensation for truant officers seems inadequate for 
the amount of work demanded, and it requires much interest 
in the schools and _ no little public spirit on the part of the 
truant officers to give so much time for the compensa- 
tion received. Aside from slight interruptions from the 
prevalence of children’s diseases, the attendance has been 


satisfactory. 
TARDINESS. 


‘Tae monthly reports sent to the office show by tar too 
many cases of tardiness. We feel sure if parents gave the 
matter more serious consideration, excuses could not be so 
easily given, and there would be a hearty cooperation with 
the teachers to eradicate the evil. Next to unnecessary 
absence, habitual tardiness is the most unfortunate habit for 
the pupil. To gain habits of promptness and punctuality is 
sometimes placed of higher value in the child’s education 
than all the knowledge he can acquire in the short period of 
school life. Business men appreciate their importance. 
Work is not done when not done at the proper time. 

Cases of tardiness, like those of truancy, require and 


should receive immediate individual treatment. Where the 


so 


most appropriate remedy fails, the attractiveness of school, 
other methods should be found, excluding such as would 
lead the pupil to regard attendance upon school as a punish- 
ment, like keeping him after hours, or locking the doors, 
thereby aggravating the evil. 

As all grades from the primary to the High, inclusive, are 
troubled by pupils being late, to find fitting correctives 
would seem to be a subject eminently proper for the con- 


sideration of the teachers’ club. 
SCHOOL HOUSES. 


‘The most expensive improvement in school houses for the 
year was made at the High School. Its seating capacity has 
been more than doubled by the addition made, and the whole 
number of pupils enrolled, 153, proves that it was a work 
of necessity. The committee are to be congratulated upon 
the success of the work, gratifying as it is architecturally, 
and satisfactory as to heating and ventilation, together with 
the convenient arrangement of class rooms and_ recitation 
rooms, the work of the school, the health and comfort of 
teachers and pupils seem to have been attained in the fullest 
degree. With a pretty wide experience I have never seen 
so great and substantial improvements made on so economical 
an expenditure, and yet it is difficult to see how the expen- 
diture of more money could have added anythine to the 
admirable*re-arrangement of the building. 

The improved appearance of the Wadleigh on the outside 
is a very slight matter when compared with the great 


changes that have been made in the heating and ventilating 


So 


of the building and in its sanitary arrangements. Irom 
being positively dangerous to the health of teachers and 
pupils, by the thorough changes made it has become one of 
the safest buildings in the town. The improvements have 
been made in the most thorough manner, and will last as 
long as the building lasts. The better condition of halls 
and rooms is Immediately observable on entering the build- 
ing. These changes have been made none too soon, and 
are most satisfactory in results, as well as in the economy 


of expenditure. 


The High, Rumford, Gifford, and Wadleigh are now in 
the most approved sanitary condition; no complaint can be 
made of the Wyman; the fair condition of the others is em- 


phasized by contrast with these. 
CHANGES. 


In the Wyman, Washington, and Highland, none; only 
one additional teacher has been found necessary at the High 
on account of the great increase of numbers, 50 per cent., 
and the per capita expense of each pupil will be greatly 
reduced. Three changes have been made at the Rumford, 
four at the Chapin, two at the Gifford, and one at the 
Wadleigh — ten in all. 

Miss Jane Ruth Cutler, a graduate of Smith College and 
with some experience in the work, was appointed at the 
High. 

Miss Hattie M. Sawyer, after a successful service of six 


years in town, resigned as principal of the Rumford, and 
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Mrs. Henrietta E. McCord was appointed to the place, but 
on account of severe sickness has not yet entered upon the 
duties of the position. Miss Bessie H. Brown was trans- 
ferred from the primary to the third and fourth grades in 
the Rumford, and Miss Minnie LL. Mulligan was transferred 
from the Chapin Primary to the Rumford Primary. Thus 
all the rooms of the Rumford are filled, including the kin- 
dergarten, in charge of Miss Lessey. In the Chapin it was 
found necessary to send the seventh grade to the Wadleigh, 
and by changing the district lines, sending a few to the 
Rumford, it was possible to make three rooms of the rest, 
giving Miss Riley grades four, five and six; Miss Lyons 
grades two and three; and Miss Hevey grade one; and at 
the same time have a spare room for a kindergarten in the 
Chapin district. Miss Olive P. Webber, of Bedford, a 
graduate of Miss Symmonds’ school was put in charge and 
is having admirable suecess. Miss Webber is assisted by 
Miss Edith Burton, who has received kindergarten training, 
and renders valuable service at a nominal price and the ex- 
perience gained. 

On account of the crowded condition of the Washington, 
several pupils were sent from that district to the Highland, 
and several from the Highland were sent to the Gifford — 
room having been made for them by sending a part of the 
seventh grade from the Gifford to the Wadleigh. The 
changes were absolutely necessary to equalize the pupils’ 
opportunities, and were done in a manner to“accommodate 
all parties in interest in so far as it was possible ; and the 


final results seem to be acceptable to parents and pupils. 
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In the Gifford, Miss Minerva R. Johnson resigned in June, 
much to the regret of committee, pupils, and parents. 

Miss Johnson’s sympathetic treatment of the little ones 
made them love school, and so made it possible to teach 
them, and interest them in all school work. JHer rare 
qualification for the care of children was highly appreciated 
by the Superintendent and the Committee. 

Miss Belcher was transferred from first primary to grades 
three and four, and Miss Alice E. Davenport, of Medford, 
a graduate of the Salem Normal School, was appointed to 
grades one and two. Miss Spurr has grades six and seven, 
and Mrs. Bickford has grades five and six, as substitute for 
the regular teacher, Miss Walker, absent on account of 
sickness. The school is admirably graded now with two 
grades in a room, as should be the case from grade one to 
nine in all schools, where possible, and all of the classes are 
in excellent hands. In the Wadleigh, on account of the 
reduced size of the eighth and ninth grades, a seventh grade 
was given to Miss Stott, taken from the Gifford, Chapin, 


and Rumford. 


An important change in the Wadleigh was caused by the 
resignation of the master, Mr. George A. Tyzzer, to accept 
a similar position in a larger school in the city of Lynn, 
Mass., with prospect of a larger salary. Under Mr. 
Tyzzer’s mastership the enrichment of the program of the 
Winchester grammar school was completed, receiving his 
cordial cooperation, and hence his resignation was a serious 
loss to the school. 


Many candidates became aware of the vacancy, and from 
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halt a dozen of the most desirable, one was to be selected, 
upon a rather short notice. The committee finally decided 
to appoint to the vacant mastership Mr. Frank E. Rowe, a 
graduate of Dartmouth, well known to the citizens of Win- 
chester, as a graduate of her schools and a native of the town. 

Mr. Rowe has had three years’ experience as master of a 
grammar school in the city of Fitchburg, Mass., and so 
comes to his work acquainted with the organization, the 
usual program and methods of a grammar school. 

It was not an easy matter for the board to find a teacher 
accustomed to the machine methods of the average gram- 
mar school, who would feel. perfectly at. home under the 
Winchester system. 

With improved accommodations, able assistants, familiar 
with the new work, only favorable results are looked for. 


INSTRUCTION. 


’ 


Methods of instruction and discipline continue subjects of 
discussion at the teachers’ club. On account of the monthly 
mecting of the club and the 15 minutes given the Superin- 
tendent there, and the unusual number of ‘grade meetings 
called by the drawing teacher, and the special meetings of 
teachers by grades to-compare notes, which meetings are of 
the highest importance under our system of enlarged free- 
dom to the teacher in her work, the Superintendent. has not 
called special meetings as heretofore. While it is expected 
that pupils aboye the fifth grade will study at home one 
hour, it is not expected that they will spend that time in 


committing history to recite, according to the book. 


Some things are to be committed, but history is not one 
of them. It is to be read, studied, understood, as far as 
possible, and then recited in the pupil’s own language as 
nearly as possible. 

Through the courtesy of the Trustees of the Public 
Library, a School Bulletin, No. 1, has been issued at their 
expense, giving the title and shelf number of such books as 
teachers may think desirable to advise their pupils to read 
in connection with their studies in literature, history, 
geography, and natural history. 

Books in this list can be recommended to pupils of the 
high and grammar grades, and it is believed not only that a 
greater interest in the related branches will be awakened, 
but that a strong influence will be brought to bear in the 
direction of reading a better class of books than is now 
common with younger pupils. 

Since placing the text-book in the hands of the pupil, 
geometry has become a pleasanter and easier branch. Much 
more profitable work has been accomplished than heretofore, 
and there is fair promise of substantial progress in this study. 

Pupils entering the High school have found the work done 
at the grammar school of great benefit to them in the study 
of algebra. The more rapid progress and greater case and 
pleasure in mastering its difficulties, leaves them move time 
to devote to other branches. Besides, the diminished num- 
ber of failures to do good work under the changed conditions 
of instruction, should not be overlooked in extending the 
great gain to the pupils by taking up the study of algebra in 


the grammar school. Steady progress has been made in the 
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Latin and French classes in the eighth and ninth grades. 
The former master said the Latin class taught by Miss 
Marston last year was as far advanced in June as the pre- 
vious class was in January preceding. 

The admirable text-books for beginners now in use prom- 
ise still better results. The foundation for the study of 
Latin is laid in a most thorough manner by Miss Marston. 

The same may be said of the beginners in French under 
Miss Stott. They are drilled thoroughly and efficiently in 
the pronunciation and in the common forms of speech, 
about common things and affairs of life, and show a correct- 
ness and facility in their work, not surpassed by High school 


work and not always equalled by it. 
INDUSTRIAL DEPARTMENTS. 


Sewing has steadily advanced in excellence of work and in 
systematic treatment. There is no lack of interest on the 
part of all the girls in the sewing grades, and it is very 
desirable to continue it through the course at the grammar 
school. It is to be regretted that all the boys in the fourth, 
fifth, sixth, and seventh grades, at least, do not take it up. 
It would be not only a valuable recreation, but useful train- 
ing. All who witnessed the exhibit of the pupils’ sewing 
last June, in connection with that of carpentry and drawing, 
must believe that a good work is being accomplished in this 
line. 

Perhaps some certificate for excellence in sewing, at the 
end of the course, would add a healthful stimulus to the 


work, and be a just reward for faithful effort. 
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CARPENTRY. 


The exhibition of work done in the carpentry school was 
very gratifying in many respects, some of it showing great 
skill as well as careful effort. Diplomas were awarded boys 
for success in this department. Much progress has been 
made on the educational side of the work, and still greater 


improvement is expected. 
COOKING. 


The interest in the cooking classes does not abate, and 
the diplomas given for completing the two years’ course of 
forty lessons are highly prized by the graduates. And it is 
to be hoped no diploma will be cherished with greater pride 
by the pupil, or be sought with greater zeal. 

On account of other engagements, Mrs. Payne is unable 
to continue in charge of the school. It is hoped, 
however, that the good work she has undertaken will be 
successfully continued by the new teacher, Mrs. Ernestine 
Briggs, who has had much experience in school work and 
has especially qualified herself for the work of the cooking 


school. 
DRAWING. 


The work in the drawing department has been carried on 
with much enthusiasm by the special teacher, and the results 
as shown by the June exhibit prove it has been attended with 
marked success. Still greater progress will be made the 
present year, since better accommodations have been pro- 


vided for the work at the High school, and the course there 


has been made elective by the board, a wise and important 
step in the right direction. 

Another important feature of the work is found in the 
primary classes, where the attempts by the little folks to 
draw from nature, are of the highest educational value, 
however rude the efforts may appear. If any advance In 
the direction of art development is to be made by the intro- 
duction of drawing into the schools, it will come mainly by 
freedom of work and not simply by copying squares and 
rectangles. This our director of drawing fully appreciates, 


and inspires the work of the lower grades accordingly. 
MUSIC. 


As to the work in music for the year, special reference is 
made to the report of the teacher of music, Mrs. 8. C. 
Bailey, the efficient directress of this department. An im- 
portant change has been made by the board, making music 
elective in the High school, which is believed to be a step in 


the right direction. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The ereat increase in the number of pupils at the High 
school was foreseen and wisely provided for by the board 
and the generous appropriation of the town for the greatly 
improved accommodations. Fortunate in plan and work- 
manship in all appointments, the slight delay at the opening 
of the school year to complete the work can be readily 


passed over. 


he 


It would be difficult to improve upon the excellence of the 
arrangement of the changes and additions made, or to ex- 
pend an appropriation more economically. The citizens of 
Winchester are to be congratulated on having a school of so 
high a grade of excellence, in a building so well adapted to 
its work. | 

Seventy-five (75) pupils were admitted in September, 
nearly filling the new class room in charge of Miss Young. 

This year at least seventy-five or eighty per cent. of the 
pupils entering school nine years ago passed beyond the 
grammar school into the High. For the last six years it 
would average about fifty per cent. Comparing: statistics 
of several cities, the number of pupils reported in private 
schools of high rank, academies, sectarian schools, and 
pupils receiving private tuition, I conclude that more than 
fifty per cent. of the youth of Massachusetts go beyond the 
grammar school course. By repeated error of statement in 
the Report of the State Board of Education, the absurd idea 
has gone forth and has been frequently quoted for various 
purposes, that only three per cent. of our youth in the 
public schools go beyond the grammar school, which gives 
an untruthful and discreditable showing for the educational 
status of the Commonwealth — fifty per cent. would be 


nearer the truth. 

The graduating exercises were of a simple but impressive 
character. 

The class graduating numbered at least twenty-five per 


cent. of the class entering nine years ago.

The work of the year in some grades has been seriously 
interrupted by the absence of the regular teachers on account 
of sickness. We have been very fortunate in obtaining 
competent substitutes in almost every instance. Occasion- 
ally it is impossible to obtain’ the best a railable as their 
services for the time they can give are in constant demand. 

It must be a matter of satisfaction to’ the board that the 
success of their plan of school work has received the en- 
dorsement of well-know educators, and that the larger cities 
are now adopting similar measures to enrich their program 


of grammar school work.

Dear Sir.—The fact that considerable progress was 
made during the last year was shown by the exhibition of 
drawing given at the close of the school term, for the work 
was certainly more difficult and yet better in execution than 
that of the preceding year. Unlike many subjects, the 
results, in part at least, of the study of drawing, may be 
kept upon paper so as to form an interesting exhibit, but it 
should be remembered that the entire value of a course in 
this study lies not merely in the work itself, but also in the 
improved condition of the mind of the pupil. The aim of 
the study is to enable the child to observe, to think, and to 
express the results of his observation and thought. 

In the primary grades, we aim particularly to teach him 
to observe and to think, and to use single methods of ex- 
pression, as clay modelling, construction in paper, and the 
making of easy drawings. Owing to the use of the indi- 


= 


vidual sets of models, which were provided last year, the 
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study of form has been rendered easier, more interesting, 
and more profitable. Some of the clay modelling has been 
excellent, as well as much of the work in paper construction 
and drawing. 

In the grammar grades, where the habit of closer observa- 
tion and thought has been acquired, very little time is given 
to the simpler means of expression and nearly all to expres- 
sion or representation by drawing. This has been of two 
kinds, —the mechanical, including geometry, working draw- 
ings, and development, — and the freehand, including model 
drawing, botanical drawing, historic ornament, and de- 
sign. The working drawings made last year were especially 
good, and the drawing from plant forms showed a marked 
improvement. The botanical drawing has been very help- 
ful in the matter of cultivating a taste for the beautiful. 
The pupils select the sprays of leaves and flowers which they 
wish to draw, and very often they bring awkward or imper- 
fect clusters, and have to receive suggestions from the 
teacher as to what is really graceful. Thus they are taught 
to look for the beauties and perfections of nature. 

In the High School drawing was elective last year, and 
there were two courses of study throughout the year, — the 
mechanical and freehand. The work of the mechanical 
class in machine drawing was more difficult but much better’ 
than before, while the work of the freehand classes certainly 
demonstrated the wisdom of making drawing an elective 
study in the High School, and thereby allowing the teacher: 
to spend her time on a fewer number of pupils who really 


like the study. It is hoped that this year more can be done:

with light and shade, and a very little with color. It must 
be remembered, however, that forty-five minutes a week is a 
very short time in which to do work of an advanced nature. 
In the grammar grades the pupils have an hour and a half 
each week for drawing, and it would surely result in great 
improvement if we had as much time in the High, but I do 
not suppose it is practical, with so many courses of study as 
there are in the High School. The new room for the draw- 
ing has done very much to help us, and under the now favor- 
able conditions for good work, we shall try to do all that 
is possible in the given time. 

The interest in this subject throughout the schools con- 
tinues good, on the part of both pupils and teachers, and I 
feel very grateful to them as well as to yourself and the 
committee for the many ways in which you have made the 


work easy and pleasant.

Dear Sir :— In accordance with your request I send my 
report, hoping I may not be too late. There has been a 
marked improvement in music in the primary grades during 
the past year, owing largely to a change made in the system 
of teaching; the Normal system having been adopted in 
place of the Mason method. The change is not yet com- 
plete, several schools needing books; but we are hoping the 
committee will recognize the importance of supplying each 
room, so that the work may go on uninterruptedly. It is to 
be regretted that the daily drill in exercises, etc., ceases with 
the fifth grade, as from that on through the ninth but one 
hour a week is allowed for music, that hour including the 
regular lesson by the special teacher. It is obvious that 
but little time can be given to individual work, and progress 
is necessarily slow, so that much complaint is made that 
many of the pupils in the eighth and ninth grades are de- 
ficient in the knowledge of the fundamental principles of 
music. The singing is excellent, pure in tone, and pleasing 
to the ear. ‘Too much cannot be said in praise of the work 
done in the High School. We are to be congratulated, when 
it is considered that music was made this year an elective 
study, that nearly ninety pupils desired to take the study. 
The large room is now filled with s‘nyers, and the interest 
shown in the study of classical music, the attention paid to 
the music teacher, together with the sweet, melodious, tune- 
ful rendering of their songs, is exceedingly eratifying to all 


interested, and we are justly proud of our Winchester High 
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School. I thank the teachers and pupils for their coopera- 
tion with me in my work, for their kindness and_ politeness 
at all times, making it a most pleasant, happy task. I 
thank the Music Committee for the sympathy shown, and 
the readiness with which my requests have been granted.

REPORT 


OF 


ROAD COMMISSIONERS. 


It is much to be regretted that the first chairman of our 
Board, Mr. W. B. French, was unable on account of ill 
health to take any active part in the work of the Commis- 
sion, and was obliged to resign early in September. The 
process of sewer construction through the principal streets 
of the town has modified the plans for work of our depart- 
ment this season. Much needed repairs outside the lines of 
the sewer, in the northern and western parts of the town, 
were made during the early summer, thus leaving the de- 
partment more free to centralize its work next season upon 
some of the main streets where the sewers have been com- 
pleted. Especially in the western section, a large amount 
of time was put into the work of removing boulders, gravel- 
ling the roadways, etc., leaving these roads in such a condi- 


tion that few repairs will be needed for some time. 


MAIN STREET. 


Although it has been generally understood that the widen- 


107 


ing of Main Street from Symmes’ Corner to the Centre 
would be completed this year, several reasons have induced 
us to put the work where there seemed to be a more immedi- 
ate need for widening and improvement of roadway and 
drainage. The Metropolitan sewer on upper Main Street 


was completed and the back-filling thoroughly settled. 


Between the railroad crossing and Lake Street was a 
section with a low and nearly level grade, without suitable 
drains, nearly always muddy and often almost impassable. 
A grade with suitable system of surface water drains and 
‘atch basins was planned, the track of the horse-railway 
moved to the centre of the new street location, the road- 
way graded to a sub-grade six inches below the proposed 
surface, rolled with a steam roller, covered with crushed 
stone at least six inches deep, and again thoroughly rolled. 
Many of the abutters on the line will furnish granite curb- 
stones, which may be set early next season. 

It did not seem necessary to widen the bridge at the foot 
of Wedge Pond with granite, but as the widening was 
mostly on one side at this point, a sidewalk was built upon 
piles, leaving a roadway of nearly uniform width at each, side 
of the horse railroad. On the construction of this section 
of Main Street, the steam roller, of which we have had the 
use this season for the simple cost of coal and housing, has 
done excellent service. , 

The cost of labor on this part of Main Street will be 
found in the report of our Superintendent of streets. Ad- 


ditional expenses have been as follows : — 
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9 catch basins complete, at $48.15 S25000 
738 feet drain pipe 8 in.—15 in., 287.54 
1 manhole for drain, 20.80 
Widening bridge, 240.00 
Cement and lumber, 47.00

The above price for catch basins ineludes the cast iron 


frames and grates, traps, and granite curbs. 


Unfortunately, the County Commissioners seem to have 
made some of the Main Street awards without regard to the 
change of grade, which widening and rebuilding make 
necessary. They order no profile, and it should be readily 
understood that it is impossible to adjust the new grade line 
to the lawn of each estate, and at the same time provide 
suitable drainage and cross section. It is to be hoped that 
hereafter no new street or widening will be accepted, until 
suitable profiles are adopted and placed on file, with the 


plan and description. 


The completion of the widening at the ledge, near the 
Medford line, has been postponed, so that some of the 
material might be advantageously used in the rebuilding of 
Bacon Street. 


The time fixed by the County Commissioners for the com- 


pletion of Main Street widening was January 1, 1896, but 


109 


an extension of the time will undoubtedly be granted in 
order that the work may be more thoroughly done. 

The portion between the railroad and Symmes’ Corner 
should be completed next year and the widening extended 
above Lake Street. On the former section, considerable 
work has been done the past year from Symmes’ Corner to 
Madison Avenue, and a most important part accomplished 
in the laying of a large surface water drain from Herrick 
Street to the Gifford School. 


SURFACE WATER DRAINS. 


About eleven hundred feet of 15 inch and 18 inch surtace 
water drain with smaller pipe connections, catch basins, and 
manholes have been constructed, providing for the large run 
of water from the steep streets of the hillside. The expense 
of these drains, catch basins, etc. was about $1,250. They 
constitute the best system of surtace water drains in the 
town. Our Superintendent’s report will show that other 
serviceable drains have been constructed on Church Street, 


Highland Avenue, Swanton Street, and elsewhere. 


The lack of provision for disposal of surface water in our 
streets has caused frequent heavy expense in repairing 


washouts, and kept many streets in a poor condition. 


Much of the work of widening and rebuilding Main Street 
could be done cheaper, and in some respects better, by 
contract. An objection to this method is that it is difficult 
to assure the employment of laborers, who are citizens of the 


town, on contract work. Contractors prefer and accomplish 
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much more with regular laborers who are accustomed to 
their work. Arrangements should be made for the winter 
employment of the regular men of the Highway Department 
on ledges, etc., thus assuring steady work and helping to 


secure an efficient permanent force for this department. 
BACON STREET. 


The order for Bacon Street has not been received from 
the County Commissioners, and we do not yet know what 
amount they will contribute toward the bridge and rebuild- 
ing. They have been requested to contribute $5,000. We 
have done some necessary work on this street in order to 
open it for the winter. Immediately after the completion 
of the sewer, we commenced work. It has been graded and 
macadamized from Symmes’ Corner to Boone Street in ac- 


cordance with a profile presented by the County Engineer. 


HIGHLAND AVENUE EXTENSION. 


The building of Highland Avenue extension has been 
postponed, being regarded as less needed than Main Street 
widening. At an interview of the Road Commissioners 
with the County Commissioners some time since, the latter 
were requested to grant an extension of time of two 
years, which it was understood would be granted. For 
some reason the Selectmen later asked for an extension of 
only one year, and we understood that their request had 


been granted. 


NEW STREETS. 


The following new streets have been laid out and accepted 
by the town during the year. 

Forest Street from Washington Street to Cross Street. 

Clematis Street from Washington Street to Forest Street. 

Calumet Road from Fletcher Street to Cambridge Street. 

Oxford Street from Church Street, north. 

Wedgemere Park from Church Street, north. 

Petitions were received for the laying out of Harvard and 
Irving Streets, but no plans and profiles were furnished, the 
streets were not properly built and it was difficult to see how 
provision for drainage could be obtained. 

There are many houses on these streets and much taxable 
property, and if graded to suitable profiles, they should be 


laid out next vear. 


BRIDGES. 


Two dangerous bridges on Cross and Lake Streets have 
been rebuilt in a substantial manner and at a considerable 
expense. 

The custom which has prevailed of building or repairing 
our bridges in the cheapest manner that would make them 
serve their purpose for the time being, is far from an eco- 
nomical one. ‘The wooden bridge on Washington Street 
above Forest Street, is an example of this, and should be 
rebuilt next year. 

CONCRETE WALKS. 
The appropriation for concrete walks has been exceeded

from the fact that last year’s report gave an unexpended 


balance of $151.84, while $97.90 of this was used by the 
Selectmen before the creation of our board, early in the year, 
in payment of bills contracted by them for work done the 
previous year. <A considerable amount of sidewalk will be 
called for this year and the appropriation must be somewhat 
increased. Specifications for this work should be prepared, 
and contractors held to them by careful inspection, rather 
than to give the work to the lowest bidder with little regard 


to qual ity. 


STEAM ROLLER. 


The steam roller which we have had on trial the last 
season has done excellent work, but has not proved durable, 
owing principally to its lightness of construction. This 
pattern of roller possesses many advantages over others and 
if built with sufficient regard to the strength necessary to 
stand the variety of work for which it is intended, is perhaps 
the best for the town to purchase. A steam roller is almost 
indispensable for the work we have to do and we would 
recommend an appropriation for the purchase of one the 


coming year. 
LEDGES. 


Ledges should be purchased in different sections ot the 
town in order to keep up our supply of road material. The 
commissioners will be ready to report upon this matter at 
the annual town meeting in March. 


Our Superintendent finds much inconvenience from lack 
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of room at the town stable. <A suitable location tor the 
erection of sheds with storage yards should be secured. 
A new two-horse water cart of the most approved pattern 


has been added to the property of the department this season. 


SNOW AND ICE. 


The appropriation for the. care of sow and ice will only 
allow shovelling to be done in places where the snow plow 
cannot pass, and in teaming away the surplus trom the 
Centre: to facilitate this a large two-horse pung was pur- 
chased last January. This, together with a new snow plow, 
make valuable acquisitions to this department. A number 
of citizens along Main Street have subscribed a_ sufficient 
amount and have the sidewalks along Main Street and Wal- 
nut Street from Mystic Avenue to the Station kept free from 
snow by shovelling. The contract for this work is made 
subject to the supervision of the Superintendent of the 
Streets. It is hoped that this plan will be followed upon 
other streets next year, or that people will make an endeavor 


to keep their own sidewalks shovelled. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


The street lighting has been unsatisfactory this year and 
many trees have been injured by contact with the electric 
light wires. The efforts of the Commission to remedy this 
defect have been almost unavailing owing to the bankrupt 
condition of the Woburn Electric Light Company. 


It is expected that the company, under new management, 
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will give better satisfaction the coming year. This Board 
has cooperated with the Water Board and Sewer Commis- 
sion in having valuable street surveys made tor the purpose 
of establishing definite lines to old streets. This work 
should be continued and stone bounds set to mark the lines 
thus established. It cannot be denied that the roads of our 
town generally, are but poorly constructed. If we wish to 
improve this condition of affairs, the system of spending 
almost the entire yearly appropriation in repairs, patching 
with gravel or crushed stone on a poor foundation, must be 
abandoned. As large a portion as practicable, should be 
spent each year in new, well-built macadain roads. Tt has 
been the aim of the present board to do thorough work that 


- would be a permanent improvement. 


APPROPRIATION. 
» 

The uncertainty of the amount of our appropriation which 
depends upon the amount of the corporation tax, causes in- 
convenience. 

The amount of this tax is not made known to us till De- 
cember, when the principal work of the department is over. 

It had increased largely the previous year and an increase 
was expected again. When we supposed that we had a safe 
balance ahead, it suddenly appeared that our appropriation 
was exhausted, the corporation tax having fallen off nearly 
a thousand dollars from the previous year. | 


It would be a great advantage if the form of appropriation 
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could be so changed that the department would know more 
definitely what amount it is to have.

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REPORT 


OE THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS. 


WINCHESTER, Mass., Jan. 1, 1895. 
‘To THE HONORABLE BoarRD OF ROAD COMMISSIONERS, 


Gentlemen: —I respectfully submit to you my second 
annual report of the work performed by this department 
from Jan. 1, 1894, to Jan. 1, 1895. 

That the past year has been a very busy one you are well 
aware. It will be seen by a glance at the accompanying 
table that a large amount of work was performed on the 
‘* outskirts,” and in accordance with instructions, the much 
needed repairs to Forest, upper Washington, Cambridge, 
High, Ridge, Fruit, and Arlington Streets were made as 
soon as possible, after the construction of Harrison and 
Lawrence Streets. 

The following table shows the cost of labor for the work 
performed on the several streets the past year (each weekly 
pay-roll containing a statement of the work performed the 
previous week, with the cost of labor for each particular 


item) : 
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The table above referred to will show that practically all 
of the streets have been pretty generally cleaned and re- 
paired, those through which the sewers had been completed 
receiving the advantage of such ‘* surplus” as had been left 
by the contractors, and that portion claimed by the highway 
department which could be used to the best advantage on a 
‘¢ short haul; ” the rock from this source materially helping 
out our supply, and together with the amount obtained 
during the winter by work done at the Highland Avenue 
ledge, also at the Medford line in connection with Main 
Street widening (thereby furnishing labor to the ‘* unem- 
ployed” at a cost to this department of $648.72) gave us 
all the stone which has been crushed, and used the past 


season at the following places : — 


On Bacon St. from Boone St. to Symmes’ 

Corner, 546.16 cu. yds. 
On Main St. from railroad crossing to 

Wedge Pond Bridge, L390 28a ess 
On Main St. repairs from railroad cross- 

ing to Woburn line, 226 DOs net ments

This is considerably more than four times the amount 


crushed and used the preceding year. 
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The ledge at Highland Avenue, where we obtain our pres- 
ent supply, (although far from being exhausted) is not 
conveniently located for the greater portion of the work 
which needs to be done in the immediate future ; also the re- 
locating and setting up of the stone crusher in a proper 
place and manner; these matters I most respectfully sug- 


es, 
gest for your consideration. 


MAIN STREET WIDENING. 


The labor item of $3,607.56 for Main Street widening has 


been expended as follows : 


At Symmes’ Corner and southerly, $1,145.35 
From railroad crossing to Blind Bridge Street, 2,418.31 
At Woburn line, 14.00 


Carting stone to pile in yard (on hand for the 


coming year), 29.90 


To this item should be added the cost of drain pipe, iron 
castings, catch-basins, man-holes, cement, lime, lumber, coal 
for steam roller, hardware, blacksmith bills, widening bridge, 
ete. (all of which will be found in the auditor’s report), 
shows that progress is being made on the widening of Main 
Street. 


STEAM ROLLER. 


I wish to state to your board that, owing to the great 
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amount of work ordered by the County Commissioners, and 
the rebuilding of most of the streets which the town is 
annually accepting, I think it decidedly in the line of 
economy for the town to purchase a steam roller: the past 
season has demonstrated the various uses to which it can be 
applied and the efficiency of its work. Owing to lateness 
of the season, when we began the rebuilding and widening 
of Main Street, north of the railroad crossing, it would have 
been almost useless to have attempted the completion of the 
section we began, had we not had the use of the steam 
roller. While Bacon Street from Symmes’ Corner to Boone 
Street is not finished, the roller was a very material factor 


in opening that portion of the street to the travelling public. 


The rolling of the sewer trenches has been appreciated by 
both the Sewer Commissioners and the citizens generally, 
and undoubtedly will occasion less repairs than where the 


trenches have not been rolled by the steam roller. 
ROADS ON ANDREWS HILL. 


In connection with the repairs to the roads on ‘+ Andrews’ 
Hill,” special attention is called to the necessity of having 
been obliged to remove from the roadway a large amount of 
boulders and ledge, which not only required considerable 
labor, but a large amount of dynamite as well. A large 
portion of the 2,148 loads of gravel that have been placed on 
these roads had to be teamed a long distance, and even then 


some of it was not of so good a quality as could be desired. 
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Cambridge Street has been repaired from the west 
Woburn line to Pond Street, 139 loads of ‘* chips” from 
Mr. Gustin’s ledge being used on the bottom course, and 
covered with 508 loads of a good quality of eravel. 

The repairs to Forest Street consisted chiefly of removing 
the worn-out surface material, constructing a walk on the 
north side of the street from this source, covering the same 
with gravel (obtained in the building of this walk), cutting 
trees, laying and repairing old drains, etc. Those who 
drive over this road in the winter will appreciate the dif- 
ference of having the snow-plow used on this walk, in pret- 
erence to the centre of the road, which has been the method 


heretofore. 
Washington Street sidewalk, from Forest Street to the 
wooden bridge, has been raised in a manner similar to the 


one on Forest Street. 


BRIDGES. 


The wooden bridge at this point is in a deplorable condi- 
tion, and should receive attention as soon as possible. 

The bridge on Cross Street, near the Highland Station, 
has been entirely rebuilt, the foundations and roadway 
widened (the stone for the same having been quarried at the 
Highland Avenue ledge last winter), and nothing but hard 
pine timber being used above the abutments. 

Lake Street bridge foundations have been thoroughly 
overhauled, pointed and repaired, and a new hard-pine 


structure placed thereon. 
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CONCRETE WALKS. 


The following table shows what has been done in this di-

This makes a total of 467 square yards of repairs, and 1,- 
8063 square yards of new work. Other repairs are very much 
needed, but I think they should be deferred until the house 
connections are made with the sewers. The walk on Church 
Street, opposite ‘* Rangely,” has too steep a cross section, 
and during the winter season is liable to cause accidents. 
In connection with this same locality I would respectfully 
suggest that the roadway be regraded and macadamized, as 
the construction of the sewer at this place ruined the very 
thin coating of stone originally used to construct the surface 


of the road; and at the same time overcome the liability of 
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accidents, by laying a drain pipe of sufficient size in place of 
the dangerous open gutters at this point. 
SURFACE DRAINAGE. 


To show what has been done the past year with regard to 
providing surface drainage at various places, I submit the 


following account : —

The ageregate length of the several sizes of pipe laid the 
past year is 2,816 lin. ft.; the 16 new catch basins built 
the past year are more than the fofa/ number constructed 


in the highways previous to 1894. 


From the variety of excavations made the past season, we 
obtained about 150 loads of cobble stones, which are stored 
at the Highland Avenue lot, and are convenient and suitable 


for such gutters as are deemed necessary to pave. 
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WATERING STREETS. 


The present method of payment for watering the streets 
is far from satisfactory, and I trust a better one will soon 
be adopted by the town. 

The Fire Department (with 5 horses and 3 carts) do the 
entire watering, and the area they cover, which is as much 
as can be thoroughly sprinkled with this force, is divided 
into the three following routes: ‘* west side,” 9,600 ft. in 
length, Main Street route, 9,400 ft. in length, Washington 
Street (one horse) 5,000 ft. in length. 


STORAGE YARD, ETC. 


The over-crowded condition of the stable yard should 
receive immediate attention, and I would suggest the erection 
of a number of sheds in some suitable location for storage 
purposes; and if a piece of land could be secured adjacent 
to the railroad it would afford a much needed relief to the 


several departments.

CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS. 


WINCHESTER, December 31, 1894. 

The management of Wildwood Cemetery was under the 
charge of a cemetery committee from April 7, 1851, until 
March 24, 1890, when a board of commissioners was chosen 
in accordance with legislative authority, granted by Chapter 
146 as amended by Chapter 272 of the Acts and Resolves, 
passed by the Legislature of Massachusetts during the ses- 
sion of 1889. It is the endeavor of the commissioners to 
maintain the cemetery in a manner becoming the resting 
place of the dead, and to so regulate its use that it shall be 
solely for the citizens or those who have been citizens of our 
town. 

At a meeting of the Cemetery Commissioners, it was 


VotTeb, — That hereafter neither lots nor single graves be 
sold to non-residents of the town, or for the burial of bodies 
of non-residents, unless the non-residents desiring to pur- 
chase lots or burial privileges, or the descendents, have at 
some time been Jona fide citizens of the town, or are lineal 
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kindred of citizens of the town owning or burying in the 
cemetery, except upon the unanimous vote of the commis-, 
sioners on any particular application. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE MANAGEMENT OF 


WILDWOOD CEMETERY IN WINCHESTER. 


1. No body shall be brought into, or taken from the 
cemetery without a permit from the commissioners. 

2. All interments and disinterments of bodies shall be 
under the direction of the commissioners. 

3. The use of the receiving tomb shall be under such 
restrictions not inconsistent with the laws of the Common- 
wealth, as the commissioners may from time to time prescribe. 

4. All visitors shall conduct themselves in such an 
orderly manner as is becoming the resting place of the 
dead. No parties carrying refreshments and no discharge of 
fire-arms shall be allowed in or upon the cemetery land. 

5. No horse with or without a vehicle shall be driven 
faster than a walk, and no horse shall be left within the 
cemetery limits without a keeper. 

6. No dogs shall be allowed within the cemetery en- 
closure. 

7. All persons are forbidden to write upon or otherwise 
deface or injure any fence, monument or other structure in 
the cemetery, or to gather any flower, or to injure any tree, 
plant, or shrub therein. 

8. All visitors are forbidden to walk unnecessarily on. 


the grass. 
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The following are the conditions and limitations in all the 
deeds of the sales of lots. 

First. — That the proprietor of the said lot shall have the right 
to use one foot in width of the adjoining land exterior to the said 


lot, in such a manner as the cemetery commissioners may approve. 


SECOND. — That the said lot of land shall not be used for any 
other purpose than as a place of burial for the dead; and no trees 
within the lot or border, shall, under penalty of forfeiture of said lot, 
be cut down or destroyed without the consent of the cemetery com- 


missioners for the time being. 


THIRD. — That the proprietor of the said lot shall have the right 
to erect stones, monuments, and any other sepulchral structures 
except a tomb, and to cultivate trees, shrubs and plants in the 


same. 


FourtH. — That if any trees or shrubs situated in said lot of land 
shall by means of their roots, branches, or otherwise, become, in 
the opinion of the cemetery commissioners, detrimental to the 
adjacent lots or avenues, or dangerous, or inconvenient to passen- 
gers, it shall be the duty of the said commissioners for the time 
being, and they shall have the right, to enter into the said lot, and 
remove the said trees and shrubs or such parts thereof as are thus 


detrimental, dangerous, or inconvenient. 


FirtH. — That if any structure whatever, or any inscription be 
placed in, upon, or around the said land, which shall be determined 
by the major part of said commissioners for the time being, to be 
offensive or improper, the said commissioners, or the major part of 
them, shall have the right, and it shall be their duty, to enter upon 


said land and remove the said improper object or objects. 


StxtH. — No tomb shall be constructed within the bounds of the 


cemetery, except by the written consent of the commissioners for 
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that purpose ; and no proprietor of any lot shall suffer the remains 
of any persons to be deposited therein FOR HIRE. 

SEVENTH. — No disinterment shall ever be made without permis- 
sion from the cemetery commissioners. 


EIGHTH. — No owner of a lot shall sell the same without the 


approval of the cemetery commissioners for the time being. 


The Cemetery Commissioners have solicited the annual 
care of lots in the cemetery, and they desire to inform 
‘lot owners that by the Acts of the Legislature, accepted by 
the town, owners of lots may deposit suitable sums with the 
Town Treasurer, and receive a bond of. the town for the 
perpetual care of therr lots. 

The amount to be deposited is to be fixed by the commis- 
sioners, and is to be not less than $150. 

The commissioners have decided that persons wishing to 
have the town take care of their lots yearly must pay in 
advance the annual charges for so doing, and that only the 
estimated cost will be charged. 

The following is the form of the bond hitherto issued to 
persons making a deposit of a permanent fund for the per- 


petual care of their lots. 


WILDWOOD CEMETERY. 


Tne Town or WINCHESTER, pursuant to an Act of the 
Legislature of Massachusetts, passed May 9, 1870, entitled, 
‘*An Act concerning the Preservation of Public Burying

Now, therefore, in consideration of said sum, the Town 
oF WINCHESTER agrees to and with the said 
that said Town shall forever provide for the care, keeping, 
and preservation of said lot and premises, as provided in 
said Act; but said Town shall not be required under this 
agreement to renew or replace any monument or other 
structure on said lot, if the same becomes worn, damaged, 
or injured, except for their own want of care, unless the 
income from said sum deposited shall be adequate to pay 
the whole expense, in which case such monuments or other 
structures may be reconstructed, renewed, or replaced by 
said Town or its Cemetery Committee, as they may judge 
proper; provided, however, that nothing herein contained 
shall bind the Town to expend a larger amount on said lot 
and premises than the interest or the income derived from 
said deposits.

About five hundred feet of four inch tron water pipe and 
four hundred feet of two inch pipe have been laid during 
the year, the necessity for which was explained in our last 
annual report, and it is imperative that a further extension 
of pipe for the water should be made the coming year. 
That part of the cemetery In which the free graves are 
located has been improved. ‘The iron spindles which marked 
these graves projected out of the ground about eight inches 
and were unsightly. These markers have been removed 
and new posts, each having the number of the grave, have 
been set, so that the top. is even with the surface of the 
eround, and the land has been regraded and an attractive 
artificial pond has been constrneted in the vicinity, which is 
designated on the plan of the cemetery as Halcyon Lake. 

There was a pressing need for more lots to offer for sale, 
and during the year about four acres of the new land pur- 
chased for the enlargement of the cemetery, have been 
cleared, and about half of it has been laid out into lots, and 
the remainder of this plot, which is known as Tower Hill, 
should be finished during the coming season. A road has 
been constructed around this new part, and is called on the 
plan Mountain Avenue. This will be one of the most 
beautiful portions of the cemetery, and already some of the 
citizens have purchased lots therein. With the enlargement 
of the finished portion of the cemetery there is naturally an 
increase in the cost of maintenance and renewals, but the 
Cemetery Commissioners being mindful of the large ex- 
penditures in other departments of the town, and the recent 


inerease of the town debt for sewers and authorized increase 


for parks, do not feel justified in asking for an increase for 
the maintenance of Wildwood Cemetery. All the bills 
known to the commissioners are paid. The citizens take a 
just pride in their cemetery, and have always been as liberal 
as they could afford to be in the annual appropriations of 
money for its support. 

The commissioners ask that the same amount which was 
voted this year be raised for the ensuing year, namely, four- 


teen hundred dollars.

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Several petitions for the sewer were received 
from citizens who owned private ways. ‘These 


petitioners, having signed printed agreements to 


abide by the same rules as govern the construction 
of sewers in public streets, the same were con- 
stiucted. 

On account of the extreme drought and the low 
state of the water in Mystic Lake, it was deemed 
advisable, by the Board, to construct the Mystic 
Lake Syphon (No. 2) on the main West Side 
sewer. Even with the low water this was a diff- 
cult piece of work, but in ordinary seasons, with 
the water several feet deeper, would have cost a 
much larger sum. 

The sizes of the sewers were somewhat changed 
from those given in the report of the Sewer 
Committee for 1893, especially in the steep streets 
of the East Side. This was partially due to the 
reductions of the area originally calculated: as con- 
tributary to those streets, and which has since 
been taken as a portion of ‘the Middlesex Fells 
Reservation. The sewers as laid are the best 
adapted to the work required. 

In order that the town’s interests should be 
sarefully looked after, and to insure good work at 
every point, inspectors, who were residents of the 
town, were employed by the Sewer Commission- 
ers. These inspectors worked under the direc- 


tions of the engineer in charge, made daily reports

on blanks printed for the purpose, and inspected 
and tested every piece of pipe before it was al- 
lowed to be laid or covered. 

The sewers are all straight between man-holes, 
so that one may look through the sewer from 
man-hole to man-hole throughout the entire SYS- 
tem, thus facilitating cleaning and inspection at 
all times. 

Careful records of the locations of the sewers 
and branches for house connections have . been 
kept. 

The prediction of the Committee on Sewers in 
their report of 1893, that the season of 1894 
would be an advantageous one for the building of 
the sewers, has been fully realized, and the Com- 
missioners feel that the town is to be congratu- 
lated on the excellent manner and low cost at 
which the work has been done.

Receipts for payments in full have been obtained 
from the various contractors, thus avoiding com- 
plications and law-suits, which have been so ex- 
pensive and annoying to so many of our neigh- 
boring towns and cities. 

The commissioners feel that the thanks of the 
town are due to the engineers and inspectors for 
the interest and painstaking care with which they 
have fulfilled their various duties. 

Through the courtesy of the water board the 
sewer department secured temporary quarters at 
the premises occupied by the water department on 
Vine street, for the storage of necessary tools and 
materials. These quarters are inadequate for the 
permanent requirements of the sewer department, 
and a yard or locker of sufficient room, will be 
necessary in the immediate future. 

It is a well-known fact that the highway de- 
partment’s yard is altogether too small for the 
economical use of that department. 

The sewer commissioners recommend that a 
suitable tract of land, sufficient for the use of all 
the town departments and situated near the rail- 
road and water, be secured at once. 

We are assured that by the time this report 
reaches the citizens the metropolitan sewer will be 


ready for use. It is the earnest desire of the

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sewer commissioners that the citizens on the lines 
of the town sewers make connections therewith 
as soon as practicable. } 

The sewer commissioners are frequently asked 
the question: ‘* Why should one who has a cess- 
pool, which * gives him no trouble , abandon his 
cesspool and connect with the public sewer? fe 

The dangerous properties of sewage are the 
gases which are formed when that sewage becomes 
putrified. In the case of a cesspool the sewage 
is collected and remains to putrify and form 
‘‘ sewer gas,” which must be given off and form 
a menace to the public health, whereas, in the 
“ase of a well constructed sewer the sewage at 
once passes away and before the sewer gases have 
time to be formed the sewage is deposited in the 
ocean. 

The average cost of cleaning cesspools is. be- 
lieved to be greater than the interest on the cost 
of making connections with the public sewer. 

Thus it will be seen that on the lines of both 
economy and health it is desirable to make use of 
the sewer. 

There is an urgent demand for the continuance 
of the work on our system of sewerage, and there 
are many reasons why this work should be done 
as soon as possible. Following are some of the 
reasons.

the metropolitan sewer for which it should receive 
something in return. 

Applications for sewers from residents in vari- 
ous parts of the town have been received and 
should be granted. 

New houses are being built all over the town, 
and it is unwise that the owners should be put to 
the expense of building cesspools, which are in 
themselves a source of danger, when they could 
be accommodated with sewers which will ulti- 
mately be constructed. 

It is uslesss to expend money on the improve- 
ment of our streets before the sewers are con- 
structed therein. 

The continued low prices of materials and labor 
would indicate the coming season as a favorable 
one for sewer construction. 

The Sewer Commissioners therefore strongly 
advise the continuance of the work of sewer con- 
structiou.

Board of Sewer Commissioners. 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


Under Art. 15 of the warrant of the Annual March Meet- 


ng of 1894 it was voted as follows : — 


That the Sewer Commissioners are hereby authorized to 
make such rules and regulations in regard to the construc- 
tion, use of, and payment for all house connections and 
private ways, private sewers and their connections with the 
common sewers as they may deem necessary, and they are 
hereby requested to publish the same in some convenient 
form. No private sewers between the street limits and the 
building to be drained shall hereafter be laid except by 
properly authorized persons acting under the supervision of 
the Sewer Commission. 

As authorized and empowered by the statutes of the 
Commonwealth and in accordance with the foregoing vote, 
the Sewer Commissioners, at a regular meeting of their 
Board, passed and adopted the following rules and regula- 
tions for the laying of private sewers and the connections 
thereof in the town of Winchester. 

1. No person other than the Superintendent of Sewers, 


for the Board of Sewer Commissioners, or his employes 


acting under his directions, shall construct or repair any 
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private sewer within the limits of any street or private way, 
or connect the same with any common sewer, or dig up 
within said limits for such purpose. , 

2. No private sewer between the limits of any street or 
private way and the building to be connected shall be laid 
or repaired, except by said Superintendent or his employes 
acting under his direction, or by a private sewer layer duly 
licensed by the Board of Sewer Commissioners, and acting 
under the direction of said Superintendent and subject to 
his inspection. Said sewer layer, before laying or repairing 
any such sewer, must first obtain a permit therefor from the 
Sewer Commissioners, the permit to be returned on comple- 
tion of the work, endorsed by the private sewer layer. No 
such permit, however, shall be issued to one who has within 
a year violated any condition or specification of a previous 
permit. 

3. The Board of Sewer Commissioners may license such 
private sewer layers as apply in writing and are found 
competent, and who shall execute a bond to the town in 
the sum of five hundred dollars, with one or more satisfac- 
tory sureties, conditioned to faithfully perform the work 
done under the permits in accordance with the rules and 
regulations adopted by the Board of Sewer Commissioners 
and to indemnify and save harmless the town of Winchester, 
its officers and their agents, from all accidents, damages, or 
cost, caused by any negligence in protecting the work, or by 
any unfaithful or inadequate work in connection with or 

making or repairing such sewers. Such licenses shall re- 


main in force until the first day of April next atter their 
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issue, unless sooner revoked. ‘The business address of all 
such licensed sewer layers must be registered with, and 
immediate notice of any change therein given to, the Board 
of Sewer Commissioners. 

4. Where the private sewer is to be laid by the Sewer 
Commissioners, or their agents, a deposit with the Town 
Treasurer of the estimated cost will be required before com- 
mencing the work, and any excess of the actual cost will be 
returned to the depositor. 

5. Every private sewer shall be laid in strict conformity 
to the lines, grades, and directions of the Superintendent or 
Inspector, with tight joints and the inside left smooth and 
perfectly clean throughout its entire length. 

All excavations shall be made of such widths and depths 
as will readily admit of properly executed work. All water 
or gas pipes, drains, and other structures, shall be protected 
from injury, and all damage caused by the work of a 
licensed sewer layer, or his employes, shall be repaired and 
made good at his expense. Proper barriers and danger 
signals shall be maintained on and about the work and 
materials at all times. All ends and openings into private 
sewer pipes must be securly closed against the entrance of 
any earth or surface water. 

6. All pipes, cement, and other material, and all work- 
manship shall be of the best quality and subject to the 
approval of the Superintendent or his Inspector. The final 
approval of the completed work shall only be considered 
as given when the Inpector’s return has been signed by the 


Superintendent. 
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7. All private sewers shall be of the best quality, salt- 
glazed, vitrified, earthern, or extra heavy cast-iron soil or 
water pipe, of an internal diameter not greater than five (5) 
inches, and shall be laid in straight lines with an even, con- 
tinuous inclination of at least one (1) foot in fifty. Curved 
pipes, or preferably a curved invert in a man-hole, shall be 


used for every change in direction. 


8. In back-filling, no stone will be allowed within two 
(2) feet over the pipe, and the earth shall be carefully and 
thoroughly rammed so as to keep the pipe in proper posi- 
tion, and to avoid after settlement. The surface shall be 
restored to its former condition. 

9. No exhaust from steam engines nor blow-off from 


steam boilers shall be connected with the common sewer. 


10. The Sewer Commissioners will stop and cut oft all 
private sewers from discharging into common sewers through 
which substances are discharged, which are liable to injure 
the sewers, interfere with their use, or obstruct their flow. 

11. Private sewers laid previous to the adoption of these 
rules and regulations will be connected with the common 
sewer or with new work only when found upon examination, 


to be in good condition, with proper and suitable fixtures 


s 
and arrangements, and satisfactory to the Sewer Commis- 
sioners or their Superintendent. 

12. The crown of the common sewers shall determine the 
grade of the private sewers in the territory in which the — 
former are laid. 


13. No private sewer shall pass under another building 
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nor within four (4) feet of the cellar wall thereof, except by 
special permit. 

14. All plumbing must have received the approval of the 
Board of Health before a permit for a private sewer con- 
nection will be issued by the Sewer Commissioners. 

15. The word ‘* Superintendent,” when used in the rules 
and regulations and orders, shall be construed to mean the 
person duly authorized by the Board of Sewer Commission- 
ers to perform the particular duties required by said Board ; 
and the word ‘ Inspector,” when so used, shall be construed 
to mean the assistant of said Superintendent who shall have 
charge over any particular piece of work. 

16. Whoever violates any of the provisions of these rules 
and regulations shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 


twenty dollars for each offence.

TYLER MEMORIAL WINDOW. 


The presentation to the town of Winchester of the Tyler 
memorial window is an event in the history of the library 
very satisfactory to contemplate and record. As a work of 
art the window is not only beautiful and decorative in the 
highest degree, but it stands in the right place, a fitting 
memorial to one who was especially interested in the welfare 
of the library.

Mrs. ABBIE L. ‘TYLER and FAMILY, 
WINCHESTER, MASS. 
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At an adjourned town meeting held March 12, 1894, the 
Chairman of the Library Trustees laid the above correspond- 
ence before the town, and after a few explanatory remarks 


offered the following resolution : — 


‘* Resolved, That we, the inhabitants of Winchester in town 
meeting assembled, hereby ratify the action of the Trustees 
of the Public Library in accepting the gift, under the con- 
ditions imposed, of a memorial window from Mrs. Abby L. 
Tyler, her son, and daughter; said window to be placed in 
the Public Library as a memorial to the late Joseph H. 
Tyler, for many years one of the Trustees of the Library, 
and one of Winchester’s most prominent and_ respected 
citizens. 

‘¢ In accepting this beautiful and appropriate gift we desire 
to place on record not only our appreciation of the noble 
sentiment which prompted the gift and our gratitude to the 
donors, but also our acknowledgement of the worth of Mr. 
Tyler as a high-minded, public-spirited citizen; one who 
was deeply interested in the welfare of the town; was 
always present at town meetings, a careful adviser in town 
affairs. One who never hesitated to give utterance to his 
opinion of what he thought to be right or wrong, whether 
it was popular, or not. Though he always expressed his 
views in plain language and enforced them with pitiless 
logic, he was uniformly courteous in debate, and respected 
the opinions of those who differed from him. He was an 
honest man, a learned lawyer, a good citizen. He was loyal 
to his idea of the right, loyal to his public obligations, loyal 


to his town. 
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‘« May the beautiful memorial we accept this day to com- 
memorate the affectionate remembrance of wife and chil- 
dren, and the good citizenship of Joseph H. Tyler, be an 
influence to make us better citizens and our town a better 
town, for all time to come.” 

After speeches by prominent citizens eulogistic of Mr. 
Tyler’s life and work, and in appreciative recognition of the 
artistic worth and significance of the memorial, the res- 
olution was unanimously adopted and the gift accepted by 
a rising vote.* 

DESCRIPTION OF THE WINDOW. 

The Tyler memorial window was especially designed for 
the Winchester Public Library by Tiffany & Co., of New 
York. It fills the space formerly occupied by three smaller 
windows, built closely together in the circular bay or alcove 
of the library reading room. The memorial window is thus 
composed of three separate lights of equal size, in close 
proximity to each other. 

The evident idea of the artists was to make this window, 
an epitome of the art of book making. With this end 
in view they have commemorated the period before the 
time of Gutenburg in the panels which form the lower 
portion of all three lights. These contain representations 
of three of the earliest forms of books. 

The first form represented (in the left hand panel) is the 
wax tablet of the Romans, bearing an extract from Yicero’s 


Pro Archias, in praise of literature : — 


* A full report of the speeches made at this meeting is preserved in 
the WINCHESTER STAR of March 17, 1894. on file at the Library. 


‘¢ But these studies are the food of youth, the delight of 
old age, the ornament of prosperity, the refuge and comfort 
of adversity.” — Cicero, For Archias, VIT.* 


The second form (illustrated in the right hand panel) is 
the scroll of the Greeks, containing a quotation from 
Plato's Phedrus :— 

‘¢* This knowledge, O king,’ said Theuth, ‘ will make 
the Eyptians wiser and better able to remember, for it has 


been invented as a medicine for memory and wisdom.’ ” — 
Plato, Phedrius, 1385. 


The third form (represented in the central panel) is the 
illuminated missal of the medixval scribes. This missal 
bears the memorial inscription : — 

‘¢In memory of Joseph Howe Tyler, born February 11th, 
1825, died July 11th, 1892. 


‘* Happy is the man that findeth wisdom and the man that 
getteth understanding.”— Proy. ii., 13. 


The most important event in the history of book-making 
is beautifully illustrated in the central and most prominent 
light of the window. It depicts the memorable scene when 
John Gutenbure, the inventor of movable type, draws 
from his press a printed sheet, thereby demonstrating to 
Faust and Schoefter, who stand beside him, the practicability 
of his invention. This illuminated picture is a triumph of 
the glazier’s art, and description is unnecessary to make 


plain its artistic worth and beauty. 


* The quotations inscribed on the window are in the original, but for 
general convenience, translations are given in this description. 
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The two side lights of the window each contain a repre- 
sentation of the tree of knowledge and wisdom, from whose 
branches hang escutcheons bearing the printers’ marks of 


early followers of Gutenburg. 


On the upper escutcheon in the left-hand light is the mark 
of William Caxton, an early English printer, who published 
at Westminster, on November 18, 1477, the first book 
printed in Great Britain. Above this mark there is a 
ribbon bearing the words of Shakespeare: ** My library was 


dukedom large enough.” 


In the lower part of the same light another escutcheon 
pears the mark of the celebrated Parisian printer of illumi- 
nated missals, Simon Vostre, while the ribbon above carries 
the well-known quotation from Victor Hugo: ** Books are 


sure and faithful friends.” 


A yibbon on the lower branches of the tree bears the date 
1457, the year in which the first book was printed which 
bears both the date of publication and the name of the 


printer. 


In the right-hand side light there is shown the de- 
vice of Christopher Plantin, the founder of the famous 
Antwerp printing house, which continues in business 
down to our own times. This printer’s mark repre- 
sents a hand issuing from a cloud and holding compasses 
and with them describing a circle within which are the 
words «* Labore et Constantia.” ‘+ By toil and persistency.” 


The significance of these words in connection with the mark 


og 


Plantin explained in the preface of his Polyglot Bible: the 
moving point of the compasses signifying labor and the sta- 


tionary point constancy. This mark was first used in 1557. 


In the lower part of the same light appears the well-known 
anchor and dolphin of the celebrated Venetian printer, 
Aldus Mauntius. Although the printer was in business as 
early as 1494, it was not till 1502 that he adopted the mark 
shown in the window, and he used it for the first time upon 


the title page of «* Le Terzo Rome di lante.” 


The sentence on the ribbon connected with Platin’s mark 
is taken from Lessing, and may be translated: ‘* Who 
would call that written which remains unread?” With the 
Aldine mark is a line from Dante’s ‘‘ Paradiso,” the trans- 
lation of which is: ‘* For it is not knowledge to have under- 
stood a thing without remembering it.” The short ribbon 
on the lower part of this tree bears the date 1894, the year 


of the erection of the memorial. 


Through the upper portion of all three lights runs the 
familiar quotation from Borbonius: ‘* Omnia mutantur, nos 
et muntamur in ilis.” <** All things change and we change 


with them.” 


APPROPRIATION FOR ENSUING YEAR. 


The Trustees recommend for care and maintenance of the 
library for 1895 an appropriation of $1,500, together with 


the amount received from sale of dog licenses. Considering 
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the increasing popularity and usefulness of the library (as 
shown in table of library statistics), and consequent increase 
in cost of maintenance, this appropriation would seem to be 
necessary. It is the same in amount as appropriation for 


last year. 


The term of Arthur E. Whitney as Trustee expires by 
limitation, and it will be necessary to choose his successor.

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TWENTY-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


WINCHESTER WATER BOARD. 


The Water Board herewith presents to the citizens of 
Winchester its report tor the year 1894, made in accordance 
with Section 3 of the Water Works regulations, adopted by 
the town in 1876, and reprinted on page 259 of the annual 
Town Report for 1893. 

The works are in excellent working order: all ordinary 
repairs, renewals, and extensions are reasonably well com- 
pleted up to date; and there is no call now apparent for any 
large expenditure during the coming year for other than 
ordinary maintenance work, and for the large extension 
of the street mains rendered necessary by the recent rapid 
growth of our town. 

The expenditures of the past year were kept slightly in- 
side the appropriations, and there is a small balance left in 
each account of the department at the close of the year, after 
paying all bills presented or known. Moreover, as will be 


seen from the Superintendent’s inventory, we have on hand 
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ready for laying next year, cast-iron pipe, gate and hydrants 
to the value of $3,263.72. 

The increase in use of the water, and the number of new 
houses supplied during the past year, has been greater than 
in any one year since the first general introduction of the 
water supply. One hundred and two new house service 
pipes were connected during the year 1894. 

An estimate by the Superintendent of the probable in- 
come from each of these 102 new services, foots up to about 
$1,900 as the probable addition to the revenues of this de- 
partment from the extensions made during the year of 1894. 
A part of these new services helped to increase last year’s. 
receipts, but it appears probable that the receipts for 1895 
will be $1500 more than for 1894. 

It is in many ways apparent that the wave of rapid subur- 
ban growth is beginning to be felt in Winchester, and the 
opening of new streets and the subdivision of land to form 
new building lots, will call for a large extension of the street 
mains during the coming year; but as all such work makes 
useful and profitable the water now wasting over the spill- 
way of the south dam, your board believes it wise to pursue 
a liberal policy regarding the extension of the mains. Your 
board has madea_ careful examination of the streets, 
present and prospective, not already piped, and finds that 
it will probably be necessary to lay at least 9,000 feet of 
6-inch mains during the coming year to meet the demands 
for newhouses already in prospect. 

The expense for extending these street mains is small in 


comparison with cost of the reservoirs, and it is plainly 
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desirable that no prospective customer should have to wait 
long for a street main within reach of his house. 

The expenditures on the South Reservoir for lands, 
dams, and the main pipe line to Symmes’ Corner, to Decem- 
ber 31, 1893, have altogether amounted to a little more 
than $190,000, exclusive of interest during the period of 
construction. It is costing the town in round numbers 
$7,600 per year interest on the South Reservoir, from which 
up to date scarcely $100 of income has been received, it not 
having been connected and available until within the past 


few months. 


This should now be made available to the west side of 
the town by an extension of the new 16-inch Bacon Street 
main to Church Street, in order to afford a better supply 
for fire protection and to afford a reserve in case of acci- 
dent to the Church Street main, as well as to prevent the 
drawing down of domestic pressure at times when the draft 
by garden hose is large. 

In several parts of the town where only a small number 
of houses existed a few years ago, 2-inch street pipes were 
laid as a temporary expedient to save cost. With the recent 
new houses, some of these are becoming over-taxed, and 
should soon be replaced with full size pipes capable of sup- 
plying a hydrant. 

For the above reasons, and after diligent effort to cut the 
proposed extensions down to the smallest reasonable amount, 
your board believes it necessary to ask for special appro- 
priations for pipe extensions during the coming year as 


follows : — 
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For 6-inch street mains :— 


In Brookside Avenue, Clematis Street, Nelson Street, Stone 
Street, Wyman Jand, Vinton. land, Mason estate, Bacon estate, 
Lagrange Street, Winter Pond territory, and for certain small ex- 
tensions elsewhere, a tota distance of about 9,000 feet, including 
gates, hydrants, and ledge work. - Estimated cost $7,000. 


For main arteries : — 


For extension of 16-inch. South Artery from. South Reservoir to 
West Side along Bacon Street to Church Street, (perhaps 14-inch or 
12-inch pipe may serve for the end near Church Street, ;) also for 
extension of 12-inch North Artery from North Reservoir along 
Forest Street. 3 Estimated cost of. both, $8,o0o0.. 


For service pipe extension, salaries and maintenance :

By comparison with last year’s expenditures it is estimated that lay- 
ing new house service pipes to the street line,the relaying of old service 
pipes, repairs on wind-mill, coal. and: attendance for the high service: 
pumping, repairs on reservoir slope paving, a few more water meters, 
repairs of leaks, care of hydrants aud valves, grubbing at reservoir 
margins, completion of survey and plans so far as needed by water 
department, changing of steam boiler to burn coal, a few additional 
gates on old street mains, salaries of Water Registrar and Superin- 
tendent,and board of horse for Superintendent, together with the 
miscellaneous. work incident to maintenance, will cost altogether, at 


least , | $5,000, 
Making, if the town adopts the foregoing recommendations, a total 
expenditure under this department for the year 1895, $20,000. 


The above estimate is rather a close one, with small mar- 
gin for emergencies, but aided by the stock on hand we 
shall hope to complete all of the work proposed above. 

It is estimated that the receipts of the department for the 
year 1895 will be,

Thus leaving an income of $9,200.00 
Which may be devoted to maintenance and extensions. 


Except for the extraordinary expenditure for street mains, 
our water works would therefore today be self-supporting, 
and if the cement pipes continue sound, we can easily look 
forward to the time (next year, we hope) when the receipts 
will take care of all expenditures for maintenance and for 
interest on water debt, and also make all extensions to street 
mains. 

The items properly chargeable to maintenance should 
seldom exceed $5,000, so that in the year 1895 the works 
could earn $4,200 net for extension of mains, and the fol- 


lowing years still more. 


, 

Your board has tried to find a further means of increasing 
the revenue from the South Reservoir, but without suécess. 
It has made some endeavor to open the way for a proposition 
which it might submit to the town, for the temporary lease 
of such portion of this water as we do not yet need to some 
neighboring municipality in need of water, thereby saving 
to it the cost of construction, pending the construction of the 
proposed metropolitan system of water supply for Boston 
and its suburbs, which apparently must come within the next 
five years. ‘The longer lease of any considerable portion 


could not be prudently considered, and indeed at the present 


* 
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rate of growth, our reservoirs will be too small to sup- 
ply the Winchester of twenty years hence, as_ will be dis- 


cussed later in this report. 


We have thought that an analysis of our water rates would 
be of interest to the citizens, and the following has therefore 


been prepared.

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With regard to the number of hydrants and their distance 
apart, Mr. Freeman of this board is of the opinion that, as ¢ 
whole, the hydrants are about twice as far apart as they 
ought to be for economy of fire hose, for proper utilization 
of hydrant pressure by hose company without steamer, or 
for availability in case one happens to be found frozen when 
needed. 

A good, modern, 5-inch, ‘* 2-way and steamer” hydrant, 
all set, costs about $35.00, or about the same as 50 feet in 
length of first-class fire hose. The life of a good modern 
hydrant will average three or four times that of a good 
average fire hose. As a whole hydrants are cheaper than 
hose, and should be generously installed. 

The Winchester reservoir pressure, when new street mains 
are completed and well ‘ gridironed ” across, will give fairly 
good, quick fire service for a dwelling-house from a hose 
company, without the steamer; and, since a hydrant will 
sometimes freeze in this latitude, even on the best regulated 
works, there should be always a second hydrant within 400 
feet of any important building,—and every man’s home is 
important. ; 

We have theretore placed the hydrants on the new street 
mains nearer together than on the old. ,A few years hence, 
when the income of the department becomes greater, and 
the call for putting available funds into new stréet mains 
becomes less urgent, it will be good policy to gradually 
double up on the number of hydrants throughout ‘the 
town. 


The water gates are not numerous enough to give as good 
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subdivision for repairs, without shutting off a large section, 
as is provided in the best modern outtits. The town thus 
far has got along very comfortably in this regard, and a few 
extra gates can be put in each year in connection with other 
work at small expense, and this feature gradually brought 
into excellent form. 

‘* (Goose-neck ” connections between small street mains, 
inserted as a temporary expedient to avoid inconvenience to 
the residents in shutting off water for a few hours from a 
district, or for motives of first cost on streets where there 
were at that time very few houses, now exist at the following 
points, and the Superintendent states that there are no 


others.

It will be noted that there are only two cases existing 
where the pipe fed is larger than 2-inch, and it is the inten- 
tion to replace these by full size connections during the 


coming season. 
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PIPE EXTENSIONS OF 1894. 


Street mains have been extended during the past year as 
per table on pages 202 and 203 of this report. 

The first important work of the past season was to connect 
the South Reservoir main, near Symmes’ Corner, into the 
old pipe system from the North Reservoir, so that in case of 
breakage of the North Reservoir main, or in case of aconfla- 
gration, the South Reservoir water could be turned on to the 
whole town by merely opening one gate and closing another. 
This work was completed April 7. 

Next, it was the intention of the board to have pushed the 
16-inch extension of South Reservoir main along Bacon 
Street as rapidly as possible toward the west side of the 
town and to a point well beyond the railroad during the past 
season.« This pipe was to go on top of the stone arch of the 
new bridge, which the County Commissioners hive designed 
to cross the Abbajona river; and this board repeatedly 
urged upon the County Commissioners the desirability of an 
early completion of this work. The bridge-work has not 
been begun, and we have completed the pipe only to the 
bridge. 

The other extensions on Florence Street, Harvard Street, 
Irving Street, Arthur Street, White Street, Cross Street, 
Forest Street, Maple Street, Marion Street, Stone Avenue, 
Chapin Street, and Johnson Court have all been made in 
response to urgent demands of new householders, and each 
after assurance that the extension would bring in receipts 
exceeding 7 per cent. of the cost of a 6-inch pipe of the 


length required. In point of fact, one house so soon follows 
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another, and the houses built in Winchester commonly have 
such generous plumbing arrangements, that the cases are 
now rare where this 7 per cent. limit is not much exceeded 
from the first. 

Furthermore, the chairman of the board has, prior to the 
beginning of the work on these newly constructed streets, 
not. yet accepted as public highways, asked for and re- 
ceived in each case, the consent of the property owners thus 
served, to an increase of the valuation for assessment ot 
taxes on the said property, which said increase in tax should 
at current rates amount to 7 per cent. on the cost of pipe 
extension; the ground for said increase of tax on said real 
estate being that land along a private way is certainly 
increased in value by the laying of public water mains 
thereto, and that said estates in past years had not borne 
a proper part of the burden of reservoir construction ; it 
being understood that when Winchester first constructed its 
water works and increased the tax levy to obtain a part of 
the funds for so doing, this was wholly or in part done by 
increasing the assessed value of that real estate which was 
so located that it could be served by this water supply, and 
that outlying lands then beyond the reach of the water 
works were not increased in assessment value. 

Taking the figures in the Auditor’s report as our guide, 
the construction of the Winchester water works has cost to 
date $428,912.94, of which the North, South, and Middle 
Reservoirs, High Service Reservoir, and South Conduit cost 
$257,829.59, leaving for cost of street mains, including 
conduit from North Reservoir $171,083.35. 
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In other words, taking the town today as a whole, for 
each $100 expended for street mains alone, the water works 
system as a whole has cost $250, and 7 per cent. on the 
average $100 worth of street main is only 23 per cent. on 
its fair share of the whole expenditure. 

The laying of pipes on unaccepted streets being a matter 
left to the discretion of this board, the consent to an 
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increase in taxes sufficient to net 7 per cent. on cost of 
extension has therefore been asked for in addition to and 
irrespective of the water rates derived from the said ex- 
tension. 

We commend this matter to the consideration of our 
citizens, to the end that, if deemed proper, some equitable 
and clearly-expressed rule regarding increase in assessments 
may be formulated and added to the present water works 
regulations regarding extensions, and adopted at town 
meeting. 

- Ordinary cast-iron ‘‘ water works pipe” has been used 
in all extensions made during the past year (except fora 
few short unimportant branches for which there happened 
to be sufficient cement-covered, sheet-iron pipe on hand). 
All was cast and coated with coal-pitch varnish by R. D. 
Wood & Co., of Philadelphia, under the specifications pre- 
pared for the city of Boston, by its engineering department. 

All the pipe laid has been of the weight technically 
known as Class B. The greater part of this was purchased 
at a cost of $22.70 per ton of 2,240 Ibs. delivered on cars 
at Winchester. The later purchases cost somewhat more, 


the highest price paid for any being $23.70 per ton fora 
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lot ordered for quick delivery late in the season. Most 


of the special castings were bought at a price of 23 cts. per 
pound delivered. 


4-inch pipe is now regarded by leading water-works 
engineers as too small for efficient fire-hydrant service, and 
6-inch is the smallest used on the best works. Your Board 
has purchased nothing smaller for street mains. Hydrants 
with 5-inch gate and riser and 6-inch bell and with one 
steamer outlet and two hose outlets have been adopted as 
our standard. 

The following summary of the pipe laying and its cost 
has been compiled from the notes and measurements re- 
corded by the Superintendent : —

Cost in general of laying cast iron pipe for the year. Including all 
specials, hydrants, and gates, for all labor and material. Mostly 
in dry gravel, no ledge work. 6 inch, $.65; 12 inch, $1.74; 16 
inch, $2.32. 

Average cost of 6 inch pipe and all labor, but exclusive of gates, 
hydrants, and extra cost of special castings, per running foot, 
$.58. 
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Cast-iron pipe has during the past year been cheaper than 
ever before known, and most of the past year’s supply cost 
$22.70 per ton on cars at Winchester. In May, 1874, when 
the first Winchester street mains were laid, cast-iron pipe 
delivered in this vicinity cost $52.50 per ton, or 24+ times as 
much as the price in May, 1894. At that time, cement- 
covered sheet-iron pipe could be laid much cheaper than 
cast-iron, probably for 3 its cost ; and the statement has been 
made regarding other towns near, that if every foot of the 
cement-covered sheet-iron pipe laid about twenty years ago 
had now to be torn up and replaced, the total cost to the 
town would be no more than to have laid cast-iron pipe at 
the price existing when these works were built, by reason of 
the saving in first cost and interest thereon for twenty years. 

While fortune has thus far favored cement pipe in Win- 
chester, it has appeared wise, for reasons given below, to 
lay only cast-iron during the past year. | 

We desire the citizens to be fully informed as to our 
actions nnd motives, and as we are informed there has been 
considerable talk about town regarding this change, the 
following reasons presented by Mr. Freeman, are here 
repeated :— _ 

ist. Cast-iron pipe can now be laid cheaper than cement-lined. 
Cast-iron pipe of the size mostly used (6-inch), costs in long lines 
and easy digging, exclusive of gates and hydrants, which are the same 
in either case, about 55 to 60 cents per foot for material and labor 
all laid ; while 6-inch cement-coated, sheet-iron costs about 65 to 70 
cents under same conditions. 

end. Cast-iron pipe is much the stronger. The computed 


bursting strength of new pipe is about ten times as great for the cast- 
iron as for the sheet-iron pipe with its rivéted longitudinal seam. 
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‘The cast-iron pipe is eleven times as thick as the wrought iron used, 
and the greater thickness thus more than offsets the brittleness of 
cast iron. 


The cast-iron, ‘‘ Class B.,” is all tested at the foundry by a water 
pressure of 300 lbs. per square inch, and will safely stand the water 
ram and working strains incidental to too Ibs. per square inch work" 
ing pressure, without danger of bursting under fire duty. Sheet-iron 
pipe as heretofore used could not be trusted under much more than 
50 lbs. pressure for domestic draft; and even with this pressure: 
there is always a danger that a temporary quick shutting off of hose 
streams during a fire may burst the mains and instantly render the 
water service useless. Various cases can be cited where such acci- 
dents have happened, and there is consequently among many insur- 
ance experts a strong prejudice against cement pipe in a public 
water supply. 

3rd. ‘The life of cast-iron pipe is much longer than that of 
cement-coated sheet iron. ‘The thickness of cast iron used for a 
6-inch pipe is $ inch. ‘The thickness used for several years past in 
Winchester for 6-inch sheet-iron pipe is 1-22 of an inch; in other 
words, the cast-iron shell is eleven times as thick as the wrought- 
iron shell. ‘The sheet iron used in Winchester is no thicker than has 
been used in some other towns where pipe has rusted out badly. 
Iron .045 in. thick, if it happens to become exposed by the cracking 
of the cement, will soon rust through. 

A difficulty in the use of cemented sheet-iron pipe is the 
possibility of imperfect work. One square inch of poor cement- 
covering per roo feet in length, might spoil the usefulness of a 
whole line. 

Winchester has been, as a whole, much more fortunate in its ex- 
perience with cement pipe than most towns. Several reasons for 
the superior endurance of our older mains, are very likely the facts 
that they are under rather moderate pressure from a gravity sup- 
ply without pulsations of pumping and not subject to the water 
rams of elevator service, locomotive-tank filling, or the like ; and 
that they mostly lie in firm, well drained earth. Moreover, it is but 
fair to suppose that the workmanship and application of the cement- 
covering have been unusually faithful. 
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Still, we average more leaks per year in the cement mains of 
Winchester than are found in the cast-iron mains of all Nashua 
and Lowell combined, 


The experience of the great majority of cities and towns is that 
cement-coated sheet-iron pipe becomes so frequently leaky after 
from fifteen to twenty-five years of use, that it is then condemned, 
dug up, and replaced by cast-iron. 


The life of cast-iron pipe properly coated with coal-pitch varnish 
and with any ordinary earth and water, may confidently be expected 
to last fifty years, or perhaps even one hundred years for 8-inch pipe 
or larger. Commonly after five to fifteen years, tubercles of rust 
will begin to form, and may gradually cover much of the interior 
surface with a crust § or # inches thick, thereby obstructing the 
water-way and retarding the flow still more by the roughness. If a 
pipe of generous size be laid at first, no other particular harm 
comes from this rusting. There are miles of Cochituate mains in 
Boston now in active service after a use of nearly fifty years, and 
which were laid without tar-coating. | Cast iron, under ground, 
rusts much less rapidly than wrought iron. 


Malden and Melrose have both found it expedient to increase the 
pressure above that given by gravity from Spot Pond, which is at an 
elevation about four feet higher than the high water line of our 
North Reservoir, and to pump the general supply to a higher dis- 
tributing reservoir. ‘The tendency of public works is to higher pres- 
sure, and perhaps Winchester may some day want a higher regular 
working pressure. Or, should it be desired at some tuture day, when 
a larger high service reservoir has been provided, to arrange a valve 
at the central fire station, town hall, or police station (as could 
be cheaply done), by which instantly, on alarm of fire, the high 
service pressure could be turned on -the entire town, thus giving 
about 80 lbs. per square inch fire pressure at all hydrants except 
those on the hill, or substantially the same as the common working 
pressure of a steam fire-engine, then this cast-iron pipe ‘‘ Class B’” 
which we have adopted for the extensions of the past year, will be, 
so far as it extends, perfectly adapted for such use. 


Charlestown was originally piped with cement-coated sheet iron. 
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After from fifteen to twenty years, the leaks became so numerous 
that the whole was torn out and replaced by cast-iron. 

Fitchburg has for several years past been tearing out each year 
its cemented sheet-iron laid twenty-two years ago, and replacing it 
by cast-iron. It has now torn up about 20 miles, and has only 2 
miles left. 

Worcester originally had 62 miles of cement-covered, sheet-iron 
pipe, but found as it became old that it cost a great deal for re- 
pairing leaks and for damage by washouts. It has already dug up 
and replaced 53 miles of it with cast-iron, and expects to tear out 
and replace all there is now remaining during the coming year. 


Manchester, N.H. put down many miles of the sheet-iron pipe 
at the original construction of its works twenty-two years ago, but 
has abandoned its use and lays only cast-iron; and during the year 
past dug out nearly 2 miles of its 4-inch, 6-inch, and 8-inch, re- 
placing the same with cast-iron. 

The fire which nearly wiped out the business centre of Spencer, 
Mass., two years ago, gained its destructive headway by reason of 
the water being shut off for a few hours to repair a rust-crack in 
a cemented main. 

In Rome, N.Y. about a year and a half ago, the bursting of a 
cement pipe main during a fire led to a property loss of upward of 
two hundred thousand dollars. 

In Somerville, Mass., the experience with the cement pipe for 
street mains was wholly unsatisfactory after the pipes became old, 
and the sudden development of a cold water geyser within the 
public street has, on one occasion at least, involved the city in a 
heavy claim for damages. At Lynn, one similar burst of a cement- 
pipe main is stated to have cost the city about ten thousand dollars 
for the broken windows and the general deluge, and they long since 
abandoned laying more. 

Coming nearer home and to water from the Middlesex Fells re- 
gion, the same as our own :— 

In Malden, the many breaks in the cemented pipe were serious 
obstacle to increasing the pressure on the pipes from the new dis- 
tributjng reservoir. ‘The Jaying of cement pipe has been abandoned, 
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and much of that originally laid has been dug up and replaced by 


cast iron. 
In Melrose they still lay some cement pipe, mostly in districts 


where pressure is low, but are laying cast-iron for the important 
lines, and a member of their water board says they will probably 
soon use cast iron exclusively. 

Medford abandoned cement pipe several years ago, and lays cast 
iron now exclusively. Medford had about ninety breaks on cement 
mains in 1893, and keeps a man at the shop day and night ready 
for repairs with a horse harnessed with a “ Fire Department quick- 
hitch,” for the cement-pipe repair wagon. During the past year 
they tore up and relaid with cast-iron about seven miles of cement 
pipe, but a part of this was done to obtain increased size in mains. 

Many additional examples could be quoted to show that Win- 
chester in changing from cemented sheet-iron to cast-iron is very 
near to the conservative end of a very long procession. 

4th. Cement pipe even when filled with water is often struck by 
lightning and thereby ruined. Last year, in our neighboring town 
of Arlington, a long piece of cement pipe was shattered from this 
cause, and replaced by cast-iron. Woburn has had similar disasters 
from cement-lined pipe struck by lightning. Lynn has suffered 
repeatedly from this cause, and Fitchburg has had similar experi- 
ences, and many other towns have had like accidents, sometimes 
one-third mile of pipe being ruined instantly. In Winchester in 
1880, about 400 feet of the 6-inch high service main was ruined 
from this cause and replaced. 

On the whole, Winchester has simply had unusually good luck in 
this matter of lightning damage. 

5th. Cast-iron pipe can safely be laid, or repaired, or cut into in 
freezing weather. Cemented pipe is endangered by frost spoiling 
the set of the mortar exposed thereto, and therefore cannot safely 
be laid so early in spring or so late in the fall as cast iron. 

6th. Cast-iron pipe runs less risk of suffering from the accident 
of a careless workman, Each 12-foot piece having been tested 
under heavy hydraulic pressure at the factory, the joints are almost 
the only parts where leaks can occur from careless treatment, as 
by not filling or driving the lead-joint properly. Ina cement*pipe, 
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every square inch of surface is susceptible to injury from careless 
covering or lining, or from a lump of poor mortar. In soft ground, 
or ground disturbed by sewer work, cemented pipe will not resist 
straining so well as cast-iron. 

7th. Cement-lined pipe has one great advantage over cast-iron, 
namely, tubercles do not form on its interior surface. ‘This remains 
clean aud smooth and free of obstruction to the flow, even after 
twenty years of service. 

With cast-iron, even though tar-coated, oxide of iron does com- 
monly collect, the rate depending on the quality of the water and 
the excellence of the tar coating. Ultimately, perhaps in twenty- 
five to fifty years, this coating of hydrated oxide of iron may almost 
completely cover the interior surface; but even then on a 6-inch 
pipe, there will probably be a 4-inch hole remaining open. More- 
over, there is a device already in use in several cities having very 
old cast-iron pipe laid before the days of tar coating, by which the 
tubercles can be scraped out of a pipe without taking itup. ‘This 
device consists of a scraper actuated by the water pressure. 

We see no reason why much of the 6-inch cast-iron, tar- 
coated **B” pipe laid today may not be giving tolerably 
good service 50 years hence. 

This incrustation of oxide of iron is in no way prejudicial 
to the purity of the water or to good health: neither 
does it become detached so as to injure the water tor laun- 
dry purposes. 

The trouble with cament-coated pipe is not in the cement, 
but fn the thinness of the tron. A thickness sufficient to 
resist rust is prohibited by the expense. Tf 2 cast-iron pipe 
$ to 8 inch thick could be economically lined with hy- 
draulic cement mortar, smooth, continuous and § inch thick, 
it would make an ideal street main. 

If the requirements for extending our mains at the Icast 


practicable expense were not so urgent, we should reeom- 
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mend the experiment of cement-lining a thousand feet 
of common cast-iron water pipe, to determine its utility 
and cost. 

For house services, the Board will continue to use cement- 
lined, wrought-iron, lap-welded pipe, like ordinary steam 
pipe, about $ inch thick, which being about three times as 
thick as the sheet iron used for street mains, and free from 
riveted seams, does not present the same disadvantages. 

Having concluded that it was preferable to lay cast-iron, 
and finding that there was on hand from the purchases of the 
previous year a rather large stock of sheet iron for pipe- 
making, we were pleased to effect a sale of this surplus raw 
material to our neighboring city of Woburn, at a price fair 
to both parties, the whole netting $937.65. 

The old sheet bending rolls and all pipe-making tools and 


the cones and platforms for lining are still on hand. 
MIDDLESEX FELLS RESERVATION. 


The reservation of the Middlesex Fells as a public domain 
has brought to a most satisfactory end the piggery nuisance 
which has in former years so menaced the purity of our 
North Reservoir. 

A glance at the accompanying map is interesting as show- 
ing how effectively the pollution of owr water-supply 1s 
guarded by this reservation. : 

Every foot of the South Reservoir’s water-shed lies within 
the Middlesex Fells Reservation. Of the Middle Reservoir’s 
water-shed, all except about three acres lies within the 


reservation. At the North Reservoir about 584 per cent. of 
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the land surface lies within the reservation. And fortun- 
ately the Commissioners’ lines are such that whenever in 
the judgment of the town it becomes expedient to exclude 
the water from that part of the water-shed lying within 
the village of Stoneham, the road-way which is to 
border the reservation may, where it crosses the wet land 
of Dykes’ meadow, conveniently form a low dyke separat- 
ing the territory to be’ diverted from the part to be re- 
tained. When this is done there will not be a dwelling 
anywhere within the boundaries of the water-shed of 
either reservoir, and no possibility of any in the future 
except that sometime long in the future, four or five houses 
may be built on the three acres mentioned above. 

The natural relations of the reservation and of the reser- 
voirs are thus reciprocal. These three beautiful sheets of blue 
water add the chief beauty to the western half of this metro- 
politan reservation, and the Reservation adds the greatest 
safe-guard to the purity of the water. 

The lands owned by the Town of Winchester within this 
reservation amount to about 405 aeres, of which 198 acres 
has been covered with water. 

The extent and location of the property of the Town of 
Winchester within the Fells is shown on the map which ac- 
companies this report. 

As an aid to preserving the water from detilement, the 
agreement fully set forth in the subjoined letters was 


made : — 
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WINCHESTER, April to, 1894. 
To THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF METROPOLITAN PARKS. 


Gentlemen - — As Guardians of the Middlesex Fells Reservation, 
you are desired by the Town of Winchester, through its Water 
Board, to apply your rules for public conduct in the Fells to all the 
territory belonging to Winchester in that locality. 

In addition to applying those rules, we would like prevention of 
bathing and boating and defilement of the water. 

_c\s the lands and reservoirs are located mostly in adjoining towns, 
the Winchester police are without authority to arrest improper 
conduct there. 

Winchester will be obliged by your acceptance of the control 
herein suggested, and your Honorable Board may decide that it 
would have advantages in having no division of authority over so 
much, at least, of the Fells as les between the west line of the 
Reserve and the main street from Stoneham to Medford.

On April 21 the Water Board established new rules 
governing fishing within the reservoirs, and our townsman 
Mr. Brackett, chairman of the Massachusetts State Com- 
mission on Inland Fisheries, kindly consented to take charge 
of issuing the permits to the proper parties. A copy of 


the rules established is sul joined : — 


*'T@wNn or WINCHESTER, WATER Boarp. 
April 21, 1894. 
Vorep :—That all fishing within the water supply reservoirs of the 
town be prohibited until further notice, except under the conditions 
stated below, 


1. ‘That fishing will be permitted only upon Wednesdays and 
Saturdays. Fishing through the ice not allowed. 


2. ‘hat no person shall be allowed to fish in said reservoirs 
except he has with him, and exhibits when called upon so to do, a 
printed permit of the Water Board to him duly issued. 

3. That no permits shall be issued except to residents of the 


town of Winchester. 


4. That each and all permits shall be revocable by the Water 
Board at any time, and that any person who defiles the water or 
whose conduct on the premises is objectionable will ‘have his pass 
revoked. 


5. Until further notice the issuing of these fishing permits is 
delegated by the Water Board to Hon. E. A. Brackett, of Win- 
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chester, chairman State Board of Commissioners of Fisheries and 
Game. 


6. The police of the Metropolitan Park Commission will be 
asked to assist in enforcing these regulations.

QUALITY OF WATER. 


No objectionable tastes or odors have been reported in 
the water supplied to the town during the past year, which 
water has come almost wholly from the North Reservoir. 

The South Reservoir manifested a remarkable growth of 
the Uroglena, a minute organism about half the size of the 
head of a pin, which secretes an oil that sometimes gives a 
very disagreeable taste and odor to water for drinking, but 
which is not known to be injurious to health. It is liable 
to appear in any natural pond, and the conditions which 
produce it are not yet well understood. 

This growth made its appearance in the South Reservoir 
later in the season than has been found common elsewhere, 
and was the subject of a special investigation by the biolo- 
gist of the State Board of Health. It mostly disappeared 
within a few weeks, and on July 8th, 2 member of the 
board made a circuit of the reservoir, sampling the water at 
various points, and decided that it was suitable for domestic 
use. The next day the gates were opened so as to supply 


this water to Symmes’ Corner, Oak Knoll, and the few 
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residences along Main Street northerly as far as Mt. Pleas- 
ant Street, where pressure had been deficient ; and to the 
residence of one of the members of the Water Board, who: 
carefully noted its taste and appearance without finding 
anything objectionable thenceforth to the present time. 

The Middle Reservoir (‘*Turkey Swamp”) has not yet 
reached a condition fit for domestic use. Although the 
rater shed is entirely woodland, free from all human or 
animal pollution, the water was at each investigation found 
turbid, filled with minute organisms, and disagreeable in 
taste and appearance. These organisms probably derive 
their food from the decaying vegetable matter of the old 


swalp. 

The doubts expressed by officials of the State Board of 
Health at the time the reservoirs were under construction as 
to this proving a satisfactory source of supply, still hold 
good. There is not experience available to foretell certainly 
whether it will ever become a satisfactory drinking water. 
Some reservoirs with a similar swampy bottom have in time 
become free from disagreeable organic growths, while other 
similar reservoirs have gone on without improvement for 
fifteen or twenty years. These growths are not understood 
to be harmful, but merely very disagreeable to sight, and 
sometimes to taste and smell. 

We have strong hopes that by drawing this water into the 
South reservoir near the end of the winter, year by year, it 
may be utilized, say five years hence, when we begin to need 
it, but the mid-winter analyses thus far indicate this to be 


uncertain. 
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Evaporation, and possible a little percolation, lowered 
this Middle Reservoir soon after the first of April, so that up 
to about the middle of December no water passed over the 
sluice to the South Reservoir, and the water of the South 


Reservoir was thus not impaired by it last summer, 


It may become necessary or expedient at some future 
time to provide an outlet pipe, as originally recommended 
by the State Board of Health, by which this water from the 
Middle Reservoir can be drawn off without mingling with 
the water of the South Reservoir. 

For the present the best course appears to be to care- 
fully watch the quality of the water as shown by the State’s 
analysis, and’ note whether or not it grows decidedly bet- 
ter. With this in view samples from the Middle Reservoir 
have also been collected onee or twice each month since 
early in the past year and forwarded to the chemist of the 
State Board of Health. The results of the various analyses 
of the water from each reservoir made during the past year, 
and also the averages for several years, are stated on the 
following page, that our citizens may see how carefully these 
matters are being watched. 

There is possibility of ultimately making this Middle 
Reservoir available by destroying or straining out these 
minute organic growths by intermittent or other filtration, 
‘but at considerable expense. To dredge out the peaty 
bottom would now appear to be so expensive as to be be- 


yond present consideration,

At the North Reservoir, attention is called to the con- 
dition exhibited by the map accompanying this report, in 
regard to dwellings and out-houses within the village of 
Stoneham which lie within the water-shed. 

It will be remembered that in a previous year the Water 
Board recommended that this part of the water-shed be 
diverted, but that the vote thereupon in town meeting was 
then to the contrary. We have therefore made a careful 
survey of this region that the citizens may have proper data 
at hand for the further consideration of this matter. 

By the eareful count of our Surveyor there are now 
located within this drainage area tributary to the North 
Reservoir and within the lines shown on the accompany- 
ing map, 

409 inhabitants,* 56 privies, 25 barns, 3 pig-pens. 

The natural drainage from these must slowly, after much 
aeration and some natural filtration, tind its way into the 
North Reservoir; and as the village of Stoneham grows this 
matter will surely need attention. Moreover, any nuisance 
existing there is probably beyond remedy by the Winchester 
Board of Health. 

This is perhaps not a specially serious matter just yet, 
but solely because these sources of pollution are at the ex- 


treme upper corner of the water-shed, and because Dyke’s 


* The total area of land and water surface within the north water- 
Shed is 501 acres or 0.78 square niles.

By way of comparison it may be stated that the population tributary 
to Boston’s Mystic supply is 984 per square mile. 
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brook enters the reservoir 3,000 feet away from the out-take, 
so that except fora chance wind current it would take this 
water perhaps half a year to travel across. We may be reas- 
sured by the knowledge that there is hardly a water-shed in 
New England used for domestic supply that has not more or 
less dwellings within its borders, except the water-sheds ot 
the South and Middle Reservoirs of Winchester. Looked at 
ina common sense way, the condition does not appear nearly 
so serious as has existed along the Mystic division of Bos- 
ton’s water supply for years, but it is also a matter of com- 
mon sense that our water would relish better and be bet- 
ter if this part of the drainage area was diverted, and we 
deem it our duty under the rule to report this condition to 
the town. At present we do not need this water, 9 or 10 
years hence when we do need it, if Stoneham grows it will 
probably not be fit to use. Therefore it may well be 
diverted just as soon as the Metropolitan Park road is com- 
pleted and we shall then have a public supply of water every 
drop of which will come from forest land, beyond suspicion 
of human pollution. 

Fortunately for the future, there Is a convenient natural 
outlet just north of the Fells Reser ration line, shown at A 
on the map, where, by a little inexpensive ditching, all the 
vater from Stoneham village and the richly dressed farm 
of Mr. Dyke can be side-tracked away. 

The area thus cut off will be 184 acres of land, or 41% 
per cent. of the whole net land surface tributary to the 
North Reservoir; but it{will reduce the whole available out- 


put of our water works. rather less than this percentage, by 
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reason of the very ample storage basin, over the spill-way 
of which water has wasted during the spring months of every 
year since the works were built. 

The chemical analysis of the water from all three of our 
reservoirs made during the past year by the State Board of 
Health are given on the following pages. We have thought 
it well to incorporate these results although their interpreta- 
tion might not be clear to many, as an illustration of the 
remarkably painstaking work now in progress by certain of 
the foremost sanitary experts in the world, in studying the 
public water supplies of Massachusetts. The object of these 
investigations is to learn just what the conditions are which 
render a drinking water injurious to health, and to learn the 
conditions which cause and if possible the remedy for the 
very disagreeable tastes and odors which have sometimes 
suddenly and mysteriously developed in stored waters of the 
reservoirs of Boston, Springtield, Winchester, and many 
other places. The study of the Winchester reservoirs is of 
particular interest from the relation of Stoneham village to 
the North Reservoir, and at the other reservoirs from the 
absolute treedom of the water-sheds from dwellings, and by . 
reason of the original character of bottom of the Middle 
Reservoir, the great depth of the South Reservoir, and the 
future fact that the original soil or turf was removed trom 


neither of the three. 


The samples are carefully collected in cleansed gallon 
bottles, from near the dams. ‘The bottles are opened quietly 
as possible about a foot beneath the surface so that neither 


sediment or scum may be drawn in. 
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The odors noted are observed a day after filling by shak- 
ing up the air and water contained in the bottle after about 
half the water has been removed from the bottle, and then 
quickly applying the nose to the mouth of the bottle: ob- 
viously odors are thus detected which would be impossible 
of perception by ordinary means, and no one need he dis- 
turbed by the statements regarding odor in the following 
tables. 

The biologist makes furthermore a careful microscopic 
examination for minute forms of plant and animal life, and 
his search is so thorough that he commonly finds in Win- 
chester water, one thousand to ten thousand organisins per 
teaspoonful; belonging to from twenty to thirty different 
families, of which about one-third are classed as animal and 
two-thirds as plants. These have all been carefully cata- 
logued and have four to six-syllable Latin names, ranging 
from Asterionella to Zo-oglea. We have taken so much 
space already that we will not reproduce the tabular records 
of the biologist in this report. Suffice it to say that this 
study promises most important: {practical results, and that 
our water compares favorably with that from other sources. 

Lest some one be disturbed by the revelations of these 
analyses, we may remind him that the vast majority of 
micro-organisms are not harmful, but carry on a most 
beneficent work in the economy of nature, and that our 
daily bread is ‘* raised” by bacteria, and our butter separ- 
ated by their aid.

§ (Note by J..R. F.) The amount of pollution, produced as by dwellings 
within the drainage area, is indicated in a general way by the excess of the 
chlorine above the normal chlorine. ‘The normal chlorine is shown by analysis 
of water from South and Middle Reservoirs to be about 0.40. It will be seen 
above that the chlorine at the North Reservoir is considerably above the 
normal and that it is increasing rapidly. The very rapid improvement of the 
South Reservoir is shown by'the great decrease in the suspended albuminoid 
ammonia within the past four years. It will be noted that the Middle Reservoir 
to-day carries nearly twice as much suspended albuminoid ammonia as did the 
South Reservoir four years ago. 
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PLANS, SURVEYS AND RECORDS. 


Karly last year an effort was made to collect all existing 
plans relating in any way to the construction of the water 


works, and put them into convenient torm for preservation 


‘and reference. All paper plans were cloth backed, and 


nearly everything folded, pressed, and glued permanently 
into a large portfolio, to be kept in the Water Registrar’s 
fire-proof vault at the Town Hall. Instructions have been 
given that no plan be removed from this portfolio or loaned 
without special permission of the Water Board, although 
of course tracings or other copies may be made. 


As the memory of the men under whom much of this 


work was done, cannot, in the course of nature, be very 


many years longer available, a special effort has been made 
to compile plans and data regarding the size, age, and loca- 
tion of all existing pipes. 

Mr. W. H. Sears, the engineer of the original works, was. 
paid $25.00 for tracings of such plans relating to north 
dam, ete., as remained in his possession, for in order to 
save expense, no record plans were made at the completion 
of the work in 1874. Mr. Sears also kindly made search 
for the original note-books and found only four, which he 
freely turned over to the Water Board. Careful examina- 
tion of these note-books has revealed nothing of much per- 
manent value. Still, it is perhaps well they should be 


preserved. 
SURVEY OF THE TOWN. 


The extension of the pipe lines, the growth of the town, 
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the fact that street sewers were to be begun at once, and the 
desirability of having all sizes and locations of water pipes, 
etc. a matter of accurate public record rather than of 
memory or private note-book, convinced the Board that the 
present was the appropriate time to make a first-class, 
modern, accurate survey of all relating to the street distri- 
bution system. 

No accurate, modern style survey of the Winchester 
streets as a whole, showing accurately their relations to 
one another in a comprehensive way, had ever been made, 
and after examining the existing plans in the possession of 
the Street Department, it was found desirable to begin at 
the foundation and to build up a survey whose skeleton 
lines should be so accurately determined that they could serve 
(as we hope), without this part of the work needing to be 
done over for a hundred years to come. 

The Water Board hesitated about undertaking this work 
alone, and the first step was a conference with members ot 
the Street Commission and of the Sewer Commission. 
These gentlemen heartily approved of such a survey, ex- 
pressed opinons of its value to the Street Department and to 
the Sewer Department, and gave assurance of their co- 
operation. Surveyors were thereupon engaged and_ the 
work begun. 

Mr. Freeman, of this Board, has given his personal atten- 
tion to the planning and carrying on of the work, and it is 
believed so far as it has gone to be as accurate and pertect a 
piece of municipal surveying as yet undertaken anywhere 
within the Commonwealth. The cost has been probably not 


over one-half or two-thirds that common for work of this 
class. 


To begin with, an expert from the United States Coast 
Survey was kindly detailed to determine the latitude and 
longitude of the iron rod surmounting the center of the 
town hall spire for the origin of co-ordinates and the 
starting point for all locations. This position is latitude 
42° 27: 10.56 longitude, 71° 08: 05.97 or 34,516.3 feet 
north and 19,112.38 feet west of the parallel and Meridian 
through the State House dome. 

The Massachusetts State Topographical Commission kindly fur- 
nished us also with the positions of all neighboring triangulation 
stations, as on Bear Hill, Hill Crest, Horn Pond Mountain, Blue- 
berry Mountain, as determined by the Coast Survey. ‘These sta- 
tions were occupied by our surveyors, Messrs. W. A. Clapp, S. D- 
Dodge and George A. Taber,* (whose names are entitled to thank- 
ful recognition in this report for the excellent work performed at 
very moderate compensation), and angles measured to about 25 
secondary triangulation stations scattered at convenient points 
about the town. 

Each point was thus located by at least two entirely independent 
methods, from different starting points, as a check. Inno case 
does the discrepancy of determination of these secondary triangu- 
ation points, by from two to four independent methods exceed two 
and one-half inches, generally the check was _ closer; and 
we may feel confident if the survey states a certain secont 
dary triangulation point to be, for instance, 1,230.01 fee 
south and 2,110.99 feet west of the town hall, that neither of these 
distances is more than an inch or two in error. In one of the long- 
est lines measured, from Sunset Rock to a point across the town on 
the high land near High street beyond Cambridge street, a line 
nearly mile long, the greatest discrepancy from the mean value 
by four measurements starting from different triangles, was about 
one inch. ‘This illustrates the precision of the data furnished us by 
the State Topographical Survey Commission, for starting points, as 
well as the care of our surveyors.

These secondary triangulation stations were, so far as practicable, 
marked by iron bolts set in masonry, and are fully described in the 
- a 5 
notes for future identification.* 


From these secondary triangulation points closed traverse lines 
were surveyed by steel tape along the streets and gridironed across at 
every cross street. From these lines all stone bounds or lot stakes that 
could be found were located, also all hydrants, water service valves, 
sewer manholes, walls, fences, etc. Every traverse point was fig- 
ured on the rectangular co-ordinate system, in distance from the 
parallel and meridian of the town hall spire, and ail traverses closed 
very satisfactorily. All traverse points are marked by 1o-inch wire 
spikes, driven just below the hard street surface, and may be iden- 
tified for several years. But ultimately stone monuments (150 
of which have been already purchased by the Street Department, 
in co-operation on this work) will be set, accurately detmuug all 
street corners, and these monuments will then serve as the refer- 
ence points for all future surveys and locations. 


During their four months summer vacation, Mr. kK. 5S. Sweet 
and Mr. F. P. McKibbin (now instructors in the civil engineering 
department of the Institute of Technology) assisted in the survey. 

Substantially the whole of the triangulation work is completed. 
The field work for the street line and water pipe surveys has been 
completed over the whole of that portion of the town lying east of 
the railroad, and over all that portion of the west side between 
Church Street and Bacon Street. The lot boundary lines have been 
surveyed along all streets within which sewers were laid during the 
past year. This survey has been plotted on cloth-backed antiqua- 
rian sheets (32x50). All plotting was done from the rectangular 
co-ordinates, whose axes are a true north and south line through 
the town hall spire, and a true east and west line through the 
same point. First fine lines 200 feet (or 5 inches) apart were 
laid out on the sheets in a series of squares, from which all dimen- 
ons were set off in short lengths,— thus avoiding almost wholly the 
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* All the note books used in the Water Department surveys of 1894 
are the property of the town, and are intended to be carefully indexed 
and preserved for reference. 


errors arising in plans from the shrinking and swelling of the paper 
in dry or damp weather. ‘The scale adopted was 40 feet to an inch, 
which is the standard for all Middlesex County Commissioners’ road 
plans. 


Those sheets covering the territory in which street sewers 
were this year laid, have been plotted and are now in use 
by the Sewer Commissioners as the basis of their sewer 
maps and for the basis of their sewer assessments. 

A considerable part of the field notes obtained during the 
summer and fall have not been yet reduced and plotted, and 
the water-pipe notes are not yet fully transferred to the 
plans: but this work will go forward steadily during the 
winter, and substantially all plans will be completed up to 
date by the time that warm weather favorable for futher sur- 
veying arrives. We hope to complete the field work and 
the drawings during the coming year. 

We believe that it is a most excellent move to thus pre- 
pare a set of standard plans, which should serve as the basis 
to be traced by the Sewer Commission for its sewer plans ; 
by the Water Board for its pipes, gates, hydrants and 
services; by the Street Commission for its street lines; 
and ultimately by the assessors for a set of property lot 
plans, which shall show accurately the exact quantity of 
land for which each owner should be taxed. 

Though it happened to fall to the lot of the Water Board 
to first feel the need of these plans, we have felt that the 
work was being done for the whole town, and once for all; 
and we have not objected that the largest share of the 


expense would stand charged to our account. We = are 
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thankful for the kind co-operation of the Street Department 
and the Sewer Department in sharing:the expense. 

The total expense for time and material paid by the 
Water Department thus far on account of town survey, is 
about twelve hundred dollars. 

The Sewer Department has contributed to the salaries of 
these surveyors, and the Street Department a moderate 


amount also. 
RESERVOIR SURVEYS. 


Certain other work was undertaken through the same 
corps of surveyors, namely, the accurate measurement of 
the water shed of each reservoir, the measurement of the _ 
contents of each reservoir and its depth at various points ; 
a survey of the possible sources of pollution of the North 
Reservoir within Stoneham village, and a measurement of 
the area to be lost if this were diverted; also a compilation 
of the street water pipes as per plan accompanying this 
report. This latter has occupied considerable time, and Mr. 
Dotten has helped by his notes and recollections to make the 
plan of the pipes and gates as complete as practicable. 

The water-shed lines were surveyed by anaccurate stadia tra- 
verse checked by some triangulation, in the arly spring before 
the leaves were out. A considerable discrepancy was found 
from former surveys of the South Reservoir and much care 
has been taken to make it certain that the present survey is 
accurate and reliable. The reservoir areas were meandered by 
accurate telemeter work and soundings were made about the 


last of December, 1894, through about 900 holes cut in the 
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icc. From these contour linesjwere drawn showing the shore 
lines that would exist with reservoir drawn down to these 
depths. The contours, drainage areas and storage volumes 
are given on the plan accompanying this report, and some- 
what more fully on the larger original map on file in the 
oftice. 

The principal object of these reservoir surveys was to 
form a basis of estimating the ultimate population that these 
water works could supply; and to enable us to present to 
the town information deciding certain questions relating 
to the metropolitan water supply now under consideration 
by the State Board of Health. 


This street-pipe plan compilation, with reservoir and water- 


shed surveys, has cost in round numbers about $500.00. It 
is substantially all done, and will probably require little or 


no further expenditure for several years to come. 
HIGH SERVICE. 


To find out more accurately concerning the present and 
prospective demands of the high service, a counter was 
attached to the wind-mill on July 24, 1894, and a counter 
attached to the steam pump on Sept. 4, and a daily record 
kept of the pumping. This is given on the following page. 

It will be seen from this record that the average daily 
consumption was,—

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Probably the windmill did less than 25 per cent. of the 
whole high service pumping for the year 1894, but in the 
windy months of November and December it did nearly

It will be noted that during August the windmill could 


pump only about 5,000 gallons per day, while during the 


windy months of October, November, and December, and 
probably for six months per year, it can apparently be 
relied on to furnish 10,000 to 12,000 gallons per day.

We may thus reckon that it costs ninety-three cents a 
day for the windmill service or assuming from the scanty 
record at hand a yearly average of 8,000 gallons per day 
pumped by it —the cost of pumping 90 feet high by our 


windmill is about eleven and a half cents per 1,000 gallons. 
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STEAM PUMP. 


The fire wood cut from the reservoir sites is exhausted, 
and future pumping must be by coal. 

From record kept for a few months past by Mr. Dotten 
one cord of wood averages to pump by steam 170,000 
gallons. Jn general one ton of coal will do nearly as much 
work as two cords of good fire wood. Sinee we burned 
probably upward 50 cords of wood last year, about 30 tons 


of coal will probably be needed for next year’s pumping. 


The pump ran last. year on 139 days, 


pumping a total of about 8,700,000 gal, 
average no. of gallons on each day 
when run, 63,000 gal.

It thus costs about twice as much per 1,000 gallons to pump 
by the windwill as to pump by steam, and when the windmill 
wears out it will not pay to replace it, or even to pay much 
more for repairs. Yet it should not be forgotten that *the 
windmill earned its cost by its work during the years when 
the high service water takers were few. We have now 


outgrown it. 
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LEAKAGE THROUGH NORTH DAM. 


As is well known to the citizens, there has from the first 
been considerable leakage under the North Dam. At the 
deepest point of the original ravine the core wall was not 
carried to the ledge, and although the leak apparently comes 
from other parts of the dam, it appeared prudent to the 
board to provide means for making an accurate measure- 
ment of this leakage, and for bringing all this leakage 
prominently into view so that any material change in its 
amount or turbidity would be quickly noticed by the 
Superintendent. 

A narrow point about 200 feet down stream from the 
dam was selected, and a trench dug across the little valley, 
and a thin wall of stone laid therein in hydraulic cement, 
with a view to intercepting any veins of leakage which might 
be following along underground. Before starting it looked 
as. if this wall could be cheaply carried down to ledge, but 
after cutting the ditch from three to five feet below surface, 
the plan of going down to the ledge was abandoned to save 
expense, as the ground at that level appeared tolerably com- 
pact and free from springs. Special care to secure tightness 
was taken in constructing this wall where the 12-inch delivery 
main passes through it. 

It is therefore tolerably certain that a larger proportion 
of the leakage from the dam was intercepted at these 
measurements of 1894 than in any of the earlier measure- 
ments, which are stated to have been accurately made by 
a brass weir one foot long set in the bed of the brook 


about the same site, but without special precaution to inter- 
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cept underground veins. The measurements of the year 
1894 were made with great accuracy by catching the water 
flowing from the spout at the little dain above described in a 
very large pail which had been accurately gauged, and timing 
the fill by a stop watch, and repeating the experiment at least 
ten times. These matters are stated here with some detail 
that their record may not be lost as have the records of 


most of the measurements of this leakage in former years 


On Sept. 14 the leakage of North 
Reservoir Dam was found to be 


at the rate of 49,680 gal. per 24 hrs. 
Pond meanwhile 8.2 feet below 

overflow. 
On Jan. 2, 1895, leakage measured 43,874 gal. per 24 hrs. 
Pond meanwhile 5.8 feet below

In the report of Winchester Water 
Board for 1879-80, page 8, Mr. 
W.H. Sears, C.E., states that he 
measured this leak and found it 
to be at about the rate of 150,000 gal. per 24 hours. 
In the 1oth annual Report of 
Water Board dated March, 1883, 
States, p. 16, that this flow has 
been gauged at various times and 


— 


found to be from 80,000 to 100,000 gal. per 24 hrs. 


We find no other records of measurement of this leakage 
and have been unable to obtain any record from Mr. Sears. 
The above indicates to our great satisfaction that this leakage 
is gradually becoming less. A careful examination of the 
ground reveals not the slightest reason to apprehend any 


trouble by weakness arising from these leaks. 
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LEAKAGE THROUGH SOUTH DAM. 

At the south dam, four distinct veins of leakage have 
appeared but some of these have since been run together 
by the grading over the pipe line. During the coming year, 
it is intended to construct a small permanent dam and pipe 
outlet at which this leakage can be accurately measured or 
by which any noteworthy change will be manifest at the most 
casual inspection. Our surveyors s have measured it carefully 
during the past year by putting a small sod dam at each of 
the little streams, running the stream through a short pipe 
and measuring it in a guaged pail as before noted. 

On August 10th, 1894, the sever al leaks beginning at the

or total leakage of south dam 118,000 gal. per 24 hrs. 

On January 2nd, 1895, a careful measurement was made 
and found to be at the rate of | 114,000 gal. per 24 hours. 

The decrease between the summer measurement of 1894 
and the measurement in the following winter is perhaps due 
to effect of temperature on filtration. 

We may reasonable hope that this leak will gradually 
decrease like that from the north dam. A careful examina- 
tion of the premises several times by members ot the Board 
fails to reveal the slightest indication of future trouble by 
weaknéss arising from these leaks. Since the core wall of 


this dam is stated to have been carried everywhere down well 
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into the ledge it is very likely that the leaks percolate 


through small fissures in the ledge. 


Whenever this water becomes needed there is a good 
opportunity to build a secondary small reservoir at small 
expense just down stream from the main dam, in which ten 
days’ leakage could be caught and cheaply pumped back by a 
centrifugal pump run for nine hours once in ten days or from 
which a plunger steam pump could force it to a future large 
high service reservoir. Unless that troublesome micro- 
organism Crenothrix which infests so many waters percolat- 
ing through the ground, when standing exposed to daylight, 
should interfere. At present the leak amounts to about 
20 per cent. of total available permanent flow from the 
combined south and middle basins or to 36 per cent. of the 


available permanent flow from south basin alone. 


Any small leakage through the middle dam is a matter of 
indifference, all being caught in the South Reservoir. It 
would indeed be well if it would all leak through and be- 


come filtered on the way. 


HOW GREAT A POPULATION CAN THE PRESENT WINCHESTER 


RESERVOIRS SUPPLY ? 


As already intimated, the chief reason for the survey of 
the water sheds was to furnish a basis for estimating accord- 
ing to the latest and best methods of water supply engineer- 


ing, the total amount of water which the town’s reservoirs 


can safely be relied upon to supply. 
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This information is desired, first, in order to learn how 
much if any could prudently be leased for a short term of 
years without in anyway restricting the amount needed for 
all reasonable use by our own citizens: and, second, that 
the town may intelligently answer the question of the State 
Board of Health, as to whether Winchester desires to enter 
into any relation with the proposed metropolitan water 
supply. 

The surveys of 1894 prove the water-sheds to actually

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AVAILABLE YIELD. 


For computing the water supply that can be derived from 
a given area, having a given capacity of storage, the 
most complete and useful data yet available are those com- 
piled by Mr. F. P. Stearns, Engineer of the Massachusetts 
State Board of Health, and based upon the very careful 
daily measurement for sixteen years, of the rainfall and run- 
off from the Sudbury River division of the Boston water 
supply, and verified further by comparison with the careful 
records of the Mystic supply and others. We will therefore 
take Mr. Stearns’ data as published in the Massachusetts 
State Board of Health Report for 1890, page 348, as the 
basis of our computation. 

A study of the map submitted with this report shows the 
contour line of ten foot depth to be not far from high water 
mark, or, in other words, that the shores are bold. Even

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true. In the North Reservoir there is a shoal near outlet of 
Dyke’s Brook, but this is very distant from the entrance to 
the water main, and could readily have its top earth removed 
should it prove .objectionable. All information at present 
available would indicate that the North Reservoir could 
easily be drawn ten feet if necessary. In fact, it was 
drawn about seven feet during the past summer, with no 
objectionable result. To go lower would rarely be advisable, 
for ten feet would permit a steady draft of 900,000 gallons 
per square mile; and should this depth be withdrawn after 
the diversion of the Stoneham Village section, the pond might 
not rise to the full height and overflow the waste-way for a 
period of seven years, if a period of low rainfall like that 
from 1879 to 1886 should again happen to occur. Mean- 
while it, would not in the season of spring freshets get 
filled up to within four or five feet of waste-way during a 
four-year period. In fact, the conditions which our citizens 
have no doubt witnessed at Spot Pond would be reproduced 
at our North Reservoir if drawn ten feet in a series of dry 


years after the Stoneham diversion. 


At the Middle Reservoir the level, swampy bottom from 
which the turf was not removed, will probable render it 
unadvisable to draw the water so as to ever leave less than 
five feet depth over the.swamp, although a maxmum of ten 
feet draft might be tolerated if the middle dam should be 
carried higher in future for filtration purposes, seven teet 
appears to be the safest figure for an estimate with the data 
at hand to-day. 


At the South Reservoir, the bottom and the banks would 


“ 
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admit of drawing down very low, but considering the small 
water-shed, ten feet draft will be probably more than ample 
for all practical need. Five feet, indeed, could seldom be 
exceeded. Moreover, the elevation of the outlet pipe, where 
it crosses the ledge, will not admit of drawing much lower 
than ten feet. 

The table given by Mr. Stearns (p. 3848, State Board of 
Health Report, 1891) and a consideration that our gathering 
ground will always remain nearly wholly covered with 
forest and that it has mostly a thin, gravelly soil, with ledge 
bottom, and that the shores can at small expense be gotten 
into a clean, gravelly condition where vegetation will not 
flourish to soon decay, indicates that (excluding for the 
moment the questions of leaks and of Turkey Swamp, which 
will be considered later) we may prudently expect to ulti- 
mately store and utilize sufficient water to permit an average 
draft of 900,000 gallons per square mile of net land sur- 
face per day, by letting the years of high rain-fall replenish 
the reservoir when drawn low during years of scant rain- 
fall and sometimes expecting it to not overflow for several 


years in succession. 


On the above basis, the very greatest yield that we can 
rely upon as a permanent supply through a series of very 


dry years like those from 1879 to 1886, is as follows :—

Reckoning as avatlable, the North water-shed, exclusive 
of the Stoneham district — and assuming that Middle Reser- 
voir can be drawn in cold weather and thas used — adding 
also the whole flow from the South Reservoir, we.reckon that 
the Winchester water-works will supply a population of 
about eleven thousand in a series of dry years. Perhaps it 
will not supply over eight thousand inhabitants. 

From a study of the drawing down of the North Reser- 
voir there is good reason to believe that the present con- 
sumption averages about 70 gallons per inhabitant per day. 


It is very likely that by somewhat restricting the present free 
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use by tanneries, by gardeners, and for irrigation and by 
the judicious application of water meters, the consumption 
can be kept down to 60 gallons per inhabitant, per day. 

The Water Board has made no direct measurement of the 
daily consumption by the whole town during the past year 
because this could not be done in a satisfactory manner 
without an expense which we did not wish to incur. 

On the high service we have measured the consumption 
during the five months, August to December, inclusive, 


The population was then about 4,000.

The experience of those cities and towns where accurate 
records are kept of the daily consumption show a continual 
increase in the per capita use of water from year to year, 

The State Board of Health has made a careful study of the 
increase in water consumption in the towns of our Metro- 
politan District, and estimates that the consumption in Win- 
chester will probably increase about 4 gallons per day per

PROBABLE FUTURE POPULATION OF WINCHESTER. 


The following preliminary estimates were among those 
presented in form of advance sheets subject to revision, at a 
recent public explanation of the proposed scheme for a Met- 
ropolitan Water Supply. 

The State Board of Health has been investigating these 
questions with great care and guided by all the available 
statistics regarding the past growth and water supply of 
surrounding towns, present the following as probable re- 


garding Winchester.

There is plenty of land yet unoccupied to provide homes 
for two or three times our present population, and if the 
growth should be as rapid as estimated above it is plain that 
the fullest possible development of our supply would be ab- 
sorbed about twenty years hence. Excluding the water 
from Stoneham Village, the Middle Reservoir and the leaks, 
it appears we shall be close to the limits of our present 
supply from seven to ten years hence should a series of dry 


years occur at that time. 


We therefore believe that Winchester, probably within 
about ten years or possibly not until twenty years hence, 
will positively need to share ina Metropolitan Water Supply 
such as is now under consideration by our State Legislature. 

The engineer of the State Board of Health has independ- 
ently made computations of the probable yield of our 
reservoirs, and has reached substantially the same conclu- 
sions as presented above, as will more fully appear in the 
forthcoming report of that board upon the proposed Metro- 
politan Supply. 

The reports of the Water Works Superintendent, the 
Water Registrar, and of the Auditors, give the details of 
work, receipts and expenditures and need not be duplicated 
here. 

In conclusion the members of the Board would state that 
regular meetings have been held on nearly every Saturday 
evening throughout the year, that no noteworthy differences 
of opinion have arisen, and that every action taken has been 
unanimous, and has had the hearty support of each member.

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This rain guage is located in an open grass plat, about 75 
feet southerly from the west end of the North Reservoir 
dam. The top of the open basin is about 2.2 feet above the 
surface of the ground, and at an elevation of 155 feet above 
mean sea level. The receiving vessel is of copper, 14.85 
inches in diameter, and has a lower covered chamber 


within which the water caught is shielded from evaporation. 


The measurement of rain or snow is taken by weighing 
the vessel and its contents on a special steelyard. This 
weighing is made as soon as practicable after the close of 


each storm. 


There are no disturbing buildings or trees within 65 feet. 
There is no fence around the guage, but it is in plain view 
of the Superintendent’s dwelling, which, with the gate house, 
is never left without a care taker. 


This guage is the same one located at Symmes’ Corner for 
many years and observed by Luther R. Symmes, and was 
transferred to its present location in 1892. It is the prop- 


erty of the city of Boston. 


During the year, every gate and hydrant in town has 
been inspected, moved and oiled, except one on Washington 
Street, near Eator Street, a Newport hydrant found broken 
and not yet re-set. All dead end pipes have been flushed 
out. Care has been given to the margins of all the reser- 
voirs to keep them clean and free from weeds or other 
objectionable matter. 


Finally, I report the works as being in excellent working 
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order throughout, with no immediate need apparent for 
specially expensive repairs, except for some re-laying of 
slope paving at north dam.

Secrion 1. No person shall carry on the busi- ane 
ness or do any work of plumbing, unless he shall bs 
have first obtained a} license and registered his 

name and place of business in the office of the 

Board of Health, in accordance with the provis- 


ions of Chap. 455, Acts of the Legislature of 
1894,

Inspection. 
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SECTION 2. No person shall construct, add to, 
or alter any portion of the plumbing or sewerage 
of a building, except in accordance with plans and 
specitications previously submitted to and ap- 
proved in writing by the Board of Health or its 
agent, and all such plans shall be approved or re- 


jected within 5 days from filing the same. 


Srcrion 3. No person shall cover or conceal 
any*part' of the work until after it has been ex- 
amined and approved by the inspector of the 
Board of Health. The plumber shall send notice 
to the Board of Health when the work is sufh- 
ciently advanced for such inspection, and again 
when the work is completed. The plumber shall 
test all soil, waste, drain, and vent-pipes in the 
presence of the plumbing inspector by a pressure 
test or such other tests as the Board of Health 
may direct; the pressure or other test to be ap- 
plied as directed by the inspector, and after all 
openings have been securely closed by the plumber 
in charge of the work. The permanent hangers 
and clamps used to hold soil, waste, drain, or 
vent-pipes shall be in place at the time of said 
test. None of said pipes shall be covered until 
they have stood the test to the satisfaction of the 
inspector. Lf the work does not stand the test, and 
is not made good within ten (10) days, or if the 
work is not constructed according to the plans 


and specifications, and in accordance with these 
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by-laws, the water shall be turned off from the 
building by order of the Board of Health or its 
agent, and not let on again until the plumbing has 
been pronounced satisfactory by the inspector, 
and the cost of shutting off and letting on the 
rater has been paid by the plumber or owner of 
the building. All plumbing work shall be so con- 
structed that at any time it may be accessible for 
Inspection, and in no case shall it be enclosed 
within the walls of the building, or concealed from 
view, unless suitable remo rable casings are pro- 
vided. 

Secrion. 4. That portion of the house-sewer 
which is inside the walls or under the building, 
and that portion which is outside the building but 
within eight feet of the foundation wall, shall be 
of cast iron pipe or of other metal pipe satisfac- 
tory to the Board of Health, but no sheet metal 
or earthen pipe shall be used in any part of the 
sewerage system within the building. 

The house-sewey shall have a fall of at least 4 
inch to the foot. It shall run along the cellar wall, 
securely fastened thereto, or be suspended from 
the floor timbers in iron hangers, or it shall be 
laid beneath the basement or cellar floor in a brick- 
lined trench with concrete bottom and movable 
covers, which trench shall be so constructed as to 


admit of access to all the joints of the pipe.

Section 5. The house-sewer shall be provided 
with a running trap of the same size as the said 
house-sewer, located beyond all house connections, 
which trap shall have a hand-hole for convenience 
in cleaning. If the trap be inside the cellar wall 
the hand-hole shall be on the house side of the 
trap.

pipe. ‘This clean-out shall be in as direct a line as 


possible with the street sewer connections. 


Section 6. There shall be a fresh air inlet en- 
tering the house-sewer between the main trap and 
all house connections, of not less than four inches 
internal diameter, extending into the external air 
and away from all windows and doors and not 
opening near the cold air box of a furnace. The 
upper end of the same shall be properly protected. 
The fresh air inlet shall enter the house-sewer 


within two feet of the main trap. 


Section 7. All pipes receiving the discharge 
from water-closets and all branches from such 
pipes over ten feet in length, shall be of iron, shall 
have at least four inches internal diameter, and 


shall continue of undiminished size at least two 
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feet.above the roof, away from all windows, and 
shall be open at the top. | 

Section 8. All connection with horizontal 
pipes shall be made by one-eighth’ bends and Y 
branches, and all changes in direction shall be by 
curved pipe. In no case shall the so-called short 
sanitas T Y’s be used on the horizontal pipe. 

Section 9. All fixtures shall be trapped 
separately, and shall have the traps as near the 
fixtures as possible. 

A suitable grease trap must be provided for the 
sink of every hotel, restaurant, eating-house or 
other public cooking establishment. 

There shall be no traps on main vertical soil 
or waste-pipes. 

Section 10. a. Waste pipes from sinks, 
basins, wash-tubs, ete., shall be of lead or brass 
or iron not less than one and one-quarter inches 
(1 and 4 in.) indiameter. Those of less than two 
inches (2 in.) internal diameter shall be of lead or 
brass; those more than two inches (2 in.) shall 
be of iron. 

4. Drip or overflow pipes from safes under fix- 
tures or from tanks shall be run into some open 
place where they may be seen, and in no case 
shall any such pipe be connected with a soil o? 
waste-pipe. 

c. No waste-pipe from a refrigerator or other 


receptacle in which food or provisions are stored

shall be connected with a sewer, soil or other 
waste-pipe, but shall discharge into an open sink 
or tray, or shall discharge outside the house. 

d. No steam exhaust, blow-off, or drip-pipe 
shall connect with a sewer, house-drain, rain- 
water conductor, soil, waste, or vent-pipe. Such 
pipes shall discharge into a suitable tank or con- 
denser, from which a proper outlet shall be pro- 
vided. 


Secrion 11. All traps shall be furnished with 
a vent-pipe run from the crown of the trap, except 
that trap vents may be taken from top of lead bend 
near closet outlet. The vent-pipe from a water- 
closet trap shall be at least two inches (2 in.) In 
diameter; other vent-pipes shall be as large as the 
waste-pipes from the trap. All ventilating pipes 
from a soil or waste-pipe shall be ran, of undimin- 
ished size, separately or combined together, to the 
roof, and carried up at least four inches, internal 
diameter, through the roof and at least two feet 
above it, and left open, or they may be run into 
soil-pipe above all connections. In no case shall 
a soil ‘or waste-pipe, or a ventilating pipe from a 
soil or waste-pipe, be connected with a chimney. 
No brick, earthenware, or sheet metal pipes shall 
be used for ventilating pipes from a soil or waste- 
pipe. No wrought iron pipe shall be used for 
ventilating pipes. . No ventilation shall be required 


from a round trap five inches or more in diameter 
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in cases where there is no other plumbing than a 
sink waste into which no soil matter is admitted. 
Ventilating pipes shall be so constructed as not to 
allow the formation of a trap nor to be used as 
waste-pipes. No vent-pipe shall join with any 
other pipe until it has attained a height of three 
inches above the fixtures whose trap it ventilates. 

When so ordered by the Board of Health, 
water-closets shall have a local vent-pipe run from 
the top of the closet to a hot flue. The opening 


shall be above all other flue openings. 


Section 12. Every soil and iron waste-pipe or 
ventilating pipe, if of cast iron, shall be free from 
all holes and other defects, shall be of a uniform 
thickness, and shall have the full weight of the

No factory tar coated cast-iron pipe shall be used. 
All cast-iron pipe before being used shall be oil 
tested, and then thoroughly coated outside with 
red lead paint, and inside with coal-tar pitch or 
asphalt varnish or other equivalent substance sat- 
isfactory to the Board of Health.

SECTION 13, Every joint in lead pipe shall be 
made in solder, and wiped joints are to be used 
where practicable. Every joint of an iron and a 
lead pipe shall be made by a brass or iron ferrule 
of the same size as lead pipe, set in the hub of the 
branch of the iron pipe, if the latter is of cast 
iron, and caulked with lead; if the iron pipe is of 
wrought iron the ferrule must be attached to it by 
a screw joint; the lead pipe in either case to be 
attached to the ferrule by a wiped solder joint. 
Every joint in a cast-iron bell and spigot pipe 
shall be made with packed oakum and molten lead 
well caulked, at least one and one-half inches 
deep, and made water and air tight, and no paint 
or putty shall be allowed until the plumbing has 
been tested. Joints in wrought iron or brass 
pipe shall be made with screw fittings and red 


lead. 


SECTION 14. No water-closet shall be used in 
which soil comes in contact with any mechanism 
or moving part. . 

Water-closets shall not be supplied directly 
from the house supply pipe, but shall be supplied 
trom a special water tank or cistern, holding not 


less than six gallons. The flushing pipe from

tank or cistern to closet shall not be less than one 
and one-quarter inches in diameter internally. 
There shall be in all houses or blocks hereafter 
constructed on streets where there is a sewer, at 
least one water-closet for each tenement. No 
water-closet will be permitted in any room or 
cellar that has not a window having an area of at 
least three square feet or an air shaft of at least 
six inches internal diameter opening directly to 


the external air. 


Secrion 15. Rain-water conductors shall not 
enter the house plumbing or house-sewer, and 
shall not be connected with any cesspool or public 
sewer, 

Section 16. All house-sewers, soil, vent, or 
waste-pipes now constructed shall be reconstruc- 
ted whenever in the opinion of the Board of 
Health it shall be necessary. 

SEcTION 17. PENALTY: Whoever violates 
any of the foregoing rules shall be liable to a fine

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FIRST REPORT 


OF (THE 


Winchester Trustees of the Asa Fleicher Fund. 


Asa Fletcher, for many years a resident of Winchester, 
died in 1880, leaving a will by which real and personal estate 
inventoried and appraised at his decease at $39,229.56, was 
placed under a trust in thé following words :— 

‘¢ All the rest, residue and remainder of my estate, real, 
personal and mixed, including the reversion of the fern at 
Hollis, New Hampshire, above mentioned, after the decease 
of my sister, Adelia S. Wheeler, I give, devise and bequeath 
to my wife, Elizabeth W. Fletcher and to Henry A. Emer- 
son, of said Winchester, and their heirs and assigns, and 
the survivor of them and his or her heirs and assigns, as 
joint tenants, upon the following trusts, namely :—to suffer 
the said Elizabeth W. Fletcher to use and occupy such of 
the real estate as she may choose during her life, free from 
the payment of rent, and the net income of the personal 


estate and of so much of the real estate as my said wife 
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may not choose to occupy, to pay over to my said wife 
during her life, to her sole and separate use; and upon her 
decease to convert the whole trust fund to cash so soon as 
may be without sacrifice, and pay over to the town of 
Winchester aforesaid the sum of ten thousand dollars, the 
same to be invested and managed under the direction of the 
selectrhen for the time being of said town, or of such com- 
mittee or board as the town shall intrust with the care and 
management of the same; the net income thereof forever to 
be expended by the overseers of the poor of said town for 
the benefit of the poor of Winchester. And upon the fur- 
ther trust, after the payment of ten thousand dollars to the 
town of Winchester as above provided, to pay over the sum 
of five hundred dollars to the person who, when the same is 
payable, shall act as the Treasurer of the ‘ Winchester 
Unitarian Society’ which sum shall be applied towards the 
payment of the debt of said society, if the society shall be 
indebted at the time, and if not indebted, then to the pay- 
ment: of the current expenses of said society. And upon 
the further trust, after the payment above mentioned, to 
pay over the sum of five hundred dollars to the person who, 
when the same is payable, shall act as the Treasurer of the 
‘ Methodist Episcopal Society in said Winchester’ which 
sum shall be applied towards the payment of the debt of 
said society, if the society shall be indebted at the time, 
and if not indebted, then towards the payment of the current 
expenses of said society. And upon the further trust, after 
the payments above mentioned, to pay over the sum of five 


hundred dollars to the person who, when the same is pay- 


ro be) 
able, shall act as the Treasurer of the ‘ First Baptist Society

in Winchester,’ which sum shall be applied towards the 
payment of the debt of said society, if the society shall be 
indebted at the time, and if not indebted, then towards the 
payment of the current expenses of said society. And if 
after the payments above mentioned there shall still remain 
any part of said trust fund, then upon the further trust to 
pay over to the town of Winchester aforesaid a sum equal 
to twenty twenty-third (20-23) parts of the sum so remain- 
ing, with all accumulations of income, the same to be added 
to the sum of ten thousand dollars above given to said town, 
and to be invested and managed and to be subject to the 
same provisions as above set forth in regard to the said sum 
of ten thousand dollars. 

And upon the further trust to pay over a sum equal to 
one twenty-third (1-23) part of the sum remaining as 
aforesaid, to each of the respective treasurers for the time 
being of the three religious societies above mentioned in 
said Winchester, in the same manner and subject to the 
same provisions as above set forth in the foregoing bequests 
to said religious societies respectively. 

But the foregoing directions to the trustees to convert the 
trust fund to cash shall not prevent the payment of a part 
or the whole of said bequests in personal securities or in 
good mortgages of real estate, taken at their fair value, if so 
agreed by the trustees and beneficiaries in each case respec- 
tively. ” 


~The widow of Mr. Fletcher died in 1893. The town at 


its annual meeting in 1894 accepted the provisions ot the 
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will in its behalf, and chose the undersigned as a committee 
or board of trustees to receive and take charge of the estate 
coming to the town. 

Mr. Emerson, the surviving trustee under the will, turned 
over to the committee for the town, in May, 1894, the ten 
thousand dollars first mentioned in the trust, and the com- 
mittee has paid to the town treasurer, for the benefit of the 
poor of the town, the income collected by it in 1894 upon 
the ten thousand dollars, viz., $255.00. 

Mr. Emerson, on February 5, 1895, completed the settle- 
ment of his trust under the will, and turned over to the 
committee, or board of trustees for the town, the balance 
of money and securities to which the town was entitled, such 
balance being valued at $47,270.00 
Add the sum first paid over 10,000.00 


And the committee, or town trustees, acknow- 
ledge receipt from the trustee under the

APPROPRIATION COMMITTEE. 


WINCHESTER, January 29, 1895. 

In December last, the Selectmen appointed a committee, 
consisting of Henry A. Emerson, Lewis Parkhurst, Thomas 
S. Spurr, Chas. A. Bowman, James H. Winn, Alfred 8. 
Hall, Edward H. Stone, Frank L. Ripley, Marshall 4H. 
Dutch, Edward K. Blaikie, Samuel W. Twombly, Albert 
Ayer, Theodore C. Hurd, Edwin N. Lovering, David N. 
Skillings, George 8. Littlefield, Fred V. Wooster, Abraham 
B. Coffin, John L. Ayer, and James F. Dwinell, to consider 
all the appropriations for the ensuing year, and to report 
thereon to the town. This committee organized with James 
F. Dwinell as chairman and John L. Ayer as clerk. The 
several town departments presented estimates of the amount 
which they asked this committee to recommend the town to 
appropriate for the current year commencing Jan. 1, 1895. 
Your committee held four sessions in the Selectmen’s room. 
The amounts asked for by the several town departments 
were considered in detail. Your committee realize that a 
certain amount of money is absolutely necessary for town 
expenses, at the same time, they were desirous of reducing, 


if possible, the rate per thousand of the past few years. 


They scrutinized every item with that view in mind. If the 
town, at its annual meeting, will adopt the sums recom- 
mended by your committee, the tax rate per thousand will 
be slightly reduced from that of last year, provided that the 
Assessors are correct in their estimate of increased taxable 
property, namely, $200,000 for this year. 

The following resolve, expressing the opinion of the 
committee, was passed : 

«« Resolved, That it is the sense of the committee that the 
Board of Road Commissioners, apart from the Selectmen, be 
abolished, if such action is possible.” 

The committee recommends the several appropriations 
shown in the following table and for the voters’ convenience 
and information the table also shows the sum appropriated 


last year to each of the several departments.

front, and five mills per square foot. 


Art. .20—To see what assessment the town will recom- 
mend or fix where sewers are constructed, or to be con- 
structed, by vote of the town, as authorized by Chapter 92 
of the Acts of the Legislature for 1894, or do anything in 


relation to the same. 


Arr. 21.—To see if the town will appoint a committee 
to consider the subject matter of reducing the water rates, 
said committee to report to the town, or do anything in 


relation to the same, 


Art. 22.—To see what policy the town will adopt in the 


employment of labor in connection with public works. 


Arr. 23.—To see what action the town will take in re- 


gard to establishing a public bath house. 


Art. 24.—To see if the town will build a new school- 
house in the Washington District, and purchase a lot of 
land for the same; raise money for that purpose and deter- 


mine by or through whom the same shall be expended. 
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Arr. 25.—To see if the town will accept the provisions 
of Section 269 of Chapter 417, Acts of the Legislature of 
1893, and elect three Overseers of the Poor, for one, two, 
and three years as therein provided, the same to take effect 


at the annual meeting in March, 1896. 


Arr. 26.— To see if the town will instruct the Trustees 
of the Town Library, to open the reading room of the same 
on Sunday afternoons. or do ‘anything in relation to the 


same. 


Arr. 27.— So see if the town will appropriate a sum of 
money not exceeding two thousand dollars for the purchase 
of a two-horse hook and ladder truck fully equipped with 
new ladders and all necessary appliances, orjdo anything in 


relation to the same. 


Arr. 28.—To see if the town will appropriate a sum of 
money not exceeding three hundred and: fifty dollars to 
place a striker on the bell at the Town Hall in connection 


with the fire alarm, or do anything in relation to, the same. 


Arr. 29.—To see what action the town} will take in re- 


gard to purchasing a piano for the Town: Hall. 


Arr. 30.—To see if the town will direct that the list of 
taxes remaining unpaid at the end of the year shall be pub- 


lished, or will order the publication of any. tax! list. 


Arr. 31.—To take any action in the matter of the devise 


to the town under the will of the late Nancy 5. Howe. 
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Arr. 32.—To see if the town will accept the provisions 
of Section 25 of Chapter 50 of the Public Statutes, which 
section is as follows, viz: — Section 25, In a city or town 
which has accepted the provisions of this section or of chap- 
ter two hundred and forty-nine of the statutes of the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-eight. If the owner of real 
estate within sixty days after notice of a sewer or sidewalk 
assessment thereon notifies in writing the board making 
such assessment to apportion the same, said board shall ap- 
portion it into three equal parts and certify such apportion- 
ment to the assessors, and the assessors shall add one of 
said parts with interest from the date of apportionment to 
the annual tax of said real estate for each of the three years 
next ensuing. All liens for the collection of such assess- 
ments shall continue until the expiration of two years from 
the time when the last instalment is committed to the collec- 
tor, and all sewer and sidewalk assessments remaining un- 
paid after the time of payment stated in the order making 


the same, shall draw interest from such time until paid. 


Arr. 33.— To borrow or appropriate money for the 
further construction of public sewers in the town, and to 
authorize the Sewer Commissioners, to proceed further 
in the construction of such sewers, or do anything in rela- 


tion to the same. 


Art. 34,— To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
men to hire a general counsel for the convenience of the 
several officers and committees and make an appropriation 
therefor.
